BUDGET ESTIMATES FOR 1S40-41. 

The Hon'We Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: T have the honour to 
present the Budget Rstimates for 1940-41. I must deplore my mis- 
fortune that 1 have to present a deficit budget to tlie House and that 
for the second year in succession we shall have to draw ujx)!! our 
balances in order to cover our revenue expenditure. 1 deplore this all 
the more as 1 have not had time since I assunuHl cliarge of this port- 
folio to appraise the situation sufficiently to suggest concrete remedies. 

Since my predecessor, whose absence from the Treasury Benches 
perha]»s no one regrets more than myself, presented the estimates of 
19d9-40 a year ago, a cataclysm has overtaken the world; forces have 
been unlenslied with dire consequences to world economy. 

The major powers are waging war by all indications to an extreme 
conclusion. It is impossible to prophesy to what extent the other 
countries of the world will be dragged into the vortex. The immediate 
effects of the war have been for the most part beneficial to the economy 
of the provini'c, but it would be dangerous to enlarge our commitmerita 
on the basis of that prosperity and not to take precautions against the 
slump which all previous experience suggests must inevitably follow. 
Further, we must ho ready and prepared to take our due share in the 
burden of the war should events move nearer home and involve us 
more directly and closely. Partly therefore on account of our revenue 
position which I shall c^onsider unsatisfactory until such time as the 
income can be increased to meet the natural developments of our 
nation-building departments, and partly on account of the precautions 
that w'e must take against contingencies over which we have no control, 
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tha Budget of this year does not contain any spectacular features, nor 
have the Departments taken up any new long range schemes likely to 
involve the finances of^ the province in recurring expenditure of 
considerable magnitude. In my opinion, it would be fatal If the 
finances of the provincj if, deceived by artificial prosperity due 
to war conditions, we permitted ourselves to uncLirtiike new commitments 
thUt we cannot hope to be able to maintain, xhe position has been 
very ably reviewed in the recently published report of the Central 
Board of the Directors of the Reserve Bank and I make no aiwlogy 
for quoting the f(dlo\\ing e^tracl : — 1 

“On the whole tlierefore the economic outlook at the end of 1939 
apf)eared to he brighter than at any time during the past ten 

years, although memories of the aftermath of the last war were 

sufficiently recent to lead to a fairly general realisation of the fact 
that war profits are essentially urtifi<’ial and transient and that in 
a major conflic t of this nature no (’ountry ran liopt* to escape the 
inevitable strain on her economic resources.*’ 

With this brief warning against short-sighted optimism, 1 turn ^ 
to the estimates now in the hands of the inemhers. It is usual when 
considering the estimates to refer to the actuals of the i>revious year 
and the Revised Estimates of the current year. In accordance with 

this usage T juopose to refer briefly to the salient features of the final 

accounts for the year 19^18-39. 

The Revised Estimates for that year wliicli were incoifKirated in the 
Budgi'l for the current year, as presented to the Legislature in 
February last, disclosed a revenue deficit of 21 *72 lakhs In actual 
working, tlie ajiprchended deficit did not ninterialise and revenue 
receipts almost exactly halanceil expenditure on levenue account. 
This was brought about by an increase of o»rr h Inkhs in receipts and 
a reduction of over It) lakhs in expenditure. The improvement in 
receipts was shared by Land Revenue (o lakhs), Excise (2 lakhs), and 
Stamps (7 lakhs), and was partly set off by a drop of a Ijttle less than 
9 lakhs under Jute Duty. The decrease in exi)enditure was due to 
savings of 7 lakhs under Tivil Works and of 2 lakhs each under General 
Administration, Administration of .Tustice, Police, and Public Health. 
The decrease under Civil Works was due to slow progress in the 
execution of building projects. The savings under General 
Administration were due mainly to smaller expenditure on the 
legislative bodies, and those under Police and Admin i.st ration of 
Justice vere distributed over a large number of heads. Savings in the 
Public Health Budget were due to absence of epidemic diseases for 
which a precautionary provision had been retained in the Revised. 

AgaisaCthe improvement of 22 lakhs in the revenue position theio 
was a net declfhe of 9 lakhs in the Capital and Debt Deposit Section of 
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the Budget. This was due to a decrease of 19 lakhs in net receipts^oH 
account of transactions under * ‘District Funds’* and “Civil Deposits’* 
compensated i>artly by a decrease of 10 lakhs 4n disbursements unde? 
the “Gash Balance Investment Account”. The decrease in the case of 
“District Funds” was due to smaller inflow cess and in the case of 
“Civil Deposits” to a (Jecline in litigation. The decrease under the 
“Ca.sh Balance Inve.stment Account” was due to the fact that the 
of the Provincial balances did not {)ermit of investment in Trea.sury 
Bills to the extent originally anticipated. 

The net result of the year’s working, therefore, w'as an addition of 
13 lakhs to the closing ])alance, which was thereby raised from 78 lakha 
in the Revised Estimates to 91 lakhs in the final accounts. This figure 
included a sum of 23 lakhs, represeuiiuir the balances of certain 
accounts eanuarked for specific purimses. The largest of these balances 
were 14} lakhs in the Central Road Fund Account and 4} lakhs in the 
Scheduled Castes Education Fund Account. 

It should be mentioned, however, that at the end of the year 1938-39 
the resources of Government, in addition to the cash l)alance of 91 lakhs, 
included investments in Treasury Bills to the extent of 75 lakhs and 
securities, held outside the public accounts of the nominal value of 
38^ lakhs. There was. moreover, a sum of 10 lakhs in .securities 
in the Famine Insurance Fund set up under the terms of the Bengal 
Famine Insurance Act, 1937. 

It will be obvious from the accounts of 1938-39 that the ojmlence 
which marked the opening year of Provincial Autonomy had disappeared 
at the close of the second year. Thus against a revenue surplus of a 
crore and 18 lakhs in 1937-38, there was ru) surplus at all on revenue 
account in 1938-39. The (losing baluiiee was down by 45 lakhs, while 
investiiient in 4'ivasury Bills was .smaller by a similar amount. This 
(diange was pailix due to the lieav\ iirogranirne of additional revenue 
expenditure undertaken in 1938-39 and ]>artly to abnormally large 
payments of loans te agrieultuiists on account of damages caused by 
floods. In spite of these unforeseen demands on their resources, 
Government were able to maintain an aderpiate cash balance in the 
Treasuries and in the Reserve Bank throughout the year. There were, 
however, a few occasions on whirh tlie balance at the Reseive Bank 
threatened to fall below the prescribed minimum and temporary advances 
had to be taken from the Bank. The aggregate amount of these ways 
and means advance.s aimruiited to 99 lakhs. These advances were all 
repaid within a pt'riod of ten or twelve days. No such advances had 
been required in 1937-38. 

liCt me now turn to the Revised Estimates for the current year which 
has still a month and a half to run. The origjbal estimates placed 
before the House in Febniary last assumed that the year would start 
with an opening balance of 78 lakhs. Revenue receipts V«re placed at 
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13 crores 78 lakhs and expenditure at 14 crores 65 lakhs or 87 lakhs 
more than our receipts. On the assumption that investment of the 
Provincial balances in TrAisury Bills would be on the same scale as in 
the Revised Estimates for 1938-39, ordinary transactions under the 
Capital and Debt l)e]X)sit^ Section of the Budjret were exi)ected to 
result in a deficit oi 6 lakhs. The total deficit thus came to 9il lakhs; 
87 lakhs on revenue account and 6 lakhs omside this account. At the 
time the budget was prepared it was estimated that there would be in 
existence outside the closing balance reserves to the extent of 85 lakhs 
in Tieasurv Bills, 38J luklis in se( uiities and 10 lakhs in the I'amine 
Insurance Fund. These reserves would have l)een sufficient to cover 
the deficit but at that time it was thought advisable to conserve these 
rt'serves and our intention was to raise n loan of 1 crore of rujyees. 
The net result, on the basis of tliese estimates, was a surplus of 7 lakhs; 
this surplus with the ()])ening balance of 78 lakhs would have produced 
a closing balance of 85 lakhs in addition to the reserves. 

According to the Kevi^ed Estimates the curient year starts with 
an opening balance of 91 lakhs-- that is to say, the actual closing 
balance of 1938-39. Revenue receipts are exj^ei t<Mi to b(‘ laklis more,, 
and exi)enditure on revenue account 48 lakli.-^ le.ss than was originally 
anticipated. There is, accordingly, an im{)roveinent of 13 lakhs in the 
opening balance and 73 lakhs on revenue account or 8(» lakhs in all. 
Under the Capital and Debt l)e{M»sit Section ot the Budget there has 
been a net worsening of lb lakhs. The combined effect of these 
variations is an increase of 70 lakhs in the elosing Imluncc* whieh is 
raised from the 85 lakhs of the original estimate to 1 crore 55 iaklis in 
the Revised, lint whereas the bmlget assumed that in acblition to the 
cash balance we should hold 85 lakhs of (io\ernnienl of India Tieasury 
Bills, no su<di investment has been jKis.sibh* and apait fiom certain 
seeuiities with a noMimal \alue of MS/, lakhs and TJ lakhs in the !• amino 
Insurance Fund the revised closing balame of 1 crore 55 lakhs 
represents the sum total of the province’s halanee. 

The Budget for the current year made one major assumption which 
subsequent events have pnned incorrect. The House wdll re(‘all that in 
presenting the Budget for the current year, my piedecessor olmerved — 
“In my estimates. 1 have assumed fliat revenues will come in, 
roughly at the level on which thev have flowed during the last few 
months, I have assumed that war in Europe will not break out." 

The outbreak of hostilities have naturally upset the calculations on 
which the Budget Estimates were framed. 

Another’ assumption made by my predcces.sor was that we should raise 
a loan of a crore. Some time before the commencement of hostilities 
in Europe, it^was decided not to have resort to a loan. This loan was 
to have been taken not in connection with any specific scheme of 
63q>enditure but in order that our reserves might not be unduly depleted. 
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In view of the uncertainty of world conditions and their unsettling 
effect on the money market, Government considered it inadvisable to 
resort to a loan in the open market for the^sake of conserving their 
existing reserves. The sounder alternative appeared to be to utilise 
such reserves as were immediately convertible and to issue Treasury 
Bills for short terms to tide over temporary difficulties in the Ways and 
Means fKJsition. As a result, Treasury Bills aggregating a crore and 
fifty lakhs have been or will l>e issued during the year: of this amount 
0() laklis are expected to be repaid l>efore the close of the year. Thus, 
in lieu of a liability for a long term debt of one crore which was 
originally contemplated Government will ha\e on their hands ^Treasury 
Bills worth GO lakhs which it is hoped to repay in the course of the 
coming year. 

The main heads of revenue affected by the War are Jute Duty, 
Income-tax, Land Revenue, and Stamps. The stoppage of exports to 
Germany, Poland and Czecho-Slovakia has cnus(*d an ap]>reciahle decline 
in our receipts from the Jute Duty, and, so far, the increased off-take 
of the Allies in the form of sand-bags and hessians has not been 
sufficient to compensate in full for the complete loss of exixirts to the 
Central and Northern European countries. The receipts of the 
Provinces under Section 188 of the Government of India Act are at 
present linked with, and dei)end upon the amount of, the contribution 
paid to Central Revenues by Railways: as a result of the improvement 
in railway earnings we expect a larger contribution under Income-tax. 
Greater activity in the share market and better trading results have 
led to an improvement under receipts from Non-Judicial Stamps. 
Finally some improvement in Land Revenue collection is ex[>ected as 
a result of the rise in prices of agricultural produce. 

On tlio exjieiuliture side of the Budget there has ])een an increase on 
account of certain extraordinary charges necessitated by the War, the 
most important of which are Air-raid precautions, control of prices and 
the employment of extra Police for guarding protected areas. The 
bulk of these charges will eventually be recovered from the Government 
of India. On the other hand the War has necessitated the postponement 
or abandonment of certain items of expenditure. In this category may 
be placed the curtailment of leave outside India involving smaller 
exi>enditurp on leave arrangements; non-utili.sation of State Scholarships 
tenable in Euro])enn countries and the post|)oneinont of some original 
eivil works, in view of tVe general rise in the price of materials. 

With these prefatory observations let me now turn to the details 
under the vanous heads. 

The increase in the opening balance has already been explained. 

The net increase in Revenue receipts nmo>unt| to 25 bikhs. ft will 
be recalled that the Budget includes 93 lakhs cm 'account o# 
provincialisaiian of certain revenues which used to be iwid direct to 
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local bodies. It now appears that the original estimate of these 
revenues was badly out : they arc not likely to exceed 68 lakhs. This 
figure has been adopted %r the Kevised. The deflation of 25 lakhs is 
distributed over the following heads: — liund Revenue (22 lakhs), 
Administration of Justice (2J lakhs) and Miscellaneous (half a lakh). 
It will be seen that if these Adaptation rec'eipts are left out 
of considoialion, the lie\i.sed Kstiinate ol Revenue is aidually oO lakhs 
l)etter than the Budget. Of this improxeiuent 34 lakhs is due to on 
accounting adjustment designed to bring within the public accounts 
certain securities hitherto held outside these artounts. The value of 
these securities has been credited as revenue receipts and a corres]H)nding 
debit has Wen shown under the “C’asb Balance Investment Accomii*' 
in the Debt Deposit Section of the Budget. The balance ol 16 lakhs 
is made up mainly of (he following: — an imju'ovcimmt of 21 lakhs under 
Ineome-tax, 7 lakhs under Land Revenue jiroper (i.e., excluding 
Adaptation receipts), S lakhs under Stamjis, 5 lakhs umhu’ Rc‘gistration 
and 6 lakhs under Other Taxt's ami Duties; set olV l)v a decrease of 
30 lakhs under Jute Dut\ receipts. I have already explained 
the reasons for the variations under Income-tax, Land Revenue, Stam|>8 
and Jute Duty. The increase under Other Taxes and Duties is due to 
the pi'oceeds of the Bengal I'inam'e Act, 103f), which came into 
operation aflco' tlie Budget had been jvassed. The growth under 
Registration is due to an unexpmted increase in the number of 
legistrations. 

Of the decrease of 48 lakhs in exjienditure on revenue acrarunt 26 
lakhs is attrihutahle to the fact that the Adaptation receipts which are 
to he made over to local Ixxlics ar(* smaller by this amount than was 
originally anticipated. The balance (23 lakhs) is the net result of 
excesses and savings spread over a number of head.s, details ot which 
will W found in the Red Ihsik. I shall here confine myself to the 
more important vaiiations. There is a clec rease of 13 lakhs undfT (.!ivil 
Works owing to smaller e\pemli<ure on building* projects - some of 
which w’ere postponed on a(*( <>nni of the .situation created hv the War. 
Savings to the extent of 10 lakhs (xcur under Medical and Ihihlic 
Health owing to the time required for w'orking out detail.s of some large 
projects for w'hich lump j>rovis!ons w'crc included in the Budget. The 
Irrigation Budget ^ows a saving of neailv 4 lakhs ow'ing mainly to 
non-utilisation of the provision for the Walkways Board. There is a 
saving of 4 lakhs under IMd Cimciliation owing to th? slow progress 
in the establishment of Debt (Vmciliation Boards. Over 3 likhs 
bas been'saved under General Administiation mainly through the non- 
utilisation of certain lump provi.sions included in the BiidgeL 
Under Administratio|| of Justice there has been a decrease of over 
4 lakhs mainly due to smaller exficnditure under “Pay of Ofticera'' 
and “Charges in England**. As against these savings there is an 
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increase of 6 lakhs under Agriculture on account of the Jute 
Eegistration Survey; of 7 lakhs under Famine Belief on account 
of lelief in aieus affected by fl(K>d or drought; and 7 lakhs under 
Extraordinary "Charges on account of expenditure arising out of the 
War, to which a reference has already been n^ade. 

The Capital and Debt Deposit Section of the Budget as already 
stated reveals a net worsening of IC lakhs. The explanation of this 
variation is as follows: The Budget allowed h>r the receipt of one crore 
on account of a long term loan. The Eevised omits this item but 
includes in* lieu a sum of 60 lakhs on account of outstanding Treasuiy 
Bills. There is thus a decrease of 40 lakhs in receipts. On 
the Disbursement side the Budget provided ff>r the investment of 85 
lakhs in Treasury Bills. No such investment appears in the Revised 
but there is all unforeseen item, viz., the investment of 34 lakhs in 
securities as a ]>art of the accouiHiug adjustment designed to bring 
these securities within the ])ublic accounts to w'hicK reference has 
already l)een made. There is accordingly a saving of 51 lakhs in 
Disbursements on account of smaller investments. These transactions 
w’ould have resultcnl in an improvement of 11 lakhs (i.e., 51 lakhs less 
40 lakhs) but uiiex|>ectedty heavy (lislmrseimuits on account of 
agricultural loans have converted the improvement to a net worsening 
of 16 lakhs. 

There are two items outside the closing balance of 1 crore 55 lakhs 
sliowm in the Revised — namely, securities of the nominal value of 38J 
lakhs and a sum of 1‘2 lakhs in securities in the Famine Insurance Fund. 
And wo carry over into 1040-41 a liability for the repayment of 60 lakhs 
of Provincial Treasury Bills. 

I will now turn to our j>roposals for the coming year. The year 
is ex{)ected to start with an oj>eiiing balance of 1 crore and 55 lakhs, 
ttn the assumption that the existing level of taxation will l>e maintained 
and no new sources of revenue wdll be tai>|>e(l during the year ending 
31st March, 1941, revenue receipts have been i)laced at 13 crores 97 
lakhs ns (ompared with the 14 crores 3 lakhs of the Revised. The 
decrease ot 6 lakhs is due mainly to a fall of 127 lakhs under 
Extraordinary Rec'eijxts and 10 lakhs under liund Revenue, compensated, 
to u great extent, by an improvement of 20 lakhs under Jute Duty, 
V lakhs under Income Tax, 6 lakbs under Other Taxes and Duties and 
5 lakhs under Civil Wc^rks. I have already referred to the accounting 
adjustment of 34 lakhs included in the Revised under Extraordinary 
Receipts in respect of securities previously held outside the public 
accounts: the only receipts we can foresee under this head during 
1940-41 is a sum of 7 lakhs by way of recoveries from the Central 
Government on account of War charges met from Provircial revennee 
in the current year. The decrease under Land Revenue is due mainly 
to smaller recoveries on account of survey and settlement chargee. 
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The increase under Jute Duty is based on hopes of larger exjwrts in 
consequence of improved shipping facilities. The yield from Income 
Tax is expected to be higher as a result of improvement in trade. The 
increase under Other Taxes and Duties is due to larger collections under 
the Bengal Finance Act, d03f), since collections will jiroceed throughout 
the coming yeaf as against a few months in the present year. The 
increase of 5 lakhs under fivil Works is due to larger transfers from 
the Itoad Development Account in order to finance a more extensive 
programme of road development. 

I neiEt turn to our proposals for expenditure. 

The estimates provide for an ex|KMiditure on revenue account of 
J4 crores 54 lakhs, which is 37 lakhs more than the Revised Estimates 
for the ( urrent year. In Appendix TI, attached to the j>rinted copy 
Ot this statement, will he found an enumeration of the main heads 
under which incieased pio\ision has heen made. The total increase 
according to tliin A[)pendi\' is 54 lakhs hut against these imuejises must 
be set decreased provisi()ri> undei .\gricultur<‘ (5 laKhsl, Fommutation 
of Pensions (6 lakhs') and I’amini' Relief lakhs). The reduction 
under Famine Relief is liUMal on tlie hope that conditions during the 
coming year will he normal Ouj [>n‘sent financial ])osition will not 
allow us to repeat this \ ear’s piovision under roinnuitation of INuisions. 
The smaller pnoisimi inidoi Agriculture is due to the tact that the 
revised estimate for the current year under this liead includes an 
ahnormal item of 7 lakhs on ata ount of the survey of jute laiids. The 
estimates for 1940-41 do not mak<‘ pn»vision for any similar expenditure. 
It will he remembered however that on the tirsi of this month- ami after 
the estimates now before the House had heen sent to the Press — 
Government deei(Ie<l to regulate the emuing jute crop l>y legislation iind 
I have no douht that in due etmrsi* if w’ill be necessary to conu' to you 
with a suj)plementary dejnaml for the funds required to meet the ( rml of 
the measures m‘ces.sarv to give effect to that decision. 

The bulk of the increase in expenditure in the coming year is due 
to new’ schemes included in the Budget. My honourable colleagues 
will, in due course, explain the details of these schemes while moving 
the demands for grants relating to their respective Departments. I 
piopose, however, to refer to some of the more imiK>rtant items for 
which provision has been made in the Budget. 

Under Land Revenue the Budget provides for revisional survey 
audt settlement operations in the districts of Bakarganj and Faridpur 
at a total ultimate cost of 40i lakhs. During 1949-41 the expenditure 
on this account will be 4J lakhs. 

The Irrigation Budget includes a number ofTmportant new schemes. 
One of these^is a contour survey of North Bengal at an ultimate cost 
of nearly i lakhs of rupees. The provision included in next year's 
Budget on accodnt of this scheme is Rs. 25,000. Other large schemes 
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which it is proposed to initiate in the coming year are the improvement 
of Tolly's Nullah at a cost of about IJ lakhs (ultimate), the reclamation 
of the Madhumati River in the duftrict of Khulna at a cost of about 
1 lakh (ulfirut^e), and the improvement of the Aurora Khal in the 
district of Ilooghly at a cost of Rs. 90,000 (ullimate). A provision of 
Rs. 50,000 has been made with a view to Issist Diftrict Boards in 
undertaking small irrigation projects drawn up in consultation with the 
technical experts of Government. 

I would ask honourable members to look on the additional provision 
included i%.the coming year's estimates as an earnest of the willingness 
of Government to take up schemes in the districts of Bengal wifich will 
benefit the i)eople in a measure more than commensurate with the cost 
involved. It is a matter of great regret that the finances of the 
province have-not permitted us to make provision for many such 
schemes during 1940-41 and I can assure the House that should our 
^finances permit, we shall not hesitate to come before the House for 
further j)rovision. 

The Education Budget repeats the special additional i)rovi8ion of 
5 lakhs for primary education in the cess-paying districts and contains 
enhanced provision in respect of certain important schemes initiated 
in earlier years. Thus, there is an additional j>ro vision of over 2 lakhs 
for the training of teacheis for Primary Schools; of IN. 51), 090 for 
grants to Madrassuhs; of IN. 40,000 for the award of scholarships; and 
of a similar amount for the expansion of the Lady Biahourne College. 
There is a jirovision of U lakhs representing the final instahnent of 
the grant of 2J lakhs to the Dacca University for the additional Muslim 
Hall; and of IN. 40,000 for a grant to that University in connection 
with the recently organised Faculty of Agriciiltme. The Budget also 
provides for a grant of IN. 07,500 to the Sadaat Uollege, Karol ia, being 
the second instalment of a grant of a lakh and thirty-hve thousand to 
this institution to enable it to complete its building ])rojects. 
Rs. 50,000 has l)een provided for a giant to the Bengal Bratachari 
Society for the acquisition of land and the construction of buildings 
and Rs. 20,000 has been provided for a capital grant to the Vidyasagar 
Bani Bhawan, Calcutta. A provision of Rs. 15.000 has been made 
for additional building grants to Mndrassahs and of Rs. 11,000 for 
a capital grant to the Furidpur Girls’ Junior Madrassuh. Rs. 9,000 
has been provided foi the extension of IVimary and Middle English 
education in the ('hittagong Hill Tracts and Rs. G,000 iis a grant to 
the Bodhaiui Samiti toWlsids the (‘ost of constructing a segregajion 
camp at Jhargrftm, in the district of Midnapore, for the reception of 
juvenile mental defectives. With a view to provide improved hostel 
amenities for Muslim sl«dents it is proposed to extend the dining hall 
attac'hed to the Muslim Hostel of the Dacca Intermediate College at 
a cost of Rs. 21,000 and to construct a hostel fov Muslim 'Students of 
the Pirojpur Government High School at a cost of Rs, 15,000, 
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The Budget provides for an increase of 5^ lakhs under Debt 
Ooncjliation for the establishment of additional Debt Settlement 
Boards. A special provision of Rs.^1 2,000 has been made to meet the 
cost of rewards to selected Chairmen and Members of Dtbt Settlement 
Boards in recognition of their meritorious services. 

There has been a progressfte increase of exi>enditure under Co- 
operative Credit due primarily to the reorganisation ot the staff of 
the Department, the ap{K)intment of additional auditors, increased 
provision for co-operative training and the expansion ot its activities 
in fields other than credit. This year we have made a provision of 
Ils. 28,5 oO to meet the cost of establishing five additional Land 
Mortgage Banks to provide further facilities for long term credit in 
rural areas. A change in the policy regarding these hanks is under 
consideration so as to enlarge their usefulness aiuj, make them 
self-siip|>orting in due course. 

In June last riovernnuMil affordi-jl a casli credit of thirteen and a Imlf 
Ickbs to the Provincial Co-operative Bank to supplement its resources and 
to enable it to provide short term credit totihe agri<'ulliiristH on a wider 
scale. The favourable returns that the agriculturist has reeeivtsl fro!n 
his staple (‘rops since the outbreak of war in Europe will, we b()i)e, 
relieve him from the ne(‘essity of having recourse to loans for 
agricultiii al puriK)ses during tin* coming year and the provision on this 
account in the lioans and Advances .s»‘ction of the estimates lor 11)40-41 
has been liinited to the notnial precautionary provision of IN. 5 lakhs. 
If, liowcvtT, the occasion demands and the Provincial Bank is unable 
to meet tlie requirements from its own |•esoure(‘s, (lovernment will 
approaeli the House for a su])plemeutary grant and I am certain that 
the House will not grudge it. The great problem, however, of the 
Co-operative Credit Department is still the rehahilitjili«)n of the 
movement in the esti'em of the people of the Province. For this purpose 
a scheme designed to bring the demands of the societies down to the 
level of the paying capa<‘ily of the debtors is under preparation. 1 hope 
the House will hear more of the scheme in the near future. 

The Medical Budget include# a provision of 2 lakhs tlh thouwind 
rupees for grant to the I.#ady Dufferin Victoria Hospital, Calcutta. 
Other special grants to hospitals which are propoml for the coming 
year are: — an annual grunt of Ks, 10, (KM) to the Jada«pur Tuberculosis 
Hospital toward.s the upkeep of It) In'ds to 1 h* reserved for raufassal 
patients, and lapital grants of Ks. 20,000 f#r the S. K. Hospital, 
Mymensingh ; Rs. 5,500 for the Australian Baptist Mission Hospital at 
Birisiri in the district of Mymensingh; Rs. 4,5C*f) to the Prince Gholam 
Muhammad Charitable Dispensary at Tollygua^e; and Rs. 3,000 for 
the Santhal Mission Hospital at Sarenga in the district of Bankura. 
Efl. 15,000 has been ^itovided for a much-needed increase in the nursing 
staff of the Medical College Hospitals, Calcutta. An additional grant 
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t)f Ilfl. 7,500 is proposed to be made to the Association for the Prevention 
of Blindness in Ben^?al with a view to enable the Association to rtm 
five travel liiip^ eye dispensaries wffich have ^iven such good service in 
the districts. It is further proposed to make a grant of Rs. 10,000 to ^ 
the Indian Institute for Medical Research. ^ Provision has been made 
for a contribution of Rs. 4.000 towaixfS the establishment of a General 
Council and State Faculty for the Unani system of medicine and 
Rs. 1,000 to the Faculty of Ayurvedic Medicine. 

The Public Health Budget includes 7J lakhs of rupees for rural 
•water-supply, 5 lakhs for free distribution of quinine, 21 lakhs^for anti- 
malaria sehemes, and lakhs for kala-azar and other e])idemie diseases. 
Half a lakh has l>een provided for maternity and child welfare centres. 

A provision of Rs, 24,000 has been made for a scheme of public health 
organisation hi tlie Chittagong Hill Tracts. Rs. 18,000 has been 
provided for a scheme of school hygiene, Rs. 40,000 for a grant to the 
Ram Krishna Mission Sishu Mangal Pratisthan, Calcutta, and 
Rs. 6,000 for a grant to the Ram Krishna Medical Society for Women. 

In furtherance of the policy of making grunts from Provincial revenues 
up to one-third of the total cost of wnter-sui)j)ly projects the {(dlowing 
provisions have been made in respect of Water Works Improvement 
Sebemes : — 1 lakli for Dacca, Rs. 20,000 toi ^funsbiganj, Rs. 20,000 
for Ib'rojpur, and Rs. 18,000 for Jhalakati 

Under Agricnltuie provision has ])een made for the establishment 
of an Agricultural Institute at Dacca at a cost of 1 lakh 28 thousand 
rupees. The Budget also includes Rs. 00. 000 for the electrification of 
the Manipur Farm, Dacca, Rs. 20,(100 for tlie estahlisliment of 
additional Union Board Farms and Union Board Demonstration Centres 
and Rs. 18,000 for the o|>pning of a I0i\sical Section under the 
A'gi icull urn] Uhemist. | Di . Nvi.i.wkmiv S\.ny\i.: At Dacca. 
(Lauglitt'r.) I It is ]>ropo^ed to take (»vor tlic Blnitnath Paul .\gricul- 
tural School at Chiusura (laiuglitcr) at a cost of Rs, 35,000 including 
Rs. 21.000 for buildings. A sum of Rs. 2.000 has been provided for a 
grant to the All-India Cattle Show Society and Rs. 5,000 for the supply 
of outfit boxes to Livestock Officers and Assistant Livestock Officers. 

It will he rec^led that a sum of Rs. 58,000 was provided in the current 
year for buildings in connection with a new District Agricultural 
Farm at Chittngang. There i.s a provision of Rs. 4,000 in next year’s 
budget to meet the expenses of running thi.s farm 

The increase of 13 Ihkhs under Civil Works is due mainly to the 
provision for ne'H' buildings and additional road development fund 
works. The latter account for an increase of about 6 lakhs and the 
balance is due to building projects belonging to various Departments. 
Some of these have already been mentioned under the r^evant service 
heads. Among the remainder the provisions which call* for special 
mention are the following: — 85 thousand for the ' construction of 
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Workslieds in the Dum Dum Central Jail; 48 thousand for the 
inatallation of a fully equip|)ed testinj^ station foi motor ▼ehioles in 
Calcutta; 46 thousand lor ^)^ovidIll^‘ accommodation for the Garden 
Beach Police Sub-Section; t?7 thousand for the construction o^^ 
cooly lines at the l{o\yl Hotanu* (lardcn. Sib)>ur: and 2) thousand 
for the consfriK'tbui of \\ it ness^ sheds in Civil ('ourts. In view of our 
straitened financial cin'umstanccs and of the rNe \n price of certain 
materials, exjienditure on building*- is Immu/^ limited to projects that 
cannot be |M»stjM)ne(l without >erious adiuinistiutive iiu’oii vtuiience. 

Jhrec lakhs of rujiees is ai^'ain bfin^ jdaced at the disposal 
of the Distiirt Otficeis to tuithcr the proji^ramme (d Rural 
Recoiistructif)!! and a further "Uin ot 2A lakhs has bt‘en interspersed 
under various HioR’-et ln’uds at tin* disposal of the ])e[)artuient of Rural 
Ree(>nstnietion.

Manuals 
are bein^ prepaiiMl xsliii b will be ot ^niidanee not only to them but to 
all w’ork(‘rs in tliis held, Tf this experiment is u sueeess, it is hojietl 
that it will be (‘Xpanded and ninltiplied so that oflieials and non-ofheials 
and all those inten‘sled in serxieo to the iiiass4>s mav he in a position to 
further the cause of Itural Reconstruction. 

There are one or two miscellaneous items that deserve mention. 

The Bud^^et inelud(‘s provision for jrrants to two highly denervinjf 
institutions that cater fur the needs of the destitute, namely, the 
St. Joseph’s Home for the a^ed and the Sir Saliraullah Muslim 
Orphanage, Dacca. Twenty-four thousand has lieen provided for the 
former and twent\ -.seven thousand for the latter In the interest of 
the labour fon e emjilovcd in oun cimlmna pbintaijons it is proposed to 
construct two indoor hospitals at Mun^j^prio and Munson^ at a cost of 
Rs 18,0f){), A [)rovi.sion of Its. 20,000 has Ikhti made for grants to 
labour welfare organisations and Rs. 10,000 ba.s }#pn provided for 
comrnittee.s of empiirv and hoards of eoncilialion under the Trade 
Disputes Act. 

During the course of the current financial year several committees 
npjKiinted by Government have submitted their refiorts. The 
recommendations of the Jute and the Paddv Coitirnittees are now under 
consideration.^ The x\dult Kdmatiori Committee has submitted a 
preliminary ^-eport . so*also has the Committee for Primary Education. 
The Industrial • Survey Committee has made eertain preliminary 
6 
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recommendations. The Land Revenue Commission is expected to submit 
its report in March. The Special Officer appointed for electricity 
survey has made certain su^^^restions that are oi far-reaching importance 
and require close examination. The Chaiikidari Committee will shortly 
publish its report, and its recommendations maj^ call for drastic financial 
adjustments. 

Oovernn)ent may have to come before the House for provi.sion to 
give eff(‘ct to the decisions arrived at after the examinations now in 
progress have been completed. 

Before I pass to the Hummary with which I shall conclude mv 
statement on the estinnites, J iimst refei briefly to two spheres 'in 
which (ioverninenl have recently t;ike?i noteworthy action. Although 
one of tliese spheies concein.s me moie by reason of my holding charge 
of the fK)jtfoli<) of Commerce and liabour than ns Finance Minisrer, 
both are of such far-reaching imiw)rtance to the economy of the province 
that 1 make no ap(dogy for mentioning them to-dny. 

The first concerns the measures aiimal at seeming for the growers 
of jute an adequate jn’ice for their produce. 

Govefuinent can, with some degree of pardonable piide, claim to 
have materially assistfal the agriculturists in obtaining an adcfiua’c 
prici* for th<‘ir jute. (Laughter.) The st<>])s taken to sicm tlje decline 
in jut(* prices w Ihoi the new cro]) came on to the market were effective 
and the advice given 1)\ (lov<‘rnment to tin* iu1^-gr(^\\el^ not to he 
stamjxided by riimour.s and by market manipulations has home 
beneficial results. The adv(*nt of wai, the general rise in prices 
consequent tliereon and (lovernment orders for jute fahri( s hav(> given 
an upward stimulus to the i>rice. The jute-growers therefore have 
thi.s year been able to obtain a ver\ fair priie foi their produce and 
this has been reflected in our finances. We trust that the agrici.I- 
turists, remem l)ering the trying days of depie.ssion through which they 
have just pas.sed, wdll not fritter away this windfall hut will utilise 
il to free themselves from the incubus of debt and once more face the 
world with courage and faith in their future destiny. Government 
have now definitely embarked (ui a ix)Hey of compulsory ('onfrol of 
jute production, as they feel that the agriculturists should be given 
adequate guidance to enable them to secure a profitable return. In 
order to ascertaiti the best ways and means of securing this object, 
an exptut committee will shortly he appointed to which will be 
entrusted a matter (»nl\ less im^airtant to the prosperity of the province 
than that now' under en<|uiry hv the Land Revenue Commission. 

The declaration of war was followed almost immediately by a sudden 
rise in the f>riee of commodities and a i>anic wholly unjustified 
prevailed in the market for a few days. The Governnjpnt of Bengal 
took immediate measures to allay the panic, measures w'hich were 
highly commended at the time by the Press and the public. A C9iiel 
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Price Controller was appointed. This officer ia assisted by an Advisory 
Board composed of representatives of all sections of the public. District 
Officers were invested wiOi similar powers and are assisted by Advisory 
Committees. The result nas l»een eminently successful and prices have 
been kept within ImuiiuIs. Wc have had unfortunately from time to 
time to take action ajfainit those who wished to take undue advantage 
of the present emergeiicv and to profiteer, but on the whole our 
regulation's have been obeyed, and the discontent and disturbances that 
would ha\e followed if the prices had been uncontrolled, have been 
avoided. No attempt has ever been made to control the price of 
agricultisral commodities. Tf the wai continues, thi.s lh‘partment may 
have to be exj)anded. The co.st, however, will be recovered from the 
CTovoniment of India. 

Let me review the financial results of the working of the coming 
year according to the c>tiniafe'< ju*.t presented to the House. We <‘xpect 
to start the year with an (♦{KMiing balance of 1 crore bo lakhs. Our 
revenue receipts have been placed at Id crore.s lakbs and our 

expenditure on re\enuc' account at M crores b4 lakhs. This means that 
we have to draw u|) 0 !i the oi)eniiig bnlanc(‘ to the extent of 57 lakhs 
and (tur balame is ae<‘(trdinui\ reduced to OH lakb*' In the Capital and 
Debt l)e[)osit Section of the Budget there is a net deficit of lakhs 
on the year’s woiking. This deficit is due mainly to the repayment 
of GO inkhs of Treasurv Bills outstanding from HldJMO eounlerbalanccd 
to a large extent h\ a surplus under Duins and Advanc(*s where we 
hofK* our reeoverie.s will be eon.siderably ie exeess of disbursementH. 
The deficit of 2G lakhs under the (’apital and Dtdit Dcjiosil Section 
of the Budget further reduces our balance to 72 lakhs — the figure shown 
as our closing balance in the (’ivil K.«tiniate for The only 

items outside the closing balance are our investment in the l''amine 
TnsuraiH'c Fund (about 12 lakhs') and securities of the nominal value 
of m Inkhs. 

The Budget j^resented to this House a year ago was a deficit Budget. 
It was estimated that ex|)enditure would exceed revenue by 87 lakhs. 
We now’ exix‘ct that the deficit for the current year will l)e considerably 
smaller. As a result of an accounting luljustment of 34 lakhs the 
deficit in the Revised E'itimates now before the House ajipears as 
14 lakhs but excluding this accounting adjustment the amount hy which 
we expect our revenue expenditure for the current year will exceed 
our revenue receipts is 48 lakhs. This amount will be met from our 
balances. • 

This year also the Budget which I have just presented is a deficit 
one. It will be neces-sary to draw on the o[iening balance to the extent 
of 67 lakhs, and it is anticipated that the closing balance of 1940-41 
will be only 72 lakhs, i.p., only 23 lakhs above the minimum balance 
that we mui^^^^nf^i* with the Resene Bank and in our treasuries. 
This iaan extrenjely narrow margin and leaves very little in our hands 
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to meet emergencies. Our expenditure ha.s now reached a point at 
which we are living a little beyond our means, and pending a detailed 
survey of the possible new sources of reveni^^, there is no alternative 
but to mark time. We have been fortunate that we have not had to 
curtail the many beneficent activities that we have undertaken since 
we assumed office, hut I am sure the House will agree with me that this 
is not enough. We must expand and expand piogressivel\ . There 
is such a cjving need for an iiniiiediaU‘> ex]>an.sion of our nation- 
building dejiartmeiits that to ni> ( (dleague.s, to tlie honourable members 
of this llousf, to all thosii in fact who know and deplore the conditions 
in w'hiidi the illH[Mlucatcd, ill-housed, ill-fed and inalaria-strieken sons 
of Hengal liv(* thi*. year’s Budget must Im' as great a disappointment as 
it is to me personally. If this \ear I have to he content to mark time 
it is not through any lack of zeal to lie uj) and doing. This year 
financial stringoncN precludes our attempting more than we have 
pro]K).sed in these estimates, but let not tin* House sui)]>ose that we are 
content to sit idle. I am now engaged in a survey of the possible 
flonrees of new’ re\enne permitted to jirovineial go\ernnients undei the 
Government of India Act. I antiei]iate that before the end of the year 
for which 1 hnv(‘ just presented the estimates I shall ])laee before the 
HotiS(‘ jiroposals tor m‘w taxation. (All! ah!) 1 consider thi> step all 
the niori' tUMa'Hsarv now wliih* thanks to the eondilions brought about by 
tlie hostilit i(‘s in Kurope W(‘ in Bengal have with us at least the 
senihlanee ot prosjierity. As I se<* it w’e tiiust s(MZ(‘ this o]>])orliinity to 
develo]) imr resoure<‘s and to build up resto'ves against lht‘ depression that 
we all f<‘nr will follow: \\v must aim at beitig in a ])osition to lighten 
the s(‘verit> oi the inevitahh* slum]) l)\ umhu'taking large scale sehemeti 
of civil works, irrigation and drainage. T<vday, how’ever, I would 
prefer not to attemj»t to for(*east wdiat tlie result.s of mv survey will he. 
It will he suffieieiit for my purjMise to-day if I remiud honourable 
memliers of the Hou.se that the sotirees from whic h we draw' our revenues 
are inelastic and otfer little or no scope for large or immediate 
expansion at will: wv miglit ineiease our revenue by o, 10 or j)erhaps 
even ‘JO lakhs by enhancing the rates oi our provincial tax acts, such as 
the entertainment tax, the eleetricitv dni\, (‘tc.. hut the time has come 
when it is essential, if we aie to pursue the programme that w'e have 
set b(Toio ourselves, to select one or two fields upon which to 
coiK'eutiate and having made that seleftion to come to you with new 
taxation pio]X)sals that will give us th« necessary resouree.s. 

I regret to have to paint such a gloomv picture hut I shall lie failing 
in my duty if I did not remind you that the estimates of exp»enditure 
now' before the Hou.se are based on normal pre-war prices and have been 
framed on the a.ssumption that the Provincial Exehe<]uer will not have 
to meet any demand.s in connection with the war. We must however 
remember that we may be called u[)on to meet unexpe^jted demandti 
arising out of the war and we shall almost certainly Imve to face higher 
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jMrioefi in many directions. And so I must ask my friends in this Douse 
and beyond this House not to feel disapjwinted that I have not already 
taken steps to raise new^unds for the nation-building; departments but 
to be patient and to have faith in the glorious destiny of our motherland.

In both these cases the Tides are more voluminous 
than the Acts them.selves, and in snme of tiiese Kules pi'ovisions have 
been made which prolmblv could ne\er ha\e been c (mtem]>lated by the 
pieces of legislation. In recent months wo ha\e the exiierience of 
the JX'fenc e of India Act^. Hides which run to more than tw’o hundred 
pections whereas the Act itself has not got more than a dozen sec- 
tions. In this manner w'e are gradually noticing increased f>ower given 
to (Toverument amounting to interference with the due course of law, 
in ea.ses where injustice is likely to lie done. That right or privilege 
of having a grievance enquired by Law t'ourts is alsy> taken away 
from the public. On tbis {particular occasion there wAs only one 
bealthy check to the (lovernment having certain rules by virtue of 
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which they could exempt individuals or organisations from the pay- 
ment of tax at their swtM*t will. That healthy check is now being 
removed. 1 would like* Government to explain what occasion had 
arisen, what was the real dirticulty felt in training these rulea, and 
in submitting these rule! to the scrutiny of the I legislature. Govern- 
ment had enough time over this simple piece of legislation and they 
could devise certainly some healthy set of rules for ac(‘ording exemiJ- 
tious to deserving |H‘rsons Irom the ]mynien< of these taxes. Instead, 
(ioveiniiiciit w.iiit j lijarik <‘hart<*r and after the lapse ot so many 
monthf^they come to the Legislature with the pro|«isal that the\ must 
be given full tieedom in mak^* -ueh rules as the\ like, that is, to give 
exemptions to |)ersons (d then own ehoii e.

Suliiaw ar<l\ s attempt 
lo inis((Uote memlKUs ot this House and mislead the House dejxmding 
on his inisijiiotatiMi. Sir. he ahsolutel.v misintei preted the attitiidr* f)f 
this .side of the House when he said that we opjiosed the amendment 
of the (V)UDcil on its merits. We op|M).st‘d the anuMidmeiu of the Council 
only on constitutional grounds; otherwise the amendment of the 
Council w'as really a good amendment and d(‘serv(M] e\erv sup|)ort.

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Government, to deprive the House of its legitimate powers, that he has 
come forward to move this amending Hill.

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: Sir, f opix)se the motion of 
Mr. Suhrawardy on grounds other than those advanced by Dr. Sanyal 
and by Mr. Kai (.!haudhuri. Sir, when the Bill as was passed by the 
(\)uncil came \ip l>efore the Assembly for ‘‘onsideratioa it was I who 
alone amongst the (’Ongress members opjKised that amendment of the 
Council. I anli<‘ipal<*d that (ioxauiiimuil would begin to realise this 
per capita tax to the injiirv of man\ i>ersons, immediately after the 
Bill was passed. In order that some ]>erson.s who deserved exemption 
might get exemj^lion in time, 1 desired that the Government should 
have kept the iK)wef to frame rules for exemption themselves and not 
allow(‘d time to [vass without ther(‘ being an\ rules. Government did 
not listen to that. Government aci-epled tin amendment made by the 
Council to the effect that rules should be framed bv the Government 
and af)[)rov(*d bN tin* Legislature.

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR; Sir, this fKdicy has Isen 
recently started and is still c-ontiruiin^^ an.l it is comiiiK in different 
ways; the incidents on the 14th instant have absolutely burst tipon the 
cititeens of Qfflcutta at a fluri)rifte. All of a sudden a huge w'ave of 
repression has started which is still continuing. T have mentioned the 
date of occurrence in the l>ody of the resolution. 
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Mr, SPEAKER: My difficulty is this; here there are certain cases 
mentioned, namely, cases of Mozaffar Ahmed, Somenath Lahiri and 
several oilier persons and you say that they have been under extern- 
ment under rule 26 of the Defence of India fUules. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Over 12 orders were 
jmssed on the same day. The men served with these orders have been 
externed summarily from (^Alcutta, Howrah, Ifoop'hlv, Asansol subdivi- 
sion of the Hurdwan district and 24-rar^>‘anas, and ordered to leave their 
places of residence within 24 hours. 

Mr. SPEAKER: What evidence have you got to show that? 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Sir, 1 possess here a 
sample copy of the large number of orders which have been served. 
It is under the seal of the Oovernment of Dengal 8igne<1 bv the Secre- 
tary to the Oovernment of Rengal and also the (’ominisH.oner of Police.

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: The facts 1 have stated 
and the co|)v I am showing you will reveal the amazing and extra- 
ordinary nature of these orders. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, on a jxiint of order. 
I feel, Sir, that it is only fair to Mr. Bunerjee that he should have pre- 
cedence over thi.s. Sir, \ou ha\e ruled that any motion that is given 
notice of aftci- 11 Nvill not 1 h‘ taken uj> that day Therefore, it is only 
fair that the jx'rson who has given notice* after II before 3 of that day 
should have i>r(‘cedence over one that comes to-day. From the (irovern- 
mcnl jioiiit of view the reason is that we have pr<*viou^ notici* ot that one 
and we are in a jKisition to take it uj). This one might have Ix'en sent, 
but 1 have not seen tin* notice of the motion yet. 

Mr. 8HIBNATH BANEAJEE: Mr Sjieaker, Sir, I thank the 
Hon 'hie Minister, hut I do not want to claim precedence, and if 
Mr. Mnziimdar's motion is ruled out, I shall take my chance. 

Mr. SPEAKER: So far as the notice is concerned, it was received 
yesterday evening at 5-3.0. Therefore, Mr. Mazuindar gave it before

II ]>ersons are restrained from residing at their ordinary [rlaces of lesi- 
deiue and (arrying on their normal activMies, it is undonhledl\ an 
externment order with sevi're restraints and re.strictions ntlach(*d to it. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I ^^onld 1 a* prejrared to r oiisider the ruse so far as 
lepressive jxrlicy is con(erm*d. Hut nou know “re])resHivf‘ jailic’y*' is 
too general a term and there lia\e been s(*veral in.stanci*s in the (V*ritriil 
1/egislature where merely by saving repressixe jM)licy. it has not been 
found in order as a single i.-sue. Thei’efore, I will have to try and 
find out whether >ou are taking a (’ornrnon basis for a .spcn ific issue. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Sir. here it is a definite 
matter, namely, orders of externm(‘nt and restnrint. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Two definite matters. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: The same order result- 
ing in l>otli tliese effeits, namely, restraint and externment which 
amount to repression on the jversons on whom these orders have }>een 
served. It also raises a very imiKirtant jroint of prineiple regarding 
the (piestion of the use of the powers under the Defence Ordinanecs. 
I fiubmil, Sir, if any injury has got more than one adverse effect on 
the aggrieved person, it cannot Is* looked at as if definiteness were 
lacking, several matters were involved, and therefore it cx)uld l>e ruled 
out. I submit, Sir, that these orders are a definite matter, and have 
resulted in several effect.s on the persons concerned, which are tanta- 
mount to repression of a very severe type. As a consequence of one 
definite matter repression has resulted not in one but in several respects. 
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The meu have been ordered in the first place not to reside in theiir 
ordinal*}' places of residence; this is a restraint- order in effect. They 
have been ordered not to enter certain areas; here it is in effect an 
externmont order. Moreover, there has l>eeii no provision whatsoever 
made for the exi)€nse» or other means for thesf men to leave their places 
or for tlieir livin^f elsewhere. Here, Sir, it i.s a sort of economic 
Ijlockade and ixmalizin^ them without any rhyme or reason; so that. 
Sir, you find that not only one but several effects have resuilted from 
these orders letuling on to repression over these persons. I, therefore, 
submit that is a very definite matter; this matter is of recent occurrence 
und arises out of a particular order which has resulted in all these 
effects, and as such, Sir, it suti.sfie.s all the ]/oints on which an adjourn- 
pient motion could be brou/»-ht Ixfore this House. I submit on these 
considerations, you will be pleased to jule that this motion is i>erfect]y 
in order, and one which deserves the attention of this House, l)ecause, 
very grave matters of principle and the iK)licy of (lovernment are 
involvf'd. Sir, you hav(» made a practice often of asking" on such occa- 
sions as to what |K>int of principle is involved. Here, Sir, l)eyond 
satisfying all the {joints for an adjournment motion, it also raises very 
grave issues in principle whicli deserve the attention of this House, 
and as such ,\ou will lie plea.seil to ailmit m\ motion 


Dr. NALINAKf^MA SANYAL. Mr. Speaker, Sir, may 1 put in one 
word in this connection?

Mfi SPEAKER: That is the jMiinl wbidi Mr. Dutta Majumdar has 
argued. Do you mean to say that without being a barrister you will 
argue it Indter? (l.aughter.) At least >oa can take it from me that 
that is an imjKirlant jxiint. Hut unfort un.itcly I do not agree with 
Mr. Dutta Majumdar as to his motion being in order. It is termed in 
such a general way that it cannot be taken as a siK*cific matter. He- 
pressive p<dicy is something mere tlian mere externment. I do not 
know, 80 far as the facts are concerned, into what a debate on the 
repressive ]K)licy might develop. Thendore by allowing a debate on 
an adjournment motion on the repressive policy it is not desirable for 
me to ojKMi out a flood-gate of questions which might mean anything. 
It might mean restrictions under th(‘ Defence of India .\ct and every 
other Act which flovc'rnment plight have enactinl or intend to (‘unet. 
Therefore 1 hold that this motion is not in older. 

As regards Mr. Sibnath Hanerjei*, 1 take it that Mi. Hanerjee’s 
point is that these ordei.s were passed on 12 jierson.s at a time, and that 
it is a matter of urgent public* im|K)rtaiH*e in view of the fac t that the 
orders wen* passed by virtue of the authority given to Oovernmeiit by 
the same law. I hold this motion is in order. T will now read the 
statement l)efore the TTouse: “The (lovernment of Bengal in exercise

Mr# SPEAKER: Before the procee(lingi|[ commence, I am afraid 
I have to refer to two matters which are of a very unpleasant natuie — 
one particularly unpleasant and the other equally so. Y^fterday my 
altention was drawn to a statement which was issued hy a memher of 
tlni House, Khan ffahadui' JIashem Ali. He sent a statement to the 
press about the minimum juice ot jute. I have nothing to 
say about the contents, but there is one thing in the uta-tement 
which is not in consonance with jiarliaiiHuitary jirocedure wherein 
he has said that he will move an adjournment motion in the 
Bengal Legislative Assembly on the loth February, that is, on the 
day of the first meeting of the House, about the fixing ot minimum 
price ot jute. 1 will give this direction to every one that it is not 
in consonance with jiarliamentaiT practice for anybody to give infor- 
iination to the press that he will move a certain thing on a certain day 
when it does not lie with him at all to admit such a motion. It is 
after the admission of a motion that such statement as he wishes to 
make cun be madi*, but I hud hojied that tiieii* would not be even a 
Ht4vtempnt of that nature lKM*ause parliamentary convention reqiiires 
that these facts should be kept within the House as far as jiossible. 

I am not sure if these facts are known to the members but I give tins 
warning to Khan Bahailur Hashem Ali Khan that }>\ this statcimuit 
he b«as done an injustice to this House. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Shall 1 be in order to say, Sir, 
in this coniH'ction that I iiit»‘ii<] to gi\e notiit* ot an ailjoiirniiieiit 
motion ? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I am not prepared to answer a hypothetical 
question. So far as this is concerned I would say that the adjou|:iiituent 
motion would not be in order and Mr. B4isu. an astute lawyer as he is, 
knows perfectly well what the answer would be. 

The second cas<'* that I want to mention is of a very serious nature 
and I would certainly draw the attention of the Hon'ble the Lender of 
the House to the facts of the case.

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is absolutely vapue in its terms ami as such can never la* luli^tted in 
any House. So that motion of the resolution was natufiiliy disallowed. 
That member of his party then poes uiid writes this letter, which I 
wish to read publicly in (^dei t-o brini^ home to him the nnpurlia-* 
mentary nature of his own (‘onduet. “It has lieeii my exj>i‘rit‘n(‘e'* ^ 
lie writes “that questions and resolutions sent by me wliirh nii^rlit put 
tlie (Government to some inconvenience"— -and tins proceeds from a 
member of his own ])arty. mind you — “are us a rule disallowed in a 
summary manner without assi^^nin^ an\ reason I As a luemluM of the 
l^e^irislatuKt" I feel a strong' .sense of injustiie ilone to me that duriii^X 
the last session (juestions disallowed in the Assembly wiue allowed 
cent, per (‘cnt. in the 1 jiju'r House, h\ the President, who owes no 
allegiance to the paity in [lower." Well, the implication is bad enough. 
Whether the President should allow a certain resolution or a motion 
or not, is his function and is none of m\ <‘ou<‘ern. and 1 would be tho 
last jierson to hi' diidated by any principle uhicli may he followed iu 
any place outside this House itself. I am here to protei't and vindicate 
the rights of this House and build uj) a convention. If a con\enti«)n 
which is not in accordance \^ith the principles which T hidd dear and 
desirable are accepted elsewhere, it is not my fault. If the member 
thinks that he is not satisfied it is for him to bring this matter up by 
tabling « suitable motion in this House. I have carcfull> I'lujuired 
into the matter. He gave notice of d (jm'.stions — one was allowed and 
another niiestion covers 5 typewritten pages and is more of an indict- 
ment jiaper than a question. An> member ought to know bcloic he 
writes letters of this nature that when he goes to the length of gi\iag 
notice (d a ijiiestion ^hich runs into b tyjiewritten jMiges, it goes to a 
length which is not admissible under tin' rules. 

And sei'ondly, it is moie (►r less in the nature of a cioss. examination 
of the conduct of the (iovernment of Hengal and the (lovernment of 
India and several commercial conceins. Well, that is \o. 1. and the 
House will see that if I have to allow sm h a question I should have 
to open the question to a length that I am (hdiarred from doing under 
the rules. 

Now. T eome to No. Tliis is a mattei in uhidi a (io\ernment 
oHieer applied for the grant of a gun li<ence. I will not mention liis 
name, nor the district, but the question was "Ls it a fact that Mr. so 
and so and Mr. sr) and so did apply separately to the District Magistrate 
for a gun licence, whether any police enquiry' was made in one case «nd 
not in the other and whether the gun licence was granted one for 
British IncBa as a whole and another for Bengal only. If the legisla- 
ture is to enquire into the exercise of a right which is vested in the 
District Magi^rate by |>tatiite, by means of a question like this, then 
I am afraid Wi&i it is a matter which is not in order. In any cage 
even ff I accept for the time being that the oontantioo of the member 
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may be perf ectly right, yet the remedy lies elsewhere. May I therefore 
draw the attention of tlie Leader of the House to this statement and 
let him know that unless I am told by Monday what steps he proj)ose8 
to take in the matter, then I am afraid I shall have to refer it to the 
Committee of Privileges. » 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, so far as I am 

^neerned, I have not the slightest idea or knowledge of what has taken 
place 

Mr. SPEAKER: Well, I will send you the papers. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: The statement you have 
made, Sir, makes it perfectly clear that that member is not amenable 
to (liHcipline. He ha.s attacked evervbody and therefore it is rather 
doubtful whether he is a loyal member of the party to \\hich 1 belong. 
Now, Sir, 1 do not want to say anything at the present iinunent, l)Ut 
I may tell you that I do not know who the mein her is. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir. this side (d the House is 
in complete accord with the .sentiments exprt‘s,sfd hy \oii in your 
observations and I am sure that membeis ot the Pongress Part\ and 
those who are working with them will never he nor have they evei 
been guilty of such I’onduet wliiidi yon have revealed befoit' (ins House. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: To the latter portion of 
the sentence I ohjeel, heeause it is a reflection on the othei parties. 
What I Avant to make clear is this that there may be bud slieep in every 
flock. You may not have such men to-day but you may have some such 
body to-morrow in your ranks. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: I am only stating a historical 

fact. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: This is not a historical 
fact. 

Meesages from the Council. 

The Secretary then read the following messages received from the 
Bengal Legislative Council, namely: — 

(1) That the Bengal Agricultural Debtors (Amendment) Bill, 1939, 
was passed by the Bengal Legislative Council with amend- 
ments at its meeting held on fhe 19th tFanuary, 1940, 
and that concurrence of the Assembly^ be asked to the 
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amendments made in the Bill by the Council. (The Bill 
Bhowinp the amendments in loco has been " plnced on the* 
table.) 

(2) That the Benpal ]Jfoney-lenders Bill, 1039, was passed by the 
Bengal Legislative Council with amendments at its meeting 
held on the IfHh Januaiy, 1940, and that the concurrence 
of the Assembly he asked to the amendments made in the 
Bill by the Council. 

(The Bill showing the amendments in loro has been placed on the 
table). 

NON-OFFICIAL BILL. 

The Bengal Municipal (Amendment) Bill, 1939. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir. I beg te nmve that 
the Bengal Municipal (Amendment) Bill, 1937, be referred to a Select 
Committee consi.sting of : — 

tl) 3'he Ilon’ble Nawab Khwaja Ifabibullah Bahadur, (»f Dacca, 
(2) Khan Bahadur Maulvi Jaluluddin Ahmad, 

(*3) Mr. K. Xonruddin, 

(4) Mr. Anukiil (3»andra l)a^, 

(')) Ml. Syed .lalaluddin lla.shem\, 

(0) Mr. Shyama IVasad Barman, 

(7) J)r. Xalinakslin Saiiyal,

with instructions to submit their report by tlie 7th March, 1940, and 
that the (juorum of the Sele(t Committee be fixed at five. 

Mr. S|)eaker, Sir, in moving this motion I shall start with a 
short history of the very small measure that I proiwse to refer to the 
Select Connnittee. This Bengal Municipal (Amendment) Bill which 
I invite the House to adopt aims at the amendment of only 
one section, gamely <^c(ion 18, of the Bengal Municipal Act. It 
is not a comprehensive measure for the amendment of the Bengal 
Municipal Act. Its purpose is simply to remove an age old grievanci 
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of the ori^final inhabitants of some riparian municipalities in 
the industrial areas of Bengial. Sir, the Bill was introduced so far 
back as in Sejitember, 19JJ7. In October, 1937, I believe, it was 
published in the Calcutta Gazette. Since /:hen it was before the 
l)ul)lic but I liad no opportunity to move for the second reading of the 
Bill till 1939, I moved for the second reading of the Bill, viz., 
for the consideration of the Bill, on the 23rd March, 1939’ i.e 
01)0111 one and a half year afler the introduction of the Bill I had an 
0})])orl unity to move for the consideration of the Bill. At 
that time, Sir, a member from the (Tovernment paity moved for the 
<‘iicu]ation ot tlie Bill tor eliciting pulilic opinion ther(‘on hy the 31st 
December, 1939. The Bill was thu.s effectively kept out of this House 
for about nine months. That. Sir, has not weakened in any way 
my jKJsition. On the contrary, the ojunions that have been coilectcd 
go to show that my Bill has a very larg(‘, wide, and, I may ventuie 
oven to say, overwhelming public support. 1, therefore, antici})ated 
that this Oovernment luofessing to be a democratic Oovernment, 
would take due notice of the opinions expressed in favour of the 
Bill and would either support my Bill or vvoubl adopt it as their 
owui. But to my surprise 1 find that tlu‘ Ooverinnent is goinj^ to move 
ttiiothei dilatory motion just to put a stop to tlie considei^ition 
of the Bill for another year, for I find that the Hon’ble Xawab Bahadur 
ot Dacca proposes to move that the Bill be recirculated for the 
purp(»se of eliciting further opinion thereon In the 31st December, 
1940. Now', Sir, the Bill was once cinailated, circulated for a 
long time, and a fairly large body of oi)inions has been collected. 
The oj)inions as I have said go to show that the Bill has a large 
support in tiu* (’ountrv and \(*t the Nawab Bahadur comes forward to 
move 2.1 years after the introduction of the Bill that the Bill be 
again ( ireulated tor the purpose of eliciting further opinion thereon 
by the 3lst December, 1940, i.e , for another year. This is, Sir. 
nothing but a pie<*e ot obstnudixe tai tics. 1 did not antitdpate that 
the Hon bie Nawab Bahadur w’ould go so far as to adopt this 
attitude with regard to a Bill that has found favour in the country. 

Now, Sir, I do not know what point the Hon'ble Nawab Bahadur is 
going to make for the motion of recirculation. But let me analyse 
the opinions that have already been collected. It will be seen from 
the collection of opinionti that al»out 82 opinions have been gathered. 

Of these 44 are opinions of municipal bodies including of course 
the opinion of some of the Coinmissionert^ of the Bhatpara Municipality, 

12 are opinions of public bodies other than municipalities, and 26 are 
opinions of officials, i.e., District Magistrates and Divisional Goinmis* 
sioners. Of the 44 municipalities that ^ave e|[pressed their 
opinions, 23 have definitely approved of my Bill, 16 haVe stated that 
they have no objection to the proposed measure anti only 6 havi 
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disapproved of the Bill. Of the 12 other public bodies that have 
expressed their opinion 10 are definitely in my favour and only 2 
have disapproved of thi'< measure. So far as the official opinions are 
concerned, Sir, I find ^there is even somethinjBf to encoura^fe me. 
Of the 26 officials that have expressed their opinions, as many as 
12 have approved of my Bill. One more has jjiven a qualified 
approval, one has (‘hoseii to ex{>ress no o]>inion and only 12 have 
disapproved of thi> Bill. In other W(»rds I may count halt (»f tile 
official opinions in mv lavour. So, I tliink, 1 «‘an conclude that 
this Bill h as been overwhelmingly sup|)orted h\ !ion-otHcial opinion, 
end so far as official opinion is concioneil mucli of it has not ^*'one 
against my Bill. That is the position after nine months of ein‘ulati(»n, 
Sir. The Ilon’hle \awah Bahadui should liave taken (‘are to under- 
stand the position and should have in all fairness refrained from 
tabling another motion lor (‘inulation \ihend)\ he pn»poses 
effectively to ))ut a stop to tin* consideration of tin* Bill for a further 
period of one year. N(t\\. Sir. 1 am not in a position lo anticipate 
exactly the ])oiiits the Nawah Bahadur \Nill urge in .siqiport of his 
motion tor reidrculation, hut if the Nawah Bahadui makes any 
such jmint that the Bill is only a sliort measun*. pi(M‘(*meal attemjit 
to amend only one section of the Bengal Mnniripal Act, and that he 
contemplates to bring forward a comprehensive* measiin* for the amend- 
ment of the Bengal Municipal Act, tlnui all that I can say 
is that he is 'Wfdcoim* to bring forward his Bill at any stage* In* like**. 
His (rovcrnmeiit ought to have been prepare(l to bring lorward sm h 
a Bill h\ tliis time, and ii for any reason In* is still unprepared, In* 
cannot (‘Xpeet otln*rs to wait unduly. My Bill is before the House 
foi more than two and half y(*ars. A <»t we do not know what j»ro- 
gramim* (ToV(*rnment Inne for tin* amendment of the Bengal 
Muniri[)al Act. The onlv Municipal (Amendment) Bill was placed 
before the members of this Ibni.se or rather was given notice of by the 
Gox'ernment when the de])artment wa.s in charge of Mr. Syed Niiushor 
Ali. But that Hill did not think of amending this section, or at least 
that part of seetion IH wliicdi m> Bill propose.s to amend. VW can, 
therefore, very well .say that even at the hegining of HG6, we do not 
know of the (iovernment idea at all with regard to the amendment of 
the section dealt with by my Bill. So far as my Hill i.s roiieerned my 
apologv for bringing forward a short measure of this kincl is that it 
proposes rather to remedy a defect — an iniijuitous provision that has 
been introducecl into tlie Act by a piecemeal amendment made by the 
Government themselves, I mean, the amending Act of Hh36. My Bill 
now seeks to restore the idea of the original Bengal Municipal Act, of 
1932. When the Municipal Act of 1932 was considered clause 17 which 
Was the oofiespondin^ clause of section 18 of the present Act was 
enacted with tbe ideas underlying my Bill. In moving that section 
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the Hon’ble Sir Bijoy Praftad Singh Roy who w^as in charge of the 
BeDgal Municipal Bill of 1932, observed as follows: — 

“Clause 17 divides itself into three parts. First, it is proposed 
that (iovernment should have power to form, special constituencies for 
industries and labour and allow representation of industry and labour 
through nomination. Then, there is another clause— clause 2— which 
provides for the representation of people unconnected either with 
industries or labour”. Then he pi*oceeded to say “In municipalities 
like Bhatj)ara and Kaiuhrapara where there are original inhabitants 
of these ]daces unconnected with any industry or labour, it is their 
standing grievance that they g<» unrepresented in the municipalities 
of their own place, and if is for removing this giievam’c that this 
clause has l>een j)ut in.” 

So, the object of the (rovernment was real]\ to s(‘('urp jiroper 
representation of the original inhabitants in nninicipalit ies ii. industrial 
areas. 

But, the (io\ernment after the enactment of the Bengal Municipal 
Act of 1932 did not think <.f organizing sef.aiate constituencies 
eitlier for the representation (d lalu.ur and industry or for the 
representation of the non-indu.strial section of the iM)j)ulation. On the 
contraiy tliey cliose to give a larger representation to industries and 
labour by way of noininatnm without organising any consti- 
tuencies, without giving the industrial labour even any chances to 
come by way of election on these Municipal Boards. The Oovernment 
availed theiiistdves of the opportunity conferred by section IH of the 
Act to enlarge i^presentation of industries and lala.ur by 
giving them the special nomination, that is nomination to the extent 
of half of the number of memlHUs on tlie Municipal Boards; but 
absolutely forgot to piovide separate constituencies for proper re- 
presentation of the non-industrial .section of the population. They 
reBiined one geneial constituency <»r more in which the industrial 
as well as the non-industrial section of the pojmlation was thrown 
together and the result was that the industrial and labour population 
that got adeijuate representation by way of nomination had a 
further opportunity and chance of contesting .seats even in the general 
constituencies that mu.st have been meant for the original inhabitants 
or the non-industrial section of the population. Thus the 
former got the better of \he latter and the non-industrial section of 
the population ha<l no chance of adequate representation on the Muni* 
cipal Board. Their longstanding grievance to which Sir Bijoy 
Pmsqd Singh Roy gave expi-ession in proposing clause 17 of the Bill 
of 1932, continued unreniedied and still it continues unremedied. 
It is therefore to remedy the grievance that I have broii^t forward 
this Bill which, if you like, you may call a piecemeal legialatm. 
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But the grievance of the non-industrial section of the ywpulation, it 
should be remembered, has been accentuated by the piecemeal legisla- 
tion of l.)dt). 1 lie Act of contemplated that so far a>* the industrial 

section or the labour section was concerned, they would get their re- 
presentation either by nomination or l>y election through constituencies 
delimited for them, but so far as the non-industrial section of the 
population was conceiiied they would have their representa- 

tion by separate constituencies. But the amending Act of 
1936 reversed the jmsition. rontrary to the luisic idea 

of the Municipal Act of 1932. the amending Act pnivided that the 

industrial .sei’tion of the jiopulution ah well as iion-imlust i ial siM’tion 

of the ])opulation could have then ieprt*sentation b\ separate eonsti* 
tuencies, only if the (tovioiinieiit guM' up nomination, only if 
Government pi'rmitted labour and industries to la* represented by 
election through constituencies defined tor them. Onl\ in that case 
the non-industrial section of the jmpulation would be alhovial to eomo 
through separate const ituem les delimited toi them. That was the 
effect of the pi(‘cemeal legislation introdmu'd in 19‘t5, i e., the Act 
of 1936. The result has been that the non-industrial siation of the 
pojmlation has had no fair or adeijuate ofiportunity to In* represented 
on the Municijiul Ih>ard. It is tloTefore to undo the (‘sil effect of 
the piecemeal legislation ot l!t3’), i.e , the amending .\ct of I!t3(), 
that 1 have framed this Bill Therefon* it does not lie in the 
mouth of (to\ eminent to say sind they cannot take the plea that I am 
bringing fonvard a pieccuneal legislation and so must wait 
till they finish drafting their Bill ir»r the conipielo'nsi\ e amendment 
of the Bengal Municipal Act. 

To sum up, I have brought forward this Bill just to remedy an 
old grievance — a grievance that wa.s recognized by Government when 
the Bengal Municipal A<t was passi'd into law in 1932. Then that 
grievance was ]»ropo.s(Ml to be remedied Imt in fact was not remedied 
and not onl\ not remedial but w as accentuated by the piei emeail legis- 
lation that the Government themsidves brought forward in 1935, 

i.e., by the amending Act of 1936. Therefore to reme<l\ the old 

grievance, to undo the wrong that was further inflicted by the jieice- 
meal legislation of llt3ti I have brought forwaid thin 
Bill. In the circumstances there can la* nti justification for the 

Government to obstruct sm h a measure 1 have proposful on the 

ground that I am bringing forward a piecemeal legislation. That is 
the sum and sub.stance of my argument and 1 hoyie the Nawah Bahadur 
will feel pursuaded to chang-e his mind and to 'iccept my motion for 
referring the Bill to the Select Committee. If there are any defecta 
in my draft those defeeta can W removed in the Select Committee and 
the Nawab BaSador wifi have ample chance and opportunity to remove 
them during the consideration of the Bill ae well. So I would requeii 
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him not to obstruct the Bill at this stage by moving for recirculation 
of the Bill but to accept my motion for reference to the Select Committee. 

The House then adjourned for 15 minutes.

Adjournment Motion. 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: I beg to move that the business of 
tile Ashembly do now adjourn to discuss a ilefinite matter of urgent 
p\iblic iiiipoi tance, viz., the oriler of externuieiit served on the 14th 
February, 11140, on Messrs. Muzaffar Ahmed, Somenath Lahiri, 
Gopen Cliakiavorty, Deven Sen, Md. Ismail, Panchu Bhaduri, etc., 
from Calcutta and suburbs, ])y the (iovernmeiit of Bengal under 
sub-rub* {2) of rule 2() of Defence of India Rule§ Iwul with clause (c) 
of sub-rule (/) of tliat rule. 

The slaleim‘nt accompanying this motion is as follows: — 

The (iovernment of Bengal in exercise of the power conferred by 
sub-rule (2) of rule 20 of the Defence (d India Pules, rea<l with clause 
(r) of sub-rule (/) of that rule served orders on I4tli February, 1940, 
on 12 Congress and Trade T^nion and iVasant la*aders to leave Cab’utta, 
Howrah, llooghly, 24-Parganas and Asansol subdi visi(»ii of Burdwan 
district within 24 hours. This order is a serious encroachment on (uvil 
liberties of citizens and political workers and is causing great hard- 
shiji to tlie persons (‘(uieerned and also to the public in general and 
workers and peasants in parti<‘ular. 

Sir, I Wioild give a short description of the persons on whom orders 
have been seived. 

Mr. M uzatfar Ahmed was till recent i\ a member of the All-India 
Congress ('ommittee and a prominent member of the Trade rnion, a 
peasant wt)rker and a prominent member of the Piovineial Kisun 
Committee id' Bengal. 

Mr. Somenath Lahiri is a member of the All-India Congress Comuiit- 
teo and also a prominent lalMuir worker of (^alcutta. 

Mr. Md. Ismail is the Seeretary of the Tramway Workers Union. 

Messrs. Robi Roy an|l Amrita Nag are lonnected with the Hukum 
Chand Iron and Steel Workers Union. 

Mr. Panchu Gopal Bhuduri is one of the Assistant Secretaries of 
the ^Bengal Provincial Congress Committee. 

Mr. Del)en Sea is the President of the Electrical W'orkers Union. 

Mr. Robindra Monan Das is the Seeretar>- ’ of the sime orgaatsa- 
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Mr. Bhabani Sen is the orpanising* Secretary of the Eastern 
Bengal Railway orkers’ Union atiKl also an imjmrtant ])easaut 
worker. 

About the rest also similar descriptions nia\ be given. 

The purpose of giving a short .lescription is to show to this House 
why this attempt is maile to extern ]>eople w lui are prcuninent in 
the Trade Union and Peasant movements. 1 do not want to go itito 
the tuiidamental (juestion that thes«‘ Dcience of India Kiiles them- 
selves should not have been promulgated at all. beeaUM* India is ncM 
at war with any country in the world toda\- - 

SPEAKERS If you do that, that will be iiielexanl. 

MTi SiBNATH^ BANERiIEEs lK'cau^e neither the ( (ingress 

nor the Muslim ‘l.eague, nor the Hindu Ma!iaslia\ .i. has \et 
agreed to participate in the war. Snil we have got this Ordinance 
here, thanks to the British domination of this countr\ ! B(‘cauM‘ they 
feel it necessary to fight with Oennany, therelore, India and the 
Indian resources are dragged into the war and as a lesult w(> get this 
Ordinance. 

Sir, I am not going to siieak about the other effects of the war, 
but the direct effect is, as we see, the rise in prices This \ei’\ dav 
there was a ciiiestion put to the ilon’ide Minister lor Uornnierci* and 
Labour and he intoi-riied us that steps have been taken to see that 
the workers do not sutler trom the hiuh jirices tliat arc tanging in 
this country, I want to tell this House that b\ tins Ooveinment 
absolutely nothing has Ireen done. Jfv the indei»endent action ol 
the workers in the form ol strikes and other forms oj agitation some 
of the tactoi’ies have concede*! only a portion ot the demands oi the 
workers I be workcus bavi* been dmiianding a per cent, increase. 
GovtM'inncnt stati.stics will sb(»w rliat the list* in ftrices 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am afraid, Mr. Barierjcc, \<m arc not discuH- 
sing tlie motion. I hope \ou will come to \our motion. 

Mr, 8 IBNATH BANERJEE: Sir. T am corning to the motion. 
Sir, I want to submit that what I sav i.s (ji^ife relevant, because this 
attempt to extern people is only to saliotage the movement of workers 
80 that they may not get the per cent, increase which is their right 
and which they are demanding in hundreds of private meetings and 
also, wherever possible, in public meetings. Only fo stifle* this 
liiovement th^ Govenjment has thought it fit to extern these people 
^ho are vefy active in this movement. We liave already seen the 
ftwt effect of this move on the part of Government when Comrade 
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Zamau was externed from his constituency, because there the workers 
started demanding? war allowances or increment due to the war as 
the prices of commodities have f(one high, and later on I also was 
the suliject of the attention of this Government 

Mr. SPEAKER : I am afraid Mr. Banerjee. it you go on argu- 
ing like this, tlie admissibility of future adjournment motions will 
Ik* to a certain extent jeopardises! , 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I do not fully realize or 

understand the significance of y(»ur observation. To me it seems that 
the only reason why we are attacking these orders is that by these, 
th(* very valuable right of the workeis and peasants to get their 

minimum demands satisfied in the form of getting uar allowances 

and for the ywasunts moratorium from payment of debts and arrears 
of rent, is taken away. It is in that light 1 am looking at tin* whole 
move of the Government and in no other light. (H course, it raises 
other fundamental issues as restri<'tion of civil li))erties and other 
matters. But 1 want to be very specific, tirdinaiily re.^triction of 
civil liberties would md W so worthy of <*ondemnation, Init here when 
it is done witli a specific purpose to stifle the workers and peasants, 
certainly we cannot find words sufiiciently strong to condemn the 
Governmefit which can do this. That is my whoh' standpoint, and 

it IS with that idea tliat I moved this adjournnumt mfdion. I do not 
know whether it will je(»pardise the moving of future adjournment 
motions. We shall take can* ol ourselves when such eventualities 
occur, but to-day we have got the opp(irtunit\ . ami sju‘aking on my 
l)ehalf 1 brougrht this adjournment nndion only to g^et tins oppor- 
tunity. ()th(‘rwise, there \nTI be no m<*aning id this order, because 
luul it In’en leally for the l)efen(*e id India, there aie others who are 
also i-arrying on projmganda — 1 need not mention names — in this 
province as well as in other provin<‘es, but they aie not touched. 
Only those who speak and propag^ate the right of the workers are 
being penalized. 

Now, tlie prices are high, and the workers must live. Their 
wages are not increased while the prices are increasing, and to the 
shame of this Government, 1 may tell the Hon’ble Minister for 
liabour who is trying to interrupt from there, that the (joveniment 
ha.s not done anything to the workers who are direetly apjwinted by 
tbis Government. Gnly in the jute mills u 10 per cent, increase has 
b^en given, because alwut oO.tKK) went on strike. Because the 
workers direidly employtnd by this Government cannot go on strike 
nor are sufficiently organized, and the fundamental rules do not allow 
them to do that, Uiei#fore no increase has l>eeh given tt) them, not 
even one pice. I challenge the Hon’ble the l.iabour Minister to show 
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what he has done U) the labour directly appointed by him. To take 
the credit for what has been done by the jute mills or other industries, 
does not cut any ice. If he wanted t(» do anything for the lalmur, 
the Ijabour Minister should have started with the men directly 
employed by him. In this very hou.se, the men who take care of the 
electric lights, the cooling system, or in the Writers’ Buildings those 
who are in charge of electric liglits and electric fans, lifts and things 
like that, have not got any increase whatsoever during the lust five 
months, though the prices have increased immediately after the war 
was declared. 

Mfi SPEAKER: Mr. Hanerjee, I have the fullest sympathy 
with you, but I am afiaid I will Imve to hold ver\ s(^m tliat you are 
out of order. 

Mr. 8IBNATH B^NERJEE: Sir, my most humble submission 
is that this step has been taken b\ (to\einment to curb the att»Mnpt 
of the workiU’s to d(» anything in this direction. 


Mr. SPEAKER: So far as the workers wilhin the ambit of tbo 
externment order are concerned you can do that, but as regards ll»ose 
w’ithin the ambit of this House and the SiM-retariat , I am afraid you 
nie not relevant 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: I agree with vui, Sir. I leave out 
the work(‘rs who are here, but I take tliose on >Uiom the orders have 
been served; for instance, Mi. Deben Sen and Habi Bose are very 
intimately connected with the electrical workeis heie and in other 
places. They are aKo direitly concerned liy the extoinment order. 
Then there is Cotniadc Ismail who is the Secretary oi the 'rrumway 
Workers’ Union in Calcutta. Theie an* Hindus and Muhammadans 
in the sUff and all are (‘fpially suffering. Nothing has been done. 
We all koiiw tlie exjiloitation by the Tramway Company and the 
exploitation by the Calcutta Electric Supply (Corporation. There- 
fore, my submission is that only to stifle this move the Government 
has taken this step. Not only these, but the peasants also come in 
for their share, because there is a move b^ the Krishak Committee 
that as the prices of necessaries of life are increasing, specially the 
prices of industrial goods are rising, the peasants also must get some 
relief. Of course, to some extent the increase in price of jute has 
counter-balanced the rise of price of commo<iities; but most of the 
profit has gof\e to the middle-men and not to the peasants. Therefore 
it is absolutely necesesary that when the prices of necessaries of life 
«« rising, tbe peasants must also get some relief and the relief should 
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come in the form of a moratorium ae long as the war lasts from pay- 
ing any debts or anears of rent. But anyone who voices that slogan 
or that demand is really a dangerous man in the eyes of this Govern- 
ment and naturally they had to be eitemed, they had to be sent away 
from their spheres of activities so that they may not do ftny mischief 
from (he Government point of view. 

1 here is also another aspect which I would like to emphasise in 
this House and that is the coming Calcutta Municij.al Election. I 
do not think that it is irrelevant. The Municipal Election is coming 
and lalM>ur has Iteen given a limited scope to tak.' jmit in the elections. 
And^ (hose very persons who are actively connected with (he unions 
in Calcutta, and those unions which have been fortunate enough to 
secure the rwmgnitiou of the Government through the tribunal, they 
have iM'cn the object of (his order and those persons have been extern, 
ed not only from Calcutta hut also from Howrah, Hooghly, kM-l'aiganas 
and also from the Asansol subdivision of Hurdwau district. Only 
one jKution of Bengal remains untouched and that is the district of 
l>acca where there are a few mills. I do not know why this portion 
was excluded; perhaps it has Wen excluded because it is the home of 
the Home Minister, ttnlv this poition has been excluded. All other 
industrial areas have b(*en included .so that these persons as long as 
tKe :War lasts will be absolutely out of action. 

Many of them were living in Calcutta and one amazing fact to 
winch I would like to draw the attention of this House is (hat they 
were given only k’4 hours to leave Calcutta or the suburbs. The 
restrictions were still more amazing. One of them could not get (l.Avn 
from his hmi.se to the street, and he had to stay in his own house till 

he could make arrangements to leave his house, to go out of his house 

for a long time to come. Even tor k’4 hours Government could not allow 
them to W free to make arrangements for whatever belongings they 

have, so that they could find money to go out of Cahutta in order 

that (hey might not starve altogether. Even this mmh eonisdera- 
tion was not shown to them. The order of the Police Commi.ssioner 
of Calcutta was circumscribed within the narrow area of a few 
hundred s(|uare yards. Mr. Speaker, Sir, I do not want to take more 
time. I only want to say that (he use of the Government of India 
Buies is only a prostitution of (he rules. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMOAR: Sir. the orders which 
were served on (he persons named by the mover of this motion raise . 
a reo- important i..sue. Apart from the effect which such orders have 
on (fie iiersons directly coneerneil. the i.ssue, which is of very great 
imiKirtanee and which must be raised to-day, is the manner in which 
the Government of Bengal propose to exercise the powerd which they 
have been given under the Ordinances. Their rights to exereme than 
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powers are derived i\ot from an authority of this House, but under tho 
Defence of India Ordinances and the rules made thereunder — a 
negation of this a^tiiority. 

Sir, the important issue which 1 am raising at the outset is that 
the use of these powers in this particular manner has not Wn sanc- 
tioned or approved either by the TouJition !*art\, the ( ongress Party 
or any section of this House, nor by thi> House itself. These powers 
have been ^derivei from those Ordinances under the j)retext of such 
meastjres Wing rcces.sary tor the defence of India. It is important 
to War in mind that this war i.s not of the making of the (iovernment 
of Ifengal. The liengal (ioverimieiit has no authority whatsoever 
to u.se any discretion on the ipiestioii of tlie eonduct of this war, or, 
on any que.stion cc'niiected witli that. Yet, Sir. the manner in which 
the.se powers hji\e been used liave led to tiie muzzling of the ordinary 
civil liWrties )f th'» people. The manner in which these powers have 
])eeh ii.^ied gives us very good leasons to think that the (lovenuiient which 
derived the powers not from this House but from an autocratic fiat of 
the (iovernment of India are making use of the.se powers with a view to 
maim and mutilate their rivals’ organizations and activities which they 
<lo look upon with favour. Sir, most aptly the mover of this 
motion rofeired to the ( alcuttn Municipal Elections in connection wntE 
which this Hou.se pas.sed a recent legislation under which liabour baa 
been given a s|)ecial right of franchise — a right of representation in the 
Municipal ( ouncil for the city of Calcutta. Sir, what w’as neederl to-day 
if tliat Act was to be given effect to, was that the workers parti- 
cularly inhabiting the city of ('alcutta, should have the fulle.st lilK*rfy 
(o organise themselves wifli a view to e(mtest lliose elections, with a 
view’ to execrise whatever rights this House gave them. All that right 
ha.s been virtually nullified b> this governmental act. Sir, it is well 
known that the Hon’ble Minister of Lahoiir is not altogether innocent 
of complicity with a certain kind f)f pernicous aetivities with regard 
to Labour and, therefore, grave doubts arise in our mind and quite 
legitimately, that the service of these orders and the exercise of these 
j)ower8 prejudicially against tho.se very jiersons who were organising 
labour in tbe city of Calcutta, were also prompted by partisan motives, 
^ by unfair and mo.‘*i unworthy considerations with a view to take uw^ay 
tbe rights of Labour of freely contesting the Municipal Elections. Sir, 
it is well known that the activities of a certaijn member of the Cabinet 
have been notorloudy prejudicial to the Labour and Trade Union mnve- 
^ ment. (Cries of “Heart hear!’’ from Congress lleiiches.) 1 do not 
know what connection war considerations have with the present 
situation in Heugal to-day. As has lieen referred to alreairl/, no 
f soldier is l>eing recruited from this province. To-day we do not see 
either that the Government has made any appeal or brought forward 
any mealmre for ‘financing the war in this province, and yet here the 
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rigours of tlie Defence of India Ordinances have^been most stnawng 
and extraordinaiy. Therefore, Sir, we woi^Jd be "justified jii drawing 
the irresistible conclusion that the Defence'of Il^a Ordinances are 
being utilize*? with'a view to make impossible til ordinary Activities 
of labour and peasiuntry for the amelioration J^f^tlieir ooSditions. 

Then again, Sir, the mover of this motion has also alluded to the 
, necessity of incWusing the wages of the wodcers on accoupt-of the rise 
i|i prices. Sir, it was announced in the local papers that.*^ dear food 
allowance meeting was to be held on the loth Februaij-, aud'it is -well 
known to all those who are connected with the Labour movement.' ^Each 
one of tli<‘ persons against whom orders have been passed was actively 
engaged in organising the movement for increase of wages on account 

dear prices. Just on the eve of a conference ,<wS.1ch they 
were going to hold on the 15th February, being . the first 
meeting in the series of meetings that were to lie held in 
connection with the movement for increase of wagja, t*«e 
orders were served. Muhammad Ismail, one of the /persons 

agaiiist whom order was passed, was an active organiser of the move- 
ment for war bonus on account of tlie dearne.ss of foodstuffs. .Sif, 
Muli.unmad Kmail uniiounced a meeting to he held on’ the loth in the * 
bradhanundn Talk, (ulcutta. That is well known, and that' to 
U-tlie beginning of the campaign with a view to secure. Increase of 
Wages. The final conference was to be held on the 4th Maich'., We 
find. Sir, that on the lUth hidnuary, i.c., just three days liefore the 
first meeting that was to Iw held in this connection, orders w'ere WctUaHy 
issued, ami on the 14th, i.c., the day berfyre the war bonu.s meeting 
was to be held in the city of I'alculla, all the mganisers were removed. 
Was that. Sir, the “defence” of India, or wa.s It a measure for the 
ruination of the general public, for the ruination of the iieasants and 
workers, for frustrating their legitimate demands and for depriving 
them of the only means that is leit open lo them to secure fisdress.of 
their grievances!’ 

Sir, niy honourable frieiul uImi referred to the coiiditioim of workers 
uider the direct employ of .Ciovarninent, but, Sir, it is worth w>iile 
notiup: her© that on the part of Government so fur no initiate has 
been shown and no steps have been taken to secure that wa^^es nfe 
ittofeased with a view to make them proportionato to the ris^ iiCpric«|^’' 

It US, Sir, these men,, the victims of thosse ordenr who were c6uimg 
forward to take up this task; it ie these men, who. as self-sacrificing, 
honest and diligent labour workers have been trying hard during the ^ 
last/ew years for the uplift of Labour, that iniHated this most legitimate 
moTemenL This movement has been going on even in England which 
ii 'within the bombing range of the German aerojjlanes. TPet in England 
we fin^ there has been no restrictions imposed on the workers agabst 
Toicing'lheir demands for a rise in the tiafe-rates. But, Sir, i#BengaI, 
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thduwands of miles aw«y fjrom ihe tbealres of war, we fiad the present 
OovemiMDt has cdftie (Jpwn upon the movement of the workers and tie 
peasants tor a ris^ in wiges with an iron hand. And I say that the 
sifppr^sioH t)f thffe itt) vement |or dear food allowance is tj|fe direct motive 
for w'bich th|se orders have been issued in the nyinner that they have 
bien done. I should* al^o like to impress upon the House the fact that 
the powers under the Ordinance have been condemned on all hands by 
all the orgpBizations in Ifidia. 1 say that the present ^finistry is houni 
before ^\ipy make such tise of their powers to make a reference to thfir ^ 
cons^tuendes and also to this House. Sir. the (iovernment of India 
have aripell lliem w^fth a dangenm*' %u‘a]aui, hnt Indore they use stlch 
weapon against their own coinitrx men, to the detriment of the legitimate 
interest the peasants and workers with whose franehi.se tliey have 
come herh/ind are treachorouslv using the.se powera to frustrate |he 
legitimate demands of the.se very |>eople, they are morally hound to seek 
the sanction of this Hou.se. It is only meet and jiroper that they made a 
Aftrd^e' ft) their own party even which they have not dared to do. Sir, 
in all humility, and not in a spirit of frivolous challenge, 1 ask the 
Hon’ hie Mini.sters t(j he hold enough to make a reference on this matter 
to their own Coalition party, or to open meetings in their own con- 
stiioencies to see xvhether tlieir eonstituents ap))rove of the abuse of 
thesff powers. Left a single niemher coma forward and ujiprove of the 
u.se ol .such jaiwers which are not derived even from this House. * 
exerrisdof such powers a negation of the authority of this As.semhly. 
How Jiengul shall he ruled rnu.sf be determined by the people of Hengal, 

' w^hether they are riglit or wrong, it shall l>e determined by thiun alone. 

No other rule, can tind })i*erereBCe or precedence 'vith them. Hut tlie 
Ministry has refrained ironi acting so, the^ have not <lared to come 
before thfs House tor any reference or nece.ssarx powers. If they thought 
that there xvas so much unrest, there was so much distmrhunce, so much 
fnsecuritT prevalent in the province of Ih'ngul to warrant promulga- 
tion of ^e< tef m<*asures, fhe\ had rather given a warning to the people 
and come .to this House for powers. Hut, Sir, they come instead by the 
back door and stab the jieojde in the hack. That is, Sii, the moral 
I>ofiitjon regarding the use of these power*. If for nothing else on ihiH 
score' alone the jiresent Ministry, which is furthering, aiding and abetting 
stahhli^ of the people of liengal iu the back in tliis manner, stand 
^ndetnned. They have Ijot the courage to-day to face their own pgrty 
tor ait apppoval of their conduct. I .say most eyjphatically tliat they have 
nof^the courage to hold one single meeting in any constituency in this 
provinCC^where they can have the vote or approval of their constituents 
wiili reg^d to the use of these powers. In all Bmnility I would request 
the Li^Wr Minister to come with me to any Labour constitueqoyj in any 
Labour area j|k the citv of Calcutta and its environmenta and pres* fqr 
a vote with i^gfrd t%tne u.se of these powers on the part ofHbe Govern^ 
meat. J hope that Hon’ble Ministers who^wooldymrhaps be boasting to 
in 
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much of their reconl of .service })€hiii(J ilieio m'ouIcI make bold to take up 
^tbis chaUeriffe, this invitati(»ii, rather, and have their popularity* tested 
IB thi.s re.speci^ Jt is from all the.se points of vie^'ft4at*thi6 ])eruicious 
ujiBUSure become.s not only a menace to the ordinal■^ civil liberties of the 
people, l»ut also destrovs the very foundation r)f a,uthority of the elected 
Legislature in tlie province. Is the (ioveriimeiit prepared to allow the 
.normal, legitimate and just activities of the people to contmue, or are 
i^iey delern»iried to shut n]» every aveBiie of i)oj)ular agitation, poi)ular 
mofemeiit fcr expressing their legitimate grievances? If thi.s suppres- 
sion goes on, Sir, it is inevitable that tlie movement wiM Ive driven 
underground. This a{*tion fd trovernment cajj ])e rightly regarded as 
a prf)Vocation tn drive the people’s movemerit underground. In this 
wky (lovernment is preparing for the ruination of the pfovinoo of llengal. 
I suggest this action merits tire severest condemnation, Tlirough you. 
Sir, I shall appeal to the memhers of the (.’oalition party even to jxmder 
that if ill is jirecedent is set u]) then nohody will he safe. H Ihl 
(ledent were allowed to pass umdiailenged then not onl_\ the civil tihertie.s 
of tlie provima* would he in jeo]»ard>, hut also the rights aud pow(‘rs of 
the (dec! orates <d this pro\ince and (d this \(*i\ House itself. Here- 
after as (he war threatens to <lrag on and pa''s(‘s info the next and the 
most severe jihase the present [>o!ic\ will spell die greatest dangw'and 
4|kiasier to tliis province. The memhers will do well to pau.se to con- 
si(h‘r and pass the s4‘verest condemnation on ihi'^ measure. 

(Here the memher ha\iug reached his time-limit resumed his seat.) 

Mr# ABU H088AIN 8ARKER: Sir, 1 lise to "Ujiport the motion 
moved by my friend Mr Sibiiath Hanerji with some anxiety. Not 
anxiety for my own self hut for tlie movement which I hold dearer to 
my lieurt. These notices whieli are (he subject matter of this motion 
were servcMl apparently under the War llegulation Rules and are meant 
to he in tiie interests of the carrying out of the war, hut i submit it is 
merely a plea and a pretext. These noiiees have nothing to do with the 
carrying on of the pre.sent wai or for serving an> J)ll^po^e in that respect. 
The\ iiave ]>een served with some ulterior motive which can lie triced 
from the very lieginning of (he Miirking ot the piesent Ministry, In 
realit.N the present Ministr\ was afraid (d‘ the Lahoui and Peasant 
movement a.s the Ministry itself is composed of tlie zeiiiibdars^ land- 
lords and (lie capitalists of Rengal. The first pinch of the Pea.sant 
movement was felt by tirt* Home Minister liimself when lie got a ensil- 
ing defeat , 

|lr. 8PEAKER: I am afraid we are not dealing with tka| matter.

The (iovertinieiit are now fakin|f shelter under them in 
order to protect their own interests^ the self-interests which (he capi- 
talists and landlords «d Henj.oil eiijo) under (he present re^nnie. I warn 
the troveinmenf tiuil in spin* ot all these things, in spite ot all these 
rejiressions and in spite of all these supjire.ssions, the movements will 
on. They are the natural < (inset juences of the •existing; state of thiiiffs, 
l>ecause only one-hundred-thousandth part of the population of Bengal 
enjoys the land capital which is the principal instrument of production 
in Ben^tJ^’and Wause an infinitesimal portion of the population (|iily 
(*njoys the money capital ot this province. The people are being' 
exploiterl and 4lH*y arc hb»d white for the last two centuries and 

more, for the interest of British rule, which is now^ lK*ing sujiported by 
the present ministry. As my friend Mr. Dutta Maznmdar submitted, 
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if thene open movements are suppressed they would be driven under- 
ground and as we have seen in this very province when the open move- 
ment of the ( ongresH was suppressed by Sir John Anderson and Sir 
Charles Tegart, it took some other form and practically disturbed the 
whole peace of Bengal. If these things are done, and if no warning is 
taken from the members of this legislature, then, the responsibility for 
driving the fair and good moveiijents under-ground would lie with the 
juehpnt Oovernment. If they do not take the warning and if they carry 
on things like this, I submit that in spite of all their attempts they will 
fall victims to a greater movement, and, in spite of every attempt on 
their part to protect their zemindari rights and their capital, will be 
obliterated from the surface of Bengal.

The woids of 
Lord Shaw whieli 1 find in the Ajipeal Gases of l!tl7 w«*re these: “In 
the exercise id that power” eoiisidei ing, as ln‘ was (bung, the expres- 
sions wbiidi were to be lound in the Defence ot the Realm Act and 
Regulations ot 1!H4, said he’ “In the exermse ot that jiower the 
plainest teachings ot }iistor\ and dii*tatos of justi«‘e demand that, on the 
one liand. (Toveriiment jiower, and, <jn the other, iinlividual rightH— 
these two — shall face each otlier as j»art\ itnd jiarts Hut ii is not 
so, so it is said; here the Governmeiif as a part\ shall a<*t at its own 
hand: the subject as a party sliall snhmii and shall not he heard; the 
Government is at once to !>♦* party, judge aiid executioner. When — 
80 is the logic of the argument — Parliament took elaborate pains to 
make a legal course and legal remedy plain to the subject as to all the 
regulations w-’hieh were .stated in detail, there was one thing yhich 
Parliament did not disclose, hut left (JmirtH of law to imply-- namely, 
that Parliaipfnt, all ihe time and intentionally, left another deadly 
weapon in the hands of the (jovernment of the day under which the 
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remainder of those very Acts, not to speak of the entire body of the 
laws of these islands protective of liberty, would be avoided. As occa- 
sion served the Government of the day, despotic force could be wielded, 
and that whole fabric of protection be gone. My Lords, I do not believe 
Parliament ever intended anything of the kind. We are not in the 
region of subtlety or obliquity. Holding the views I do of this 
parliamentary transaction, and fonning these from the language 
employed, 1 cannot attribute to the Legislature the intention alleged.’^ 
Sir, these words apply with equal force to the Defence of India Act 
and the Rules made thereunder, and I will ask the House to consider 
and to decJde in favour of the view 1 am placing before it that the 
Defence of India Act and the Rules made thereunder cannot have the 
intention which the Government of the day alleged that they have. 
They do n(»t say so in so many w'ords, but their conduct shows, their 
conduct in externing fourteen peaceful citizens shows that they are 
attributing to an Act and Rules of the (’entral Legislature the inten- 
tion which they never had. 

Now, Sir, there is one other passage in the speech of Lord Shaw 
which I will make no apolog\ for <jUoting in this llous(‘. He said 
towards the end of his speech before the House of L<)rds : “Vested with 
this power (»f pniscription, and p«'rmitted to enter the sphere of oj)inion 
and belief, they, who alone can judge as to public satet\ and defence, 
may reckon a jaditicul cn‘ed their sjieeial can*, and if tluit (‘reed be 
socialism, pacifism, republicanism, the personn holding such creeds may 
be regulated <iui of the way, although nevi^r d(*ed was ilone or word 
uttered by them that could be charged as a crime. The inmost citadel 
of our liberties would be thus atta(‘ked. For, as Sir FiTskine May 
observes, this is ‘the greate.st of all our liberties— liberty of opinion’.” 

Now, Sir, after these illuminating words of f.ord Shaw, may I not 
say that the Government of the day In their recent acts have laid 
themselves open to the charge that they are reekoning political creed 
or creeds as their spc(*ial (‘urc^ And if that creed he sociali.sm, or 
pacifism or (‘ommunism then of course tlie persons holding such creeds 
must be regulated out of the way, whether the Defence of India Act 
or the Rules apply to them or not. Sir. since the promulgation of the 
Defence of India Ordinance, which has mnv been turned into an Act, 
and tbe promulgation of Rules made thereunder, this province has 
made protest after protest against these measures, but up till now those 
protests have gone in vain. Only yesterday we had a meeting of the 
citizens of Calcutta which would have appeared to any person who 
considers himself to be a public man the ( limax of those protests. Sir, 
personally, I do not consider it to be the climax of our protests, because 
I feel that unless this Act and the Rules made, thereunder are consi- 
dered by the Government of the day as a dead letter, T. as T>eader of 
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the Congress Party in this House and of the members on this side of 
the House, should go out of this House t(» disobey the Act and the 
Rules made thereunder and submit to imprisonment. I desire to warn 
the G<»vernment that they stand before the bar ot historv and that all 
the pomp and glitter and eireumstanee of their position will avail them 
not when they stand before tlie bar of history, and that if they do not 
by their arts and eondin t make the Deieiiee of India Aet and the Rules 
made thereunder a dead letter, then this sich* of tin* House will see to 
it that it beeomes a dead letter just as the Rowlatt Aet Inuame a dead 
letter in this country. T!»e pnUests \N]ii(li we have recorded and the 
protests that we ])roj)ose to record da\ after day, wt‘ek after week, 
mouth after month, arc protects wliieli will io)t be recoven'd nn'rely by 
the Congress Ihuty. Those wlio do not dwell with us in tlie same house, 
tho.se wlio <lo not worship with us i^i the sann* tenij)le. those who d(» not 
profess the same political creed will all join us in thosi‘ protests. We 
desire to impress upon the (loveriiment at this .stage before mattt'rs go 
further that they had better be fon'warned. If taking shelter under 
the letter ot the law and breaking its hj)irit the> extern innocent and 
peaceful citizens wlotse onl_\ crime is that the\ aie labour w’orkers, 
whose onl\ ('rime is that they are sociali.sts or pacifists or communists, 
we desire t(» tell them in all <eri(msness and with the utmost sense of 
responsibility that the day is n(»t far di.stant W'hen they will liave to 
rue the acts which they have committed to-day. Sir, 1 desire to H])eak 
as Leader of tlic Congress Party and witli the support, I believe, of the 
majorilv (d the Op])osition to my left, I de.sire to sa\ in all seriousness 
and, I may add. witli all humility, that if the (fovernmeni do not 
retrace their .stei)s. we shall again consider British jails to be place.s of 
pilgrimage for us. If the rights of tlo* dtizens of Calcutta and of the 
])rovince, which should he the special cinc of tin* (rovernment of the 
day, arc not Naf<*guardcd - if tho>c rights arc trampled under foot —we 
do not imuiu to sit ijiiiet We mean to emulate the example of that 
great American who turned the vote of the American Convention when 
the "American Convention was deciding whether there was to he a war 
or no war. Wc sjiall try to emulatt^ in our own humhh‘ way the 
example of that great American, I*africk Henry, who said wdien 
addressing the American C(»nvention “Give me liberty or give me 
death.” (Loud applause from the Opposition BeiH'he.s.)

Hyacintli Week observed in April hist as a result of which the water- 
hya(Mnth of a considerable area in the district was cle<ired. The work 
has since been continued under the active guidance and co-operation of 
the I)istri(‘t, Subdivisional and ('ircle Officers. The Bengal Water- 
hyacinth Act, 193(1, has been put into force in the district and vsuitable 
action thereunder is being taken. 

(h) 1 urn not aware of any specific provision f(»i the clearing of 
water-hyacinth in the Union Board Manual. Perhaps the member 
refers to section 27 of the Village Self-flovernment Art. If so, I may 
say that this provision is l>eing used in suitable cases.

question No. 78A, by Mr. Nagendra Nath Ren, the Chief Engineer, 
Irrigation, submitted on the 27th September, 1987, a scheme for con- 
struction of an embankment in the Tollygunge inunicij)ality. The 
scheme was considered at a confereme held by the Health Minister on 
(he 24th August, 1937, which approved it, subject to details being 
drawn up by the Chief Engineer, Public Health Department, and the 
Director of Public Health. The (^hief Engineer, Public Health 
Department, submitted his scheme whu h was considered at a subse- 
quent conference held on the 22ud January, 1988. This conference 
was of the opinion that the proposal for a protective embankment 
should emanate from the Tollygunge municipality and accordingly the 
Chairman of the Tollygunge municipality who was present at that con- 
ference, was requested to submit a scheme in consultation with the 
technical exjrerts of Government. 

The scheme prepared by the Tollygunge municipality in consulta- 
tion with the Chief Engineer, Public Health Department, was sub- 
mitted til rough the local oHicers and the Sanitary Board on the 15th 
March, 1988. The capital cost of the scheme was estimated at 
Rs. 1,50,000, and the recurring cost of Rs. 14,000, the latter on the 
assumption that the Caicqtta (Corporation would allow concessional rate 
for the use of their pumps. The Municipal Commissioners proposed 
that certain portion of the capital cost should he met by the Calcutta 
Corporation and the authorities of the Eastern Bengal Railway, who 
were likely to be btmefited by the scheme. Accordingly both these 
bodies were addtessed to contribute their share but both e^pre.ssed their 
inability to make any contribution. In view o^ all this, this depart- 
ment proposed to contribute a moiety of the cost, the other half Mag.. 
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met Hjr the Uunkipal Comniissioners by raiiung a loan from Oovern- 
ment. The financial ability of the municipality to bear the projwsed 
loan and other recurring charges of the scheme was examined, and the 
proposal was approved by Government in November, 1908. 

In the meanwhile the Corporation were also addre88e<l in regard to 
the concessional rate for the use of their pumps. In reply they refused 
to allow the concessional rate. The refusal of the Corjmration having 
increased the recurring charges to about Rs. 22,000 the Municipal 
Commissioners were requested to say if they would be prepared t 4 ) 
reduce their expenditure on other heads and effect economies in other 
directions in order to accommodate the increased recurring charges even 
if the exf>ectation of anticipated growth of revenue after construction 
of the embankment failed to materialise. The Tollygunge munici- 
pality agreed and their reply was received on the 28th March, 1939. 

Government arc now awaiting receipt of detailed plans and estimates

Mr. 8PEAKER: We will now take up the general discusHiou of 
the budget. 


GENERAL DI8CU88I0N OF THE BUDGET. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA B08E: M.s. Speaker, the Ilon'ble 
the Finance Minister has in the course of his statement in presenting 
the Hudget Fstimote for the year 1940-41 attempted to dilarm 
criticism by making the confession that this year’s Hudget must be 
great a disappointment to the members of this House as it 
is to him personaHy. I agree with him that both his Budget Estimates 
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and his Statement in introducing the Budget are rightly the causes 
of di»apiK>intnjent — of profound disappointment — 1<» all sections of 
the House. But T cannot agree with him when he says that with 
the limited materials at his disposal it was not possible for him to 
paint anything but a gloomy pieture. I .should have thought, on 
the contrary, that even with the limited materials at his disposal 
it Was possible to relieve the gloom by the exercise of a little imagina^ 
tiou, by a correct appreciation of the real needs of the province, and 
a judicious distribution of expenditure. 

Sir, when we examine the Budget Estimates for the coming year 
and <‘()ini>are them with the eslimat''S of the last three 
we cannot fa-il to notice that there has been a progre.ssive deterioration 
in our position. If I may start with the ai tiials for the year 19d8-‘39, 
the leceipts were 12 crores and 7f> lakhs odd and the 
expenditure was about the same; there wa.s in fact no surplus. 
When we come to the actuals — or to be inere accurate — to the revised., 
estimates for the year 19dfM0, we find that the receipts were a 
little over 14 crores and the expenditure 14 crores and 16 lakhs odd. 
Tlie deficit started from year 19*i94(t and the Budget Estimates for 
the coming year, namely, 1(M(M1, disclose that the expe<‘ted 
receipts are 1-1 (Tores 97 lakhs and the estimated expenditure 14 
crores o4 lakhs (Mid. The hgines which I have just now quoted 
show a d(‘ficit of 57 lakhs, hut the deficit is in fact much more than 
that, hecause we iiuve to add to that figure of 57 lakhs a figure 
of 26 lakhs whi(‘h is the net deficit in the ('apital and Debt DepOvSit 
section of the Budget. Therefore we arrive at a total deficit of 8'1 
iakiis. 

Sir, in opening the dclmte I d(‘8ire to (onfinc myself to the general 
features of the Budget Kstimates and to leave it to other members 
to deal in greater detail with the different hea(l.s. If I were 
to analyse the coining year’s expenditure I find that there has 
been an increase in expenditure under certain heads. The increase 
under the head of Irrigation is to the extent of 5 lakhs 89 thousand, 
that of Dcht Omciliation of 5 lakhs 62 thousand, that of Education 
I lakh 87 thousand. Pausing therefore for a moment may I not 
offer the legitimate criticism that the inci-easi^ under the head 
of Education is only a trifle, altogether disproportionate to the 
crying munis of the province both in the matter of primary as well 
as set'ondary edu('ation.^ ‘ 

Then, Sir, if I were to run through the other items, in which 
increase in exfienditure has been provided, I find that Medical is 
responsible for an inerease of 2 lakhs 59 thousand. Public Health 
7 lakhs 4 thousand, To-operation a lakh and one thousand and CItU 
Works, 13 lakhs 41 thousand. I had a lot to say about Co-operation 
hut I shall leave it to niy honourable friend, Mr. Satyn 
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Priya Banerjee, who will follow me on thiR side of the House. Tfcie 
total im^rease in expenditure cornea to about *18 lakhs, and I have 
taken only those heads which may be described as nation-buildinjj 
activities. 

Now, Sir, when we come to (General Administration and what I 
may describe as non-effective charj^es, we find that General Adminis- 
tration has jrot an increase of 2 lakhs 29 thousand. With 
rcfrard to the item of General Administnition, may I not repeat the 
words of protest which we have uttered in this House year after 
year?' Havinp’ rc<>:ard to the finufices not only of this provima* but 
^ot every other provim^e in British India, I think any Finance Member 
who desires to minivster to the real needs of the peojile has ^^ot to make 
a snhstantial — a very substantial — reduction in the cost of General 
Admin islration. Sir, when 1 waa jjoinjr throu^rh the Hiidffet 
fij^ures, the words which I found years ajro in a Iniok written by a 
distinjiuislied Irish author Hashed across my miml. He said in 
the Pleiad* to his liook — and 1 may add tlie Ixiok is no other than 
th(* Life of Michael (ollins— he said, “Knplish eivili*ation and 
<‘ulture are no doubt ^n‘at thiujJTS and haiglish inethods of 

Government seem to suit the lOnj^^lish fieople; hut under them our 
country decayed — ph\si(allv, socially, intellectually, industrially 
and economically, in wealth, in population, in culture, and in every 
way.’* Sir, may I not claim that those words apply with even 
greater force to this eountry and the truth of those w’ords, those 
observations, is borne in upon us particularly when we consider tho 
cost of General Admini.stration in the whole of this land and not 
merely in one jiarticular ])rovince. 

Now, Sir, instead of the cost of General Administration K<»inK 
down uiifier the Government wdiicli calls itwdf popular, you find that 
the fi^aires are mounting np year after year. And even this year^ 
when according to the Fiiianc.e Minister, there was iwit sufficient 
money for the purpose of catering to the real needs of the province 
we find that General Administration is responsible for an int^rease to 
the extent of nearly lakhs. 

Then, coming to the nexi item, viz., Administration of Justice, 
I find that it is n*sponbible for an increafw* of a little over 3 lakhs. 
Honourable members might possibly think that bemuse for the last 
quarter of a centurv I have taken a humble part in the Administra- 
tion of Justice, I could be expcct4»d to supjwrt an in(‘rease in 
expendikpre on this item. But, Sir, I do not, because my 25 years' 
experientfe in this line has convinced me — and I do not make a s#*cret 
of it— that the whole administration of jiisliee in this countr>'* needs 
a thorough overhauling and that British methoda of justice will not 
do in this countrv*. ^hey are not suited to this country. They are 
too expensive lor this oountry. They do not deal out evan-han<led 
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justice ill this country between man and man and class and class. 
That is an observation which I make seriously with a full sense of 
respoiiHibility. Even under the^heud of “Administration ot Justice,” 
it iH possible without decreasin^r its efficiency to make substantial 
reriiK lions. It is |K)ssible, and it would be right to associate with 
Jhe administmtion of justice more and more properly qualified men of 
.this land and at a much lesser cost than we are incurring to-day. 

Then, Sir, coming to an item which ajipears for the first time 
in the Budget Estimates of lltKMl, 1 mean the estimate, the extra- 
ordinary estimate, which may he de.scribed a-^ the “War Estimate,” 

1 find that it is responsible for Rs. 5,58,000. There, agaiiij^ 
the views which this side of the IIou.«e hold are well-known and I 
should Ha> , Sir, after deep consideration of this item that the 
hiatcrials before us do not justify a large provision of Rs. 5,58,000. 

^ow, Sir, (coming to some of the principles which in my submis- 
sion ought to guide the ilistribution of expenditure, let us^ 
take some of the nation-building departments. Tiet us take agriculture 
and irrigation and industry. So far as agriculture is concerned we are 
painfully constrained to note that though provincial autonomy, or .so- 
. chilled provincial autonomy, has been in oponition for the last lour years 
there has been no attempt to grapple with this pi-ohlem, We know, Sir, 
— and I had oemsion quite recently in addressing an audienie assembled 
.at an Exhibition in South Calcutta to refer to it^ — that the fertility 
<>f the Innd has progressively deteriorated. There are many 
, contributory causes. The deail and dying rivers, tlie ill-planned 
railw?iy lines, and many other factors contribute to the decay of the 
“fertility of the land. We have been waiting during these four or 
five years to find some attempr to solve the problem, some attempt 
,to raise fertility of the land. It is possible, Sir, — I have not the 
vj;ime now to go into detailed figures but in another place I 
have tried to satisfy the jmblic with figures on the subjei-t — it is 
,possii)b‘ for our country to produce enough for the purpo.se of feeding 
,and clothing our own people and also to feed and clothe o good 
^Mirt ol the world Wsides. If you were to examine the figures regard- 
ing the fertility during the reign of Emperor Akhar and 
compare them with the figures of to-day, you will find that fertility 
has gone down at least four times. Rut, though we have lieen wait- 
ing f(U’ the last four years for some indication of a serious attempt 
to grapple with the real problems — the problem of developllient of 
industries, tfie problem of agriculture ami irrigation, the problem 
of co-operation and «o on — we find that all these natioSjf-building 
activities havt* been starved, more or less during that period. I am 
iree to confess, Sir, that in one year .some attempt was noticeable in 
-those directions, hut unfortunately it has not W.m followed up. 

* (Here the House acyourned for 16 minutes.) 
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CHANDRA BOSEs Sir, before the House ro.se^ 1 wiw 
dealing with the items of “General Administration” and “Administra- 
tion of Justice and I was trying to impress upon the House the 
supreme necessity of cutting down the cost of (Jenerul Administration 
and also of Administration of Justice. It we fail there, wt' fail to 

contribute to the primary needs of the province to a ver> large (*xlent. 

1 do^iot mean to suggest for one moment that it is possilde to increase 
the fertility of the soil in the course of a few years, hut wlmi 1 do 
suggest to the House is this, that steps should have been taken— elVis tive 
fftejis should have liemi taken in that direction long ag(*. 1 do not mean 

to .sugge.st foi' one moment that it is jiossible to gi\e life to our ilead 
and d\ ing rivers b\ a miracle. Hut what 1 dcsn'e to ini|)r(‘ss iijion tlie 
House IS this, that the inijHirtaiice, the seruoisuess ol the pi-ndilem 
ougiit to liave lieen realised more than it has been dou- b\ jh(‘ Treasury 
Benches. 

?S(OW, Sir, may 1 come i(» the <juestioii of “ 1 ndusl l ies.” | juive said 
again and again m this House and elsewhere that it is only a half- 

truth to say that India is an agricultural countiv. India was also an 

industrial country. History records the piogress India made in that 
direction. I should have thought that it was one of the primar\ duties 
of a ])opular tTovernnumt to survey the mineral nsounes of tlie province 
committed to their charge and to take steps by aiding private industrial 
enterprises and also by starting State industries to contnhiite to the 
wealth and to the d<'V(dopment of the province and lheieb\ to the 
solution of the unetnployment jiroblem. We realise (hat (iovernnieni # 
service t>r private scrvicii cannot solve those (|ues(i(»jis. It would onl'^f 
be tinkering witli these problems if we were to ask Go\ eminent or 
private employers to .solve the [inddern of uiiemjdoyment . Thaft 
problem could be solved to some extent if ftovernmeni w<*re to apply 
their mind to the development of agri( ulture, to the increase of facilities 
of irrigation, to the survey (>f the mineral resources of the jirovince and 
to aiding private enterprise in the matter of industries and abo to 
starting large-scale inilustnes themselves. These are the problems 
which a pO])ular Government liave to consider. I know- - I hilly realiw* 
that it cannot be done in a day; bnt riiy complaint is— my grievance 
is — that no attempt ha.s been made in tlnise directions up till now, 

Xow, if I may come to the head “ HJiication,” may I at the 

outset read a few senteiues from tlie statement of the Hon'ble rinance 
Minister dA page.s 13 and 14 of tlie printed booklet. He has said — 
“There is an additional provisifm of over 2 lakhs for thy irairiin|r of 
teachers for prim^rj^ scliools- of Rs. o0,00f) for grants to madrassahs; 
of Rs. 40,000 for the award of scholarship.s; and of a .similar amount for 
the expansion of th^Jja^y Bra bourne follege. There is a provision ai 
1| lakhs representing th^^.final in.stalment of tha grant of 2\ lakhs to 
in 
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the Dacca University for the additional Muslim Hall; and of Rs. 40,000 
for a grant to that University in connection with the recently organised 
Faculty of Agriculture. The, Budget also provides for a grant of 
Ks, 67,500 to the Sadaat (College, Eftrotia, being the second instalment 
of a grunt of a lakh and thirty-five thousand to this institution to ena'hle 
it to comj)lete its ll)uilding projects. Rs. 50,000 has been provided for a 
grant to the Bengal Bratachari Society for the acquisition of land and 
the const riudion of buildings and Rs. 20,000 has been provided for a 
capital grant to the Vid,\asagar Bani Bhawau, Calcutta. A ]>roti*iion 
of Rs. 15,000 has been mad(‘ for additional building grants to madril^^a}lS 
and of Rs. ]J,(M)0 for a cajdtal grant to the Caridpur dirls’ .lunior 
Madrassah” and so on. Sir, good things no doubt, but a Finance 
Minister in charge of a deficit budget has got l(» consider, in my (q)inion, 
wliether inom*y ought to be spent on brit k and mortar or aid slnmld be 
given to life-giving institutions already in existence. Tak(‘ one case — 
the Bratachari vSotdety. J am an admirer of the oibjerls o{ that 
Sotnety ; but if this year any grant has to he made at the cNpciise <il the 
grant of Its, 25,000 to Viswa Bharati which was made la^t \cai. I 
certainl\ will tiot congrutulat<* the Finance Minister on his decision. 
Sir, it is invidious to institute comparisons. But nho does not know 
tile gnnil work, the noble work, that is being done at Ihdpur under tbe 
l(*a<l of \’iswa-Kavi Rabimlranatb ^ Sir, it was a source ;jre,it 
eiicouragcmciil to ibis ^i(h‘ of the Iloiist* !•> find la^t \car a grant of 
Rs. 25,(M)0 to lliat itisiitution Hut to our grtsit disapj»omtmeut that 
gnnit does not find au> place in tin* Hudget Fsiimates foi 104(1-41. 
(Cries oi “Sliatue! Sbame!” from tlo‘ Coiigres.s benches.) Sir, it theie 
is an\ institution in this ]»rovince whi«di can r(*all\ be called great, 
^'bicji can really lie called noble, wbieh can reallv be described as the 
meet ing gnoiiid^ ot all the cultures in this land, I should sa) , Str. it 's 
^ Viswa Bharati. Tt gaive me great pain, and I ma\ aild, linmiliation, 
^that we in this House should not liave insert ed that item of Rs. 55, (MM) 
ill the coming year’s Budget. We all know that tlu* bud of yesterday 
lias developed into u full-blown flower under the fostering catiti of^V^wu- 
Kavi Rabindranath. We know that Viswa-Kavi belongs to B^gal, 
and we know’ at tbe same time that be belongs to India and to 4he rest 
of tbe world. We know that that uistitnlion is located in Bengal and 
belongs to Bengal, but 1 think that tbe world may well claim that 
institution to belong to tbe world. In tbe.se circumstances, I w’ould 
venture even at this late stage to ask tbe Hon’ble Finance Mini.ster 
to consider and to devist* ways and meun.s for inserting that%ein in the 
eoming year’s Budget. Sir, I may. without any disrespect to Viswa- 
Kavi Rabindranath, say that in that iii.stitution loeated i^^be virgin 
soil of Bolpur, lie has sown the .seeds of the Federation of the world. 
Let us in thi.s House sttpport what is great, what is noble. is life- 
giving, w’hat will be an example to tbe i»st of-»the w’orld in eu|t3are, in 
Education, in attempts at improvement in tbe and under- 

standing of the people and in^matters periibltig to the spirit of man. 
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I would therefore once aKuin ad<lreRs iny h.niourable friend the Finance 
Minister a word of apjieal regarding the (rrant to that iuslitntion, I do 
not mean to disparafre any of the institutioiiR wliose nunies are to lie 
found in hig printed statement; Ibut I do think tliat instead of a'listinj? 
money on brick and mortar this year. »e slunild divert at least a portion 
of the money— a substantial portion of the money— to ;five aid to 
institutions which are doing real servi.-e not only to tlii, land of ours 
hut to the rest of the world . 

Now, Sir, there i.s one word I would like to say about the j.ropo.^al 
for new taxation. In this eonnection I desire to make it clear that if 
proposals for new taxation are Ihnni^ht forward hetoni this House for 
the purpose of meeting the deficit, we in this Jlou.se are not prepared to 
sujiport those proposals. t(hies of “Hear! Hear!" from (huiKirss 
'benches.) If thost* proposals are pot forward ft»r the joirpose td 
life to the dead hones of our provinces, certainly those pro[»osals will 
demand of us careful consideration, ami if iho^e proposals do not mean 
additional burden on the jioor, additional burden on tlie peasant- ami 
the workers of the laud, then we shall c<‘rtainl\ j,;ive tlo^se pri»p(»s,d- our 
deejiesi consideration. 

Sir, I do not profiose to detain the Ihoise with m\ oh.sei \ at ions on 
the g’eneral features ot tlu* Hud^od more than I lia\(* alieadv doiu*, and 
1 w’ish to conclude witli th(‘ «discr\atm!i that ihi.s Hud<ret doe- not 
contain an\ scloMiie oi planned »Monom\, n do(*s not contain exaui a 
trace of a lecftverx plan. Sii. 1 comlolc with the Kinanc(> Minister. 

Mr. W. A. M, WALKER: Mi SjMMkei, Sir, in cisin^- P) idv,. jmrt 
in the ^•eneral disf-ussioii <in tht‘ Hmleet, I fimi it a sotnewhat diflictilf 
tafsk. ‘ In th(‘ first place. I must ot!<’r m\ < on^^iatula|ions to the nei^ 
Finance Minister on his Hudjret speech. I do not propose to y-o into 
any of the details of tin* Hmlji'et as that will he dealt with by 4 )ther 
mem)ber> of my party. The Hud^ret itself can hardly he a suhjeet 
con^a’njtuitttions to tin* new Finance Minister, nor indeed can it hf ^ 
gdttmlly a matter for severe criticism. It ('an best fte desfuibed as a 
mattei: for extendiiij? sympath\ to the Hon’Ide Minister in that on the 
occasion of presentin^^ his first Bud^-et he is faced with a deficit and the 
problem of liow ihest to make (*nds im*ef in view* «>1 the present inter- 
national situation. He mijflit find a (Tum'h of (omfort in the imjtrove- 
inenf in the aciiiul revenue position, hut on the other hand ifie depletion 
of reserveii as a result of successive deficit hud|rets reveulft a very serious 
situatitin. Budjret estimates for tlie coming year show a dosing balance 
of only 2iklakhs above the minimum halanct* which must J>e maintained 
w'itli the Keserve Bank and in the treasuries. The closing ha^am‘e 
represeiy* the province’s only reserx'e.s with the exception of the invest- 
ment in the Famine In|uran|je Fund, aJwmt 12 lakhs, and securities of a 
norin^* value of lakhs. The dec ision not to raise a loan of (tijte 
cTora^lias ( ontrilurted poaition. *#V^d wiHi this serious position 
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1 need not ntresB the need for caution and the first aim of the Finance 
Minister must he to huild uj) a sound reserve position. Without tliis it 
will he extremely dan^^erous for him to emhark upon new schemes 
involvin^^ large scale expenditure, however necessary and desirall)le they 
may Ihe. It is true that owing to war (mnditions the Finance Minister 
may hope for an expanding revenue, hut few who remein’her the last 
post-war slumj) will disiigree with the opinion he has expressed that it 
would he fatal to the finances of the province if deceived hy an artificial 
proBj)erity due to war conditions w'e permitted ourselves to undertake 
jiew commitments that we rann(»t hope to he able to maintain. 'Nor 
will they disagree w'ith his conclusion that we must seize this oj>j>or- 
tunity to huild up our reserve.s in order to he in a position to lighten the 
severity of the ineviiahle slum]) hy undertaking large scale schemes of 
civil work, irrigatiorj and drainage. 

Towards the end of his Budget s]>eech the Fijiance Minister threw 
out a few hints regarding the survey u|)on which he was engaged tor the 
jmrposes of discovering new sources of r<‘venue. He antici])ates that 
ihtdon* the end ot this fiuaucial \ear he will ])lace before the House 
])ropos:iU tor new taxation. I can therefore iss\ie a timely Tjote of 
warning to the hmanct* Minister that he will he w(dl advised to pursue 
a c4\utious fvolicN in tliis din'ction. The hunlen ot existing taxation falls 
heavil> on the urhaii areas and th<‘re is a strong jmssiibility that increased 
taxation will defeat its olhjecl. Bengal has been w’ell advised in avoid- 
ing jiieceiiical taxation which has hccii introduced in other provinces. 
Sucli taxes as the Madias (iciieral Sales 'lax have proved difficult to 
admiiiistei and (‘as_\ to <*va(h* and the financial return has not been 
commensurate. The Bombay (’ongn*ss (fovernment found so many 
difficulties and disadvantages in the way of the Bomhay Sales Tax on 
clotli that they were not able to introduee it and it was afterwards 
cancelled. 

I cun with some pleasure ('oiigratulate tlie I’inance Minister on the 
provision he lias been aiile to make for increased (‘x])enditure on jiation- 
huilding and for his skill in distrihuting the.so increases. I would only 
mention one item which is ot partcular interest for me. I refer to the 
additional amount of \ir^. lo.OOO provided for a much needed increase 
in the nursing stafi of the Nfediial (\)llege Ifospital. This will go 
some way tow'ards remedying existing defects. are grateful even 

for this small increase. 

I will now’ refer to tiiie inijmrtanl [mint raised in the sj)eech of the 
Ifon’tble Alinister, the question of jute and jute regulation. I would 
emphasize the excellent advice which the Finani'e Minister ^as offered 
to tie jute-growers to use the benefits they have received from the high 
prices prcA ailing this year to rid themselves of their burdens of debt. I 
would however sound a note of warning with rpference to the proposed 
restriction policy. There is in this a ver\ real danger, and I fear 
Government have been overhasfy in their decitiqh regarding this yearns 
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crop. They have not considered the possible consequenc e of restriction 
this year and the grave dangers to the province which might arise 
through the prices being forced up to an uneconomic level. I will not 
dwell on this sulbject as amj)le op]K)rtunity for criticism will be afforded 
when the necessary legislation comes before the House. 

In concluding, Sir, 1 woiild like to offer my sym[>athies to the 
Hon’hle the Finance Minister for being faced so soon in his new rtMe 
with the task of presenting a budget and a deficit ouc at that. He is 
however a man of great resources, and 1 think ^^e ma\ congratulate 
him on having made the best of a somewhat difficult posit i(m. His 
present intentions of proceeding with caution arc praiseworthy, 
and I hope when he coii'^iders the question of neu' taxation he will hear 
in mind the note of warning I soiinded earliei. 


Mr. 8ATYA PRIYA BANERJI: Mr, S}H»aker. Sir. at tin* outset 
1 must congratulate the Hon’hle the Finance Ministiu t)n his having 
at least once on the Hoor of tlie Honsi* told a hare, simple, plain and 
naked truth wdien he said the other day 

“We must expand and expand f»rogressivel\ . There is such it 
crying need for an immediate expansion (d our nation-huilding 
activities that to m> colleiigues, to the honourahle inemhcis of this 
House, to all those in fact who know and deplore the conditions in 
whicii the ill-educated, ill-housed. ill-ted and malaria-st rii'ken sons 
of Bengal live, this \eai's Ibidgel must Ik‘ as great a disapi>oiiitmeiit 
as it IS to me peis(mall\ 

Yes, Sir, it is disappointing, di‘'appointing hecause it has not dis- 
closed any jilan for the j)res4*nt with a mcu to con.strnci tfM‘ future, 
disappointing hecausc* it is unimiigirmtix in lliat it do(*s not indicate 
any solution of the ]irnt»lenis confronting iis at piesent, disap])()inting 
because it aims at maintaining the 71/0, di^apjioint ing beciiuso 

there Isa delilMoalc attempt at not inohilising men, monc\ and materials 
fo|’ the common good, disappointing iMoau^e it is, after all, a ]»alhelic 
monument ot go\ernmental l(dly and failure Mr. "Speaker. Sir, as I 
WiMI hearing’ the Hon hie the kinanc** Minister re.iding his hinlget 
statement the other (ia> . I could imagine that aimuigst ( crlain members 
of this Hoii.se there wa^ much Indding oi he. ids. mueh ([inck<‘iiing of 
pulses and mueh lieating ot hearts at the pro'.jiect ot additional taxa- 
tion, but at last they heaved a -igh of reiiei when the> found that the 
Hon’ble the Finance Minister acted more upon the maxim “anticipa- 
tion is better than realisation” than upon immediate rcalisatifoi Itself. 
But 1 fiiiil to-da\ Mr. Walker, leader of the Kunqieiin group, appre- 
hensive about the Nurvey in v\hieh tio" Hon hie Minister says die is 
engaged and sounds a note of warning. 

Sir, I do not deny lhat there is not as much .sco|k* as we wishcfl for 
an increase of revenue to the Provincial Government by wa> of taxation, 
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but 1 ‘io ieel and feel very atrongly that the sources of revenue that 
have been ^fiven to us by the (jovernment of India Act, 1935, have not 
been sufficiently taj)}>€d or not tapped at all. I do not know what 
(jonsiderutions stood in the way of not taxin^,^ agricultural income. I 
do not know what prevented the Government from introducing a tax 
on sale of goods. 1 do not know what were the considerations that led 
them to impose tax only on entertainments, amusements and professions 
and why luxuries were exempted. (Maiilvi Aim Hossain Sarkar ; ,Tiirf 
Club.) 1 do not know why taxes on l)etting and the macliinery for 
realising the same have not been improved upon. I do not know any 
of these things, lliit these considerations bring me face to face with 
the most fundamental ])roblem, namely, the ])roblem ot the ’^‘social 
background against which the whole budgetary scheme has Ibeeii drawn 
and lead me to believe that tlie present Government is simply acting 
as the executive of the ruling (‘apitali.st class of the society. I wish 
1 were mislaken and I wish the Finance Minister in arriving at the 
result of his survey of the possible simrees of laxali(U) were guided by 
the one fundamental princi])le, namely, that wliat matters is not the 
amount of tax realised but the amount left after ta.xation. 

Sir. I, find myself confronted with another prolblem. no less import- 
ant, nay, more im])orlant than tliat of taxation, namely, the problem 
of utilization of money realised by taxation How is it going to W 
spent? Is it going to be spent as (hdes here and (hdes there as it is 
done ill thi#< year’s Budget, is it gf)ing to be utilisei] for providing high 
salaries for men at tlie to]), or is it going to be spent to carry on a 
well-planned war, implacable and relentless war, on destitution and 
poverty. unemj)lo\ ment and sipialor, iamine and flood, disease and 
destitution? These are the ])roblems, these are the (juestions wliich 
are agitating the minds of lax-]»ayers, and the> have every right to 
ask (inveinment the.se (piestions and demand ot tlieyi an answer. I 
have not the time at m\ disposal to deal witli all tlie jU'oidenis raised in 
the Budget, but I have Imhmi commissioiuMl by m\ leader to speak a f^w 
w'ords on co-oj>eralion, and 1 will confine m.\selt to that. 

In this year's Budget Co-oj)eration lias Invn aivfii some increase. 
There has lieen for the last tew \ears a progressively increased grunt 
to this department, but I am sorry to find tliat tiiere has also been a 
progressive deterioration in tlie w'orking of this department. It goes 
without saving — and thert is no denying the fact — that the co-operative 
movement is in a ver\ bad state. Let me ijuote the words of the 
Registrar which I find ijuoted in to-day’s leading article <ff Amrita 
Pdtrika: — 

“New business having .stop|>ed, almost a complete stagnation ha« 
now come ujmn the agriculture credit movement*' and he has urged on 
the Government, “to devise means as early as possible for saving the 
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agricultural credit movement from im{>eiuling collapse with which it 

threatened at j>resent." 

That is tlie position ^\it}i \\liich we are laced so far as tiie co>ojH*ra- 
tive movement is concerned. 1 maintain that even in this deplorable 
state of the movement Co-operation is full of jiromise and Iraught 
w’ith immense possibilities for the future, pn»vided that co-oi)erative 
principles and practice accepted all the world over are not thrown to 
the winds, as they are done by the Co-o|>erative Department at pixvsent. 
J will read a tew lines from the statement of the Ilon’ble Finance 
Minister who has very kindly devoted a larger space tlian is usual to 
(o-operttion. He says: “The great ]»roblem, however, of the co- 
o|>erative Credit Department is still the rehabilitati(»n of the movement 
in the esteem of the people of the province. For tiiis purpose a scheme 
designed to bring the demands of the societies th)W n t(j the leM*l of 
the paying capacit\ of the debtors is under preparation. I hope the 
House will hear more of the scheme in the ru*ar futur<‘.*‘ W o (h» not 
know' what scheme is under prei)aration, but I have seeJi the st heme 
j)re])ar(‘d by the Hegistrar; and if that is the scheme which th(‘ llon’ble 
the Finami' Ministio’ has In mind, ilnoi that scheme should he sub- 
jected to a ver\ candul >crutin\ and after the sclnmn* has been subjected 
to such a scrutiny 1)\ an indejieiuhoit body consisting mainly of nori- 
offudals and co-operative (*xf)erts, it should be considered, accepted and 
given effei't to. 

May I point out thrf)Ugh you, Sir, to the (lovernment that the way 
in whiidi the Hon'lde Minister in charge of ( 'o-operation is araiuiescing 
in the positively <letrimental stejiv that are being taken b> the Hegistrar 
is the wa> not to ndialdlilat ion or leconstr nclion, hut to ruination and 
destruction Ma^ I a^k the Hon'hlc Minist^u in charge ot ( o-operation 
— w hom 1 find ahseril imw - may 1 ask him wh\ he hasteited to oixui a 
bramdi of the Bengal ]h<»\ineial Co-operative Bank at Dacca r' His 
speecli delivered on the oi'casmn and as reported in the Arnrita Bazar 
Patrika contained ever\ other bh'ssed thing save the reasons for 
founding a hranch ol the sanl hank. I hail occasion to refer to a proitri- 
nent director of that bank who is a nominee of the Registrar, hut he 
could not give me any salisfactor.v answer: something has got to l»e 
done, he «aid. to keep the movement going. Is this the wax in which 
the movement will liave to lie kept going:" The better course, then, 
is that the movement should cease to exist asd that a stop be put to 
its further martdi of defrauding tie* public and embarraHsing the Govern- 
ment, 

Sir, I cato understand the principle c»f the provincial banks catering 
to the needs of primary societies direct without the intermediary of 
the central banks, but*I eaniiot understand the branches of the pro- 
rincial bank being pitted against the central banks in the Irwal area#. 
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1 come next to the problem of hasty organization of societies. 
Members of this House will perhaps be staggered to hear that even 
during the hey-day of Oie ro-operative credit movement from 1922-28 
sof ieiicH were formed, on the admission of the Registrar, at the rate of 
2,0()0 per year, ibut take it from me tliat it was only during two months 
of the year 19d9 that as many as (>,‘100 or (>,o()0 sm-ieties were organized. 
Sir, what justification has he — at this day wlien consolidation and not 
e.xpansion should be the watchword — to organize more than (5,000 
societies in two months? 

(At this stage the member reached the time-limit ami resumed his 
seat.)

(’ommeutitig on the figures as stated, the Inspeotor-tjeneral of 
Registration in his Administrative Repent tor the year 1938 remarks, 
'‘that lands are gradually passing out of**the hands ot ratyats 
rendering them more helpless and impoverished.’* 
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I think some effective steps must he taken by Government at once- 
to stop this alarming^ transfer of lands by cultivators which has been un- 
doubtedly done in most cases with a view to raising capital for ordinary 
agricultural operation. 

In this connection I would like to draw the .seriouN attention ot tlie- 
House to the ludicrously low j>rovision of Hs. o lakhs made in tlie 
Budget under the liead “Loans and Advances.” It is a well-known 
fact that 70 per cent, of the Bengal ])opulaiion lives in the village and 
a fairly good proportion of them is at present unable to laise their 
crop properly or make any attem]>t to improve their economic (‘ondi- 
tion in other wavs parti(*iilarly due to shrinkage of ca\iital in the 
countryside. The jirevious (iovernmeiits Iclt them to tlu‘ mercy of 
the money-lenders for ages which increased their (bdUs and ruined them 
financially. The present (lovernment in their .sidicitude f»> help them 
have brouj’ht into being the Debtors Aid ami the Money -lenders Act. 
These Acts whatev(‘r relief they are ca])able of giving the agriculturists 
have practically killed the rural credit. The result has bi'eii that the 
poor middle-class cultivators who are on the border lim* ol sidvency and 
wdio are expected to strive hard to improve their 4 ‘cruooiiic condition 
cannot raise even small loans without selling their lands oulnght, 

It w'ill thus ajijiear that even with the lK\st intention of lodping the 
agriculturists by light-ening their burden of debts tio\(*rnmcnt are 
driving them to the ])osition (d landless labourers. By llies<‘ act.s. 
(fovernmeni have seviMcly restricted tin* I'rmlil of the agi icultm isis, 
while at the same time imob* no arrangement for establishing a siniablo 
credit ag’ency . I shouhl consi«b*r this as an cxtreimdy short -sig hied 
policy of tioverninenl Beliel mcasiiies sUch as .scaling down (d the 
debts of tin* agncult urist.s on the basis ol the n*paying capacitv ami 
limiting the rate oi interest on borrowings mav be good t<» some (‘\tenk 
for a temporary period, but no relief measiin*s are capable nt aiiMdifuat- 
iug tlie economic condition ot tlie agriiMilturist- Km sm h ini)o<»\e- 
ment, facilities sbould be j>r<ivided to them tor bcINo laimiiig ami 
better marketing" (d tbeir prodm e and tlier(*b\ to incieasc i1m*ii in< nine. 
I find no imlication in tin* Hon Ide ibe linanci* s Bmlgid sjM‘cch 

that {lovernment propose to do aiiv thing" <d the kind 1<» help the <(k 
percent. po[»ulation of this pr«>\ im*4* in aoljH'ving their imist \ital need* 
viz., keeping their body and ‘•oul together I h<‘ paltry sum of Us, o. 
lakhs prf)vide<l under the head “Loans and Ad\ances’ for 7tl per cent, 
of the population who are the mainstay in the country only lK*speafc 
of the callousness and imiifferencc of (fovernment to the most vital 
problem of the day, namely, the Hural ('re«lit. It is surprisinj that 
a Government which claims to be forme*! of (he jieojde and lor the 
people should be so itidifferent to the need of (he bulk of the popula- 
tion. As an excuse for small provision the Hon’fde the 1* inance Minister 
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«ai(l thal the* laiyats iweived good price of staple crops. But the bona 
j}d(’ cullivalois were not hilly henefited by the rise in price as they had 
to sell inost part of their crops before the price rose. 

It must he conceded, however, that it was a wise move on the part 
of I he (>)-operative Department last year to form 5,000 new crop loan 
societies along with several large sale societies for marketing of the 
producje of the members, tjovernment supplied Hs. KU lakhs to the 
provincial bank to finance these societies, and 1 have been informed 
that by this time about 00 per cent, of this loan has already been 
repaid liefore due date. From the figures of the Kegistration Depart- 
ment it ap|)eurs that transactions to the value ot 17 crores take place 
in bonds, mortgages, leases and by sales. To meet the urgent demand 
of the peo[)le the prrivision of Its. 5 lakh^ in this gear's Budget i^ a 
drop in the ocean. 

Before 1 give a constructive suggestion in this connection 1 would 
like to sound a note of warning t(» (lovernment that unless immediate 
steps are taken to stop the sale of lands liy ilie cultivators for raising 
loans for theii- agricultural operation.s the rural areas will abound 
with lumlless iaboiirers in the near future which will ])rovide a most 
dangerous field for the germination of tlie seed of (*ommuuisin 

In m\ oj)ini(m the best available agency for ''Up]d,\ of (‘redit facilities 
to the cultivators for raising their seaMUial (*roi)s is the cO'0|H‘rativp 
societies. A larger numlM?r ot these societies should be iinmediately 
established througlKMit the rural areas tor gi\irig slioit-term loan for 
productive ])urposes. Arrangement should also be inade at the same 
time to inti'odu(‘e an agricullural ))rograuime tor inimisivc cultivation 
■of various cr()])s and also to market llie (‘I'op b\ elniimation of the 
middlemen’s protit. I would propose that (lovcruinciil .shoubl raise a 
loan of Hs. 2 crf»N*s immcdiatel\ for suppl\ of runil luedit. As regards 
Education: I would like to })la(‘e before the House the most deplorable 
condition (d Muslim girls' eilucation There are tiT nou-( iovenunent 
girls' secondary schools in Bengal, of them tliere is not a single high 
tmglish school luii b\ Muslims. ()nl\ there arc thice <»]■ tour middle 
■euglish schools. (H' thesv thicc or i«»ur, oiie is just raising its status 
to that of a high Ihiglish scluxd at t’lntlagong. I shall cite some con- 
crete cases how llie development of Muslim female education is being 
retarded, liust year (iovenunent sanctioned I lakii ot rupees tor addi- 
tional grant to nou-( ioverumeut soooudary si'hools for girls, out of 
thivs Us. 45,000 w^as placed at the disjiosal of the Inspectress of Schools, 
Dacca Circle, but the poor Muslim institution of ('hittag<»ng has not 
been favoured with Its. 45 even. 

Muslims of Dnttagong have been constantl\ tiying for the establish- 
ment *t)f a Muslim female training school at Chittagong like the one at 
Falcuttu for the last three year.s, but to their utter despair they find 
it being shelved on some plea or other h\ the ofhtVrs, who are in power. 
Hepresentation after representation has been made to the authorities, 
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even last of all to the Hon'hle the ( hief Minister in OctoWr, 11139, 
but to no effect. Why this is happenin^fy Because there is no 
Muslim Inspectrefw in the ])rovin(‘e. There are two, both are non- 
Muslim. Of the 12 Assistant IiiM|>ectresses onl> one is a Muhammadan 
statione|f at Talcutta. 

'We therefore stron^dy ur^e the Hon’ble Minister to take note of 
it and redress the lon^ telt {’:rievance of the Muslim community and to 
jfive effect to the recommendations of the Muslim Advisory f’ommittee 
of 1935 at an early date 

J am particularly interested in t he devehipmenl t»f cottage industries. 
In this (‘onnection I like to jioint out that Muslims are extivmely 
backward and no encourap:ement what soon er is ^nven to them, 'fhe 
report of the Publicity I)e]>artment Beii^ral Ministry and the Hindus 
of Benjral — has opened our eyes and it ap]>ears troiij pa^^e 2S. Table (’, 
that out ot IK. 5, 15, 120 onl\ IK, 10.935. i.r., 11 per emit, are beiiiff 
spent tor Muslim trainin;^ in iion-( iov<*rnmenl techiiimil schools and the 
balance of S9 ])er cent, tor Hindus and other non-Muslims. 

J will (dte two {’oncrete ('ases for the inlorniation ot the House. In 
Chittagong 1 have started an Industrial Home for Muslim (Jirls in 
H).3T. Since then we are getting only Us. SO a month as recurring 
grant. For the last two years 1 am trying tor an increased grant of 
Its. 400 a month on special ('onsideration tor poor Muhammadan girls 
training and to flevelop and reorganise it Alter a prolonged corres- 
pondence it lias lieen turned down by the Kinanee Department But 
the Finance Department Nvas ver\ penerous to porvide IK 20,000 as 
capital grant for \5dyasagar Bani Bhavan, IK o.OtM) tm Bidur In- 
dustrial Schoid, IK 2,000 for Missoni Industrial Sidiool. harnipur. 
Last Near (fovernnient Nvas pleasefi to juoxide Us. Otl.OOil tor tin* Saroj 
Nalini Industrial Hnme; In^sides Hindu Industrial Sehmds are getting 
very libeial rei urrin^ grant-. -.11111 as Nari Sikhya Sannti, about 
IK. 17,000. Saioj Nalini Industnal Hnme about IK. 5. (MM) to IK. 
and so on. 

But the Muslim ent«*rprises aie being- throttled and no micourage- 
ment is given to ilevelo]). 

1 would, therefore, mu.st strongly urge the Government to reserve 
a portion of the grant to he s|>eii( annually as reeurring and non- 
recurring expenditure tor the ad vaneeineiit n| teehiiii-a) eduealioii among 
Muslim males and females, 

I will ( ite another concrete case, A proposal wu.s submitted to the 
Governmeiit for the establishment of a l^eather Training and Trailing 
School at diittagong, as raw materials to the worth of Hs. IbJMf.fMM) 
are being exported annually from Chittagong. I proposed to make a 
free gift of land; the sfte was selected in Jul}', 1939, and I understand 
the scheme has got the administrative approval and plans and estimatca 
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prepared, ibut to my utter despair I did not find it in the Budget. 
PerhapH the Finance Department was also very kind^ to throw it out 
iih the proposal came from a Mu#»lim member. B^t Be. 23,891 has been 
j)rovided for other new expenditure, Kh. '>0,000 for Brathachari. and 
J{.s, 00,000 for the electrification of the Manipur Fann. 

1, therefore, most earnestlx draw the serious attention of the Gov- 
ernment towards this s<'heine and urge the (iovernment to provide funds 
in the Revised Budget of .Iul\ next. 

As regards disafforestation of some portion of reserve and protected 
forests ami providing siifticient land for free grazing, nothing hils yet 
b^en done ])y the (iovernment. The Jmjiiirv Committee appointed for 
(leforestation of Rampiir and (’harandip Blocks in ('ox’s Bazar subdivi- 
sion have not yet completed their imjuiries and have not submitted 
their report. I do not find any reason for an ln(|uiry Committee like 
this except to <lelav (he matter, so that the enthusiasm of the people 
and the members he subsided. \V"e are not going to stop here. We 
must have free grazing land ami deforestation ol some cidturable land 
to provide food and home for the j>oor homeless labourers and to increase 
(iovernment revenue. The Bodar Khale (’(doiiisatioii Scheme has every 
suc'-cess ami so \v(‘ must pusli up the new .sclienies am] urge (iovernment 
to expedite the matter. 

As regards Debt Settlement Board, it is very rcgreltahle that in 
spite (d' oin repeated recjuesis to the authorities, from the Circle Officer 
to (he Iloii’lde Minister, our ]uayer for the e.stahlislmieut of Debt 
Settlement Boards in each union has not yet been fruitful. Only 99 
l)(‘ht SettleuM'nt B(»ards have been formed out of 189. Still 99 Debt 
Settlement B(»ards remain to he tormed. I, tlmrefore, re^piest the 
(iovernment not to deprixe Chittagong of this benefit ami estahlisli 
Debt Settlement BoanK in the remaining unions this year 

Mauivi AHMAD ALI MRIDHA: Sir, i am in dutx hound that 1 
must begin h\ congratulating the Hon hie the Cinance Minister on bis 
presenting flu* Bud^t‘t in wliicli there are some j)rovi>i((ns for amelio- 
rating the comlitioiis of nui people. Sir, as I do congratulate Inin, I 
feel, at the same time, it is u\\ diilx to speak out m> mind xvliere 1 find 
some cau.se for disappoint meiit . Like matix members in this House, 
i. belong to the rural area. and. theiet<ire, I feel there must be some- 
thing done for the benefit of the rural people. My idea was that 
(lovrnment must he in a ]>ositiou to do that and every villager in every 
village max knoxx that there is a (iovernment existing for their benefit. 
Mx (d^eet was mit to .see the entire grievances of tlie people removed 
all Ut once by magic. But my desire xvas to see that at least one 
measure was a<lopte<l in wliieh all people could .see .some benefit being 
done to them. Then, Sir, my idea was that eVen if other items were 
to be left in (lie position in which they were, it was the clear duty of 
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the pf^if»ent popvilar Government to see that one meaiure at leaat was 
undertaken by ^ich relief could he jriven in all directions so that 
every ‘man might that there was a Government behind him to do 
him good, thought being that, 1 tried to make mv point clear in 
the beiining in the year IDdT. when 1 made my maiden speech. 
Primary education is one item where we felt tliai though every otlier 
item could be postponed, it should not be put oft. AVe gave for 
this purpose a clean slate to the mini''tr\ t<» write on and we gave the 
miinisir\ the entire authority to do anything they liked, even to impose 
a frejdi taxi^tion in order to ])ro\ide free priinarx edu(‘ation for the entire 
l)eople of Bengal. We also insisted that juiinary education should l>e 
made (‘omj)ulsor\ in the shortest "pace of time, rnfortunatelx even 
a beginning has not been made in some distiirts. In m> own district 
1 see that jirimary ediumtion has been intnulm'ed and :in attempt made 
fo e^^fablish a Schocd Board. A Sclioid Boanl has Iummi verx lazil,\ 
established. I least exjiected vm h things hecause m\ Idea was that 
though e\er\ otliei thinj.; could wait, pnmarv education should not lie 
made to wait. I would have been much happier had I seen in m\ dis- 
trict that all boys were getting free primary edmalion 1 teel now 
gresitlx disappointed l) 0 (*au*'e nothing has lM‘en done. 


( n couise, in the beginiiinj 4 the aigumenl was tlial tliere wtis not 
enough mone.x whi<di could be (‘alhal cultivators’ money, and therefore 
the cultivating portion of tlw' ])(tpiilution eould have been left alone. 
Now. I find that the fir>t item in the Budget is Us. ‘..^•20 lakhs. That 
is tiom jute tax. That i^ to m\ mind entirely cultivators’ monev. 
Thi^ monev was not available hefore and it was madt* availalile 

onlv in Ib'G-'ld. Later there was an inciea^e in the percentage and 
now tile amount has come to U>. 2'2tl lakhs. \\ ho is the ownei of that 
monev 1 To that sim|)h* (pu'^tion. ihe aiiswei is that it is the culti- 
vators alone who own jute and who sell it. t)n that taxation is h^v’ied 
and monev i*. collei ted li theje is at all any ihomoi who can lay claim 
to owiiei'^hip of the monev. ii i'. only the ( nltivator*- This jute tax 
shouhl have f»eeii earmaiked foi imparting primary edmafion to rural 
people in Bengal, hut the (iovernmeiit thought it wise to divert the 
monev to make up the deficit in the Budget. The money which the 
poor jieople vveie paving was not used for an,v purpose wdiicli would be 
to their benefit. Tliev were mu getting an> benefit from (lovernmefit 
in pie-Ueform days. At that time we a<'ri^sed the (fovernment buf 
now there no reason wdiv the pieMMii popular (iovernment should 
continue to l>e run on the same old bureaucratic lines.

Now, Sir, coining to the jiosition ot the Hudget, i tliink that it is 
still the same as in the past years, on the lines ot bureaiu ratio form 
as in (he past; it is u copy <d' the last year's Budget when Mr. vSark^r 
was in (diarge. No improvement worth mentioning is there, because 
there is notliing for the amelioration ot the poor people of the villages. 
Of course, you have done something, hut I must sa\ that the grants 
ha\e not h(‘<*ii ilistributed with imagination. Some soit of diiles have 
been given to the memluMs <>( the I’reasuty Bemdie'' imhods has been 
refused and (‘verylnMly ha^ got some sort ot d(di* -hut th(‘ tatlest and 
tlie bulkiest l)o\ has got the largest shaie. 1 expected redm'tioii in the 
expendituie on Ibdici*, Oeneral Administration .uid also in IIk* expen- 
ds urc on Administration of .hist ice. I als(» expected a definite 
iiuM’ease ot e\j»etiditure under the head “Industries. ' A definite 
attempt should have been made to impio\t‘ oui iiidustiies. But it is 
disappointing to see tbai there is no idiange tbeie I <lo not agiee to 
this; 1 join issue and shall continue to join issue with this state of 
things. For instance, the salt industr\ should he improved. The 
Bmlget provides notliing as income or ex]>en(lituie on .salt. This is 
disuppointing. 

('oming to the Department of ( 'o-operation . 1 ninsl .say that there 
is only jiatching and tinkering there. There is nothing of imagination. 
The flow of rural credit has been choked and it anyho<ly is resjuinsihle 
for this, it i.s (he li<*gislatuie. I'lie Legislatine is responsible for the 
change in legislation. The rural nuihajon.'f are fighting shy of lending 
€Uiy money for the relief of the i>eople in time of their need. That is 
again the reason wdiy the liegislature should take the responsibility for 
providing money to the people in their need. Sir, the Budget is silent 
— not only silent but it is vocal, I should say, in saying that no pro- 
vision should be made for giving any agricultural loan and rural credit 
this'year.

Mr. UPENORANATH EDBAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir. at the v«r? 

outset of my l^udjfet discussion for 1940-41, 1 unist Iraiikl.v sa> that 
the Budget Estimate for the coming- year is ;i most disappointing one, 
as it has almost failed to ad«s|uat4»l.\ pr(»vide for the iiation-huildiug 
departments. I have very eare{ull> gone through iht statement by 
the Hon’hle Finanee Minister in presenting the Budget lor 1940-41. 

This is the fourth time that 1 am going tr» criticise the Budget 
Estimate, hut I am ver> sorr\ to find that no improvement, nothing of 
the kind, has been done and no digression fnnn the old course of curtioii 
has been effected in it, although we all expected that new schemes for 
nation-building departments wou]<l evolve anti considerable provisions 
would be made for them in the Budget. 

Let us jiow turn to Appendix No. II given at the Iasi page of the 
Budget St«tement. What do we find therein? We find that the bijgest 
sum of money amounting to Rs. l,r>9,72,000 has been provided for Civil 
Works for the coming^vear, while a provision of Rs. 1,67,47,000 has 
been made for General Education in Bengal — a lesser sum than that 
16 
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of Civil Works. Of all the depawtments of public interest, in my 
opinion Education stuuds foremost, yet a larger sum of money has not 
been budgeted for the same. It is no doubt a matter for great regret. 
It is education and education alone which will place Bengal, nay India, 
on an wiual footing with all other countries of the w'orld. So we should 
not be indifferent to give timely pressure upon the Government so that 
it ma> provide the biggest sum of money for general education in 
future. 

One most peculiar aspect of the Educational Budget for the coming 
year is this, that in the new’ items of expenditure not a >ingle head 
stands for the advuiieeiuent of Scheduled Caste education in Bengal. 
It is admitted on all hands that the Sclieduled Castes of Bengal are 
far more liai-kw^ard than the Muhammadans in all resj)eet>; \et not a 
single drop of money for tliese poor souls in the new iuons ot 4'xpendi- 
ture for their uplift! 

1 eannot understand how can a responsible Government be so 
indifferent to the interests ot a hig eommunit\ which consists of so 
many Scheduled Castes and wliich in all ecjuity deserve^ to he educa- 
tionally encouraged in all possible wun". I rai^'C a note ot waining 
not to h(* so indifferent to the interests of the Scheduh‘d 

Jt We now turn to tlie Ag^i ieultural lludget tor the e(tniing \ear, 
what do we find tlieiein? We find that IIh* n < w iti'iii^ ot exjieiidilure 
include a pro\ isioii (d Hs. toi lh(‘ improvement ol th»‘ Depart- 

ment ot Agricult uri‘. Hut 1 douht that mo''i ot ihc hud^cicd nuui will 
be spent, as it is elearl> shown from tin* Schedulc> ot K\])endit iir(‘, in 
meeting the cost of <‘stabli>him*nts of various a^iiculluial institutes, of 
payment of salarit*s of differtuit officers, high and low. and so on, hut 
not on real and practical improvement of tlie “man beliind the plough" 
who is the backbone of tin* country. You all will agn*e with me on this 
point that if the present conditions of the jieasants of tlie country are 
not im})rov(Ml and if no (*onstruetive programmes of works are submitted 
before the llous(‘ foi theii geiuual aimdioral ion, 1 helirve iKUhing is 
dom* tor them. If the peasjinir\ of Ihuij^al is. dm t(» our utter 
iiuliffereiiee. ruined t(»-dii\. 1 can bo1dl\ sa\ “Bengal will be ruined 
to-morrow." 

Eel us now diseus.s the Budget foi Public Health. In the coming 
year’s Budgt't an increase of B.s. 7.04.01H) has been provid<‘d for Public 
Health over the revised ofie for As far as this department is 

concerned, the Hon'ble Minister has tried his best to do justice to it, 
and 1 am really glad to find that the Public Health Budget includes 
7J lakhs of rupees for rural water-supply, o lakhs for free distribution 
of quinine. 2j lakhs for anti-malaria schemes and U for kala-axar and 
other epidemic diseases and h lakh for maternity and child welfare 
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centreH and so on. Beside-^ these whai desen^es our hearty commenda- 
tion is this, that in respiM't of water-work'^ improvement schemes one 
lakh for Dacca, Bs. ‘J?),000 f(»r Miiii'^hipinj, Ks ‘Jtl.tMH) for Birojpur 
and Ks. 18,000 tor Jhalakati iiave l>een prt>vided for in the Budjret for 
1940-41. However, this is also an inadequate pnivi'^ion for so bi^ a 
department like I*iil)]ic Health. I have evei\ faith and ('onfidence tliat 
it will he better proviib'd in ni'aii fninre. 

A> to industries which will |ro to increuM* the wealth of tin* country 
and then to improve tlie economic condition td Ben^^al, I have ^ot to 
sa> that tin* Btidget Kstimate iot the same i** (juite amaziuj^:. We 
('Xpc( ted that belter si Inmie^ and plan" would be presented beloie us for 
wh(de"ale I'eor^^ani^al ion oi the department, but now we find to our 
utter surpriM* that we are mistaken The industtial d(‘]>arl nn‘ni 
requires to be better e{juip]»ej| with money. Time was when Ben^ral 
was noted for Dacca Muslin. If tiovetnment take special care of this 
dejiartim'iit, 1 can ^’•uarantee tliat the lost p'l(U\ of Benj^al for industries 
w'ill be revivetl. 

With these few words I resume ni> seat. 


Khan Bahadur SHAH ABOUR RAUF: Mr. Speaker. 1 must l>e^in 
by con^M'atulatinjj the llon’Ide the Finance Minister for the present, a- 
tion ot tiie Hudj^i't. So far a*' I am concerned, Sir, I am not 
disaiipointed ln*caU"e J think in thi" war firm* we cannot expect a better 
Budget and a l)etl(*r jire^entat ion id the Hudjret from the new Finance 
Minister. I do not like to take mmli ot the time of this llou.se by 
dilatin^^ on the \anou>^ jmint" referred to in the Budget speeidi id Hit. 
Hori’ible the h'lnaiice Mint^ter, but, Sir, I want to draw' the attention of 
the Ilon'fde Minister in charge (d the Bulblic AVorks w'ith regard to a 
particular grievam e of mine and I hope, Sir, that he will kindly taki- a 

not«' of the grievaiKe whii h I am jda« mg bef«Me thi>. Houm*. This is, Sir, 

with regard to the im]»rovem(*rit of a part (d the trunk roa<I from Ibihna 
to Behar boundary na Bogra, Kangjorr arnl Bir-ganj, route \o. 14 of 
the sidiernes for road dcv(*topnient in Bc-ngal as prepared b\ the S|ieciul 
Officer. So far as the Barigpur di"trict is coricerm'd. this is a very 
importarit road as it connect" the di"triet lo'adrjuarters wdth all the 

important luity and htnuhjr* of the -oirthern jmrt of the district. The 

Eastern Bengal Kailwav j)as-.ing from (iaihandha to Karigjiur cannot 
at all serve the traffic of thi" area which is tiearlv one-fourth rd the 
Kangpur district including the thanas of Mithapukur-Pirganj, (irdrinda- 
ganj, etc.; and the i n con veni erne <d the public knows no brands. 
The most important road in this area is tlie Kangpur-Bogra road’ which 
parses through the of Gobindaganj, Balashbari, Dhaperhat, 

Pirganj. Sathibafi, Mifhapukur. Jaigirhat, etc. 
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The llon’ble the Prime Minister happened to go to Sathibari, a 
distance of Hi miles from the town along this road, and be was much 
impressed by its very great importance from the point of view of jute 
traflic*. The local people who assembled in thousands to see the Prime 
Minister prayed for the speedy improvement of this road and through 
me, the representative of the loeal people, he gave them an assurance 
that this would be done. Uangpur contributes not a small part of the 
ll(»ad ])cvcl(>j)mcnt Fund b\ wa\ <it j>ctrol tax It is unfortunate that 
the Hojrble the Chief Minister who made tliis promise onl> on the 29th 
of January is not here. I do iu)pe that the Hon' hi e the Minister in 
charge of the Public Works Department will take note of this assurance 
that the local people had from the Chief Minister only on the 29th of 
January Iasi. 

Then, with regard to the Public Works Department, 1 have another 
point to mention. I am sorr\ I do not find any mention (d the rest- 
houses for jurors in tlie Hudget. The legal j)raetitioner>, some of whom 
are members of this House, know ver\ \\e!l that the liousing problem ot 
the jurors is a ver\ imporlaiil one whicli should not be lost ''ight of 
in tlo'se da>s when eorruptioii sometimes jnevails everywhere. I do 
hope. Sir, tlo' Hon’bie Minister in charge ot the Pnhlie Works Depart- 
ment will mak<‘ provision for the rest-house> of the jurors mi that they 
might not b(‘ contaminated l>y outside talk in criminal cases. 

Then, coming to ])rimary edm-ation, 1 am sorr_\ to say that it is 
reall> disappointing as we do md find that the promises (d the Hon’ble 
the Chief Minister have been implemented in an> wa\ . For the last 
few years we have been crying hoarse for primary education, even with 
education cess if neeessar\ , but unfortunat<dy up till now Covernment 
have not taken any action in this matter. The Chief Minister had 
asked on jiast occasions if the people were willing to })ay education cess 
and said that if they were willing to pay education cess. Government 
would make primar\ education free and eompuHory wdthin a short 
space of time. Put no stej>s have as \et been taken by the Government. 
And I take this opportunity (d‘ inviting the pointed attention of the 
Government in regard to this muttei. This is, I think, a matter on 
which every member of this House will agree with me, and we hope 
that very soon a cess will be imi>osed on all districts and primary 
education will be made compulsory. 

S(» far as the expenses of educ'ation are concerned. Its. ')0,0()0 has 
been provided for dancing which is otherwise known as Bratachori. I 
am surprised to find that money has been provided for dancing which 
is nothing but a sort of amusement to tertain students. 1 hope the 
Hon'bie the Finance Minister will kindly make a note of this. I am 
sure I voice the opinion of the majority of the wiembers of this Houto 
when 1 say that this expenditure is unnecessary. 
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Then, Sir, I quite n^froe with the Ijea<)er of the Opposition that 
unfortunately the expeiuliture on adniinistrution has not decreased 
but has rather increased. May 1 refer the Cuhinet. throu^rh you, Sir, 
to the resolution which had been passed on the 24th Aujrust. 1989, 
regarding the compulsory retirement of all Government ofiicers on the 
completion of 2**) years of service. But no step whatsoever has been 
taken as yet. So far the late Finance Minister pnvseuted a White Itook 
just to show that this was not e<onoinical. Hut I do not agree with bin 
opinion. The resolution hliould be given effect to as soon us possible. 

Then, Sir, with reganl t(» rural re(‘onsi ruction and develoyuueni 
expenditure i find I lull some improvement has been made, but although 
I find that three lakhs of riiiiees has been given to Di.striet Officers for 
distributitui, a further sum of H.s. 2A lakh> has been interspt*rs4‘d under 
various Budget beads at the disposal ot the l)ire(‘t(»r of Hural Iteeou- 
Nlruetion. 1 think ibis dual ((Uitiad over this matter by the District 
Officers and the l)ireet<ir of Ihiral H«*eon.struetion will hamper the 
w'ork, and some .sort of sidution will be necessary to carry out the work. 

Now, coming to the Veterinary Department, it appears that recently 
(ioveriiment have taken the control of tlie Veterinary Assistants from 
the District Hoards in their own fiunds. The result has been, as we all 
know very well, ihal ihc pco[»le are not getting proper meilical help 
from the veteniiary assistants. Whenever then* is an epidemic in 
miifassal, and the people approach the Distriid Otfii'ers wdio instead of 
.ieuding Vctciinarv Assi>tants direct sometimes direct them to inform 
tlieir /icskars m tlieir other subordinates, and in this way the jieople 
.suffer greatly. The Hon'hle Munster in charge id the Veterinary 
Dejiarlmcnt will kindly take a not<‘ of this so that the people might 
not he put to troulde in this way. 

(’oming to the Agricultural Department I find that although it is a 
disapjiointing Budget, J(s. (if). (KM) has hcen provided lor the »*lcctrificH- 
tiori of the Manipur Farm at Dai'ca, whicli is a sort of luxury and not 
u necessifv. This may lie postponed, and with the money thus saved 
relief ma\ In* given to a large j, umber of people. 

Before I conclude I would like to draw* tlie pointed attention of the 
Hon’hle Minister in cliarge of Jhiblic Works us w'ell as of the Ilon’ble 
Minister in charge of Kducation to the fac'ts I liave already slated and 
would re<[uest the (liief Minister to try to give effect to the promises 
which he has given to a large numilier of j»eoj»le. 

Mr. C. GRIFFITHS: Mr Speaker. Sir, in dealing with the Budget 
for 1940-41, I must first mention with regret that the able services of 
our honourable friend Mr. N. U. Sarker are no longer available To us 
in the Trea.sury Benches due to his resignation from the Cabinet. 
Next I am glad to stafe that the Hon’hle Mr. H. S. Subrawardy h®« 
risen to the occasion as Bengal’s Finance Minister and presented us 
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with quite a reasonable Budget which harmonizes with prevailing 
-conditions. He has had too short a period to deal with so great a 
subject and, further, when the economic situation is most unsettled. 
We therefore heartily congratulate the Hon’ble Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy. 

The Budget presented to us b\ the Finance Minister is a deficit one 
— the Receipts being placed at I'l crores 97 lakhs while Expenditure is 
at 14 crores 54 lakhs, with the result that the sum of 57 lakhs has to 
be drawn from the opening balance of 1 crore 55 lakhs, and we are told 
that after a further adjustment of 20 lakhs this balance is reduced to 
72 lakhs only. 

The question naturally arises whether the Finance Minister was 
justified in spending this extra 57 lakhs. On examining the total 
grants for the Police, General Administration and Justice we find that 
no advances were made on last year’s estimated allotments, but on the 
contrary slight decreases were made and this at a time when it is so 
necessary to maintain law and order while a major war is being carried 
on in Kuroj)e by the Empire. Again we find that liberal advances 
have been made on (Hvil Works, J*ublic Ili'alih. Agriculture, Irriga- 
tion, Debt Conciliation and Co-operative Credit. 1 thertdore think 
that we have no just cause for complaint. The Hon'ble Minister very 
rightly remarks; “Our exp<'udilure has now readied a jwint at which 
we are living a little i)eyond our means and ])ending a detailed surve\ 
of the possible new sources of revenue, there i^ no alternative but to 
mark time.” We might as well theretore examim* tlie Recm'pts apd 
Expenditure accounts since Provincial Autonomy Ix^gan, Our 
estimated r(‘ceipts fortunately show a gradual increase as the following

Without doubt we have to compliment the HiSn'ble Mr. Suhrawardy 
for being cautious aud not only marking time but also falling back a 
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few paces, for we see that his expenditure of 11 lakhs is less than that 
of last year. We are alarmed at the statement made by the Finance 
Minister that he is surveyinjr new sources of revenue. We are told that 
due to the war the province is enjoying economic prosperity. We are 
also informed of the fact that tlu* duration of tlie war being uncertain, 
no fresh commitments could he made, especially when an inevitable 
slump follows such prosperity. I am sure, and 1 feel that most of the 
memlxT.s in this House will agree, that if those wlm are directly 
benefiting from the cftVi i'. of the war were asked to contribute towards 
a new' tax, it would be fair and just, and further it would prevent 
profitetuing by inflating priies. It is gratifying to find that tlie 
Government has done something to se»‘ that tlie jute-growers liave hud 
an adc(iuate juice f(»r their jirodui'e. I dealt fully with this subject 
in m\ Budget sjieech of HtdS-df), and if the Finance Minister were t4i 
seriously coiisi(l<*r my suggestions in sjnte of the fact that it comes from 
one who belongs jo a Minority Group in ibis IBuise, be wunild, to a 
great (‘xtent, be able to solve ihe pridibuus that confront us w'ith regard 
to th(‘ ]>uvcrt\ and disticss of the n//j/r/N, einjdoyinent of the educut<*d 
middle classes and jirotcction of the jiioiiccrs of the jnt<‘ trade, in this 
connection 1 might .stress that relief to the ratjfuts sliould be given by 
the warehousing s\>tem in all di.stri(‘ts and then erojis be taken over, 
payments being made to them by a cash dejmsit system being intro- 
duced and all ord«‘r,s being booked in advance In jiurehasers. The lack 
of holding i)f)wcr and suitable marketing facilities would thus l*e 
overet>ine. 

Finally. Sir, in reviewing tin* Budgtd, I find that the Finance 
Minister in marking time and falling back u few^ jiaees by way of 
<*urtailing 11 lakhs has taken his toll from tlie Anglo-Indian and 
Eurojiean Kdui'ation (iraiit to the extent of Ur». ti.DOO as compared 
against last \ear’s t<»tal. 1I<* has however gi\en St. .losejdi’s Home, 
which jirovides tor our destitute old, Us. LM.OOU for which we are 
grateful, and I offer him our sincere thanks. (Hear! bear! from the 
Coalition Jlenche.s ) 

Mr. ABUL QUA8EM: Mr. Sjieaker, Sir, about a quarter of a 
century ago Mr. Montague, who was then the fender Secretary of 
State for India, described tlie tlien bureaucratic Government of India 
as “too wooden and loo uniniaginutive” and put forward a plea for 
reform by which the administration should pflss into the hands of the 
people of the country. Sini'e then we have had two instalments of 
Reforms and three years ago the administration of the jirovinces has 
passed into, the hands of popular Ministers. This Reform was hailed 
by many of us with high hope.s and we thought that a new era had 
aow begun when popular Ministers would initiate bold and progressive 
programmes of Reform which will mark great strides towards removing 
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the chronic poverty, sicknese and illiteracy of the people and came 
out a new career of greatness and prosperity on a level with that of 
the forward nations of the wofld. 

Three years of that popular Government have passed, but we are 
exactly wlicre we were in 19*17. The Budget presented by the Hon’ble 
Minister now is the same orthodox Budget of the bureaucratic Govern- 
ment, equally wooden, unimaginative and sterile. In three years the 
Ministry have not yet been a^ble to find a way out of the old ruts. They 
have not (;onceived any great project for the amelionllion of the people's 
condition and but for a little cobbling here and a little tinkering there 
and a few petty sops given here and there, they are carrying on as the 
bureaucrats of old, just keeping the administration going. 

I d<) not grudge them the little praise they deserve for half-a-dozen 
or so petty advantages for a handful of Muslims — a small mercy though, 
and yet <me that they could not get before. But, Sir, I cannot too 
strongly emphasise that the Moslems as a eoinmunity will not get lasting 
or substantial benefit by being given jobs. The great bulk of the 
Moslems like the great bulk of the Hindus an* not interested in jobs. 
They are interested in great schemes for the amelioration of their 
economic condition, in the spread of universal free primary education,, 
in great sanitary projects for banishing si<*kness and such like things. 
On these matters their statemanship has nothing to show. There has 
been for the })ast three yinirs much talk ahouf spreading primary 
education, but little work. About sanitary projects the achievements 
of our Ministry are sampled by the Hooghly-Howrali Huslnng sr herne 
which was much talked about but has been apparently shelved. 

On the side of economic development tlie Ministry perhaps meant 
well, but their eioleavours so fur as evidenced by tlieir u(‘tivities regard- 
ing money-lending Imve been confined to efforts to nd) Peter to pay 
Paul. To poor Paul it is some benefit, hut it must be remembered 
that even if all the rich Peters are robl>ed. it will not go very far to 
feed the hungry mouths of milli(»ns of Pauls. The greatest ])roblem 
is, not to secure a redistribution but multiplication of the wealth of 
the people. Tlie re.souree.s ot Bengal in material as well as man power 
are more than ample to inereas** the wealth of Bengal many times 
over and as the late Sir Daniel Hamilton pointed out over and over 
again, it could l)e done by simply organizing the idle labour for wealth 
production. He also }K)inted out how the capital neeiled could be found 
by monetising the laboui. Suggestions like this have Wen before our 
popular Government for three years, but nothing has been done yet. 

The present is the time when Bengal in common with the rest of 
Indm might easily make a great industrial effort with huge promises 
of success. It is by making full use of the Gi*eat War that some 
neutral countries like Japan established an einAiomic predominance in 
the world which they have still retained. The Indian Oovemtnenia 
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hard not yet made efforts to utilise the favourable position whioh India 
still has to organise a prreat industrial offensive, and our Government 
here is content to be equally somnolent. In these days when nil the 
world has adopted planned economy in jcriH?ater or less extent, the 
Government of Bengal lias not even had dnuims of platininf? an 
industrial uplift of India. The t'onji^ress Governments of other pro- 
vinces at least tliou^^ht about it and appointed an Inte^-Provinrial 
Plannin^r (Vimmittee. Bui our Ministry did not think tit even to join 
in that hopeful project. L<‘t me not be misunderstood. 1 cannot 
praise the C'on^rress Governments beyond ^riving: them eredit for a 
thou^fht about it. For I cannot forjiret that so far as this side of the 
work is concerned they have just thrown off their job when the 
op|)ortuuity of a lifetime had eoine. They went off the saddle when 
it was just the time to take tlie citadel by storm. Gur Government, 
with the field ojien before tliem are just eonteni, as their predecessors 
were, with their toy-lahorutories and institution, with nothing in tlie 
.shape of i^reat industrial projects to disturb their soiiinoleuce. 

In ujrriciilture, too, this Government is simply ^roin^ the way of its 
predecessors in their pathetic faith in laboratories and institutes, 
These liave their uses only if the work they do is passed on to the 
cultivator, and it cannot b(‘ imssed on to the cultivator until there is 
a ^reat reor^^anizution in the economie life of villujfes on the lines of 
what Sir Daniel Hamilton achieved at Go.saha and what could be 
achievetl in a far amph*r measure in a hundred thousand villages in 
Benj^ai it only the Goviunment [)ut its shoulder to tlie wheel with ^reat. 
jrood-will and jjrot a sliove on. 

Irrigation is the lite of agriculture and a means of health and 
comfort to the rural jieople. Years ago, Sir William Wilc()X made a 
trenchant criticism of the Irrigation polic\ of the (lovenimeiit of Bengal 
and showed that the problem in Bengal (‘ould only he I'ffectively solved 
by a great and comprehensive jirojcct. Piecemeal projects, he pointed 
out, wu»re ineffectual and dangerous. The Government of those days' 
ig-nored his sugestions. But a committee under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Hopkyns went into the (luestion and inad^’ suggestions which diif 
not accept those of Sir W. Wilcox, but agreed with one thing that ft 
comprehensive project had to In* made though the working out of the 
project might be spread over .several years. The Government of the 
day true to its genius promptly acted upon that portion of Ifopkyns’ 
report asked for an establishment but held up their hands so far as 
comprehensive programme was concerned. For the last three years we 
bad a popular Ministry' including the Hon’ble Mr. Subrawardy, who,, 
if I am not mistaken, used in those days to take a lot of infer«eit in 
Sir William Wilcox's profamals. And yet we are just where we were,, 
limping on with cnitiffies and never thinking of having a run for all 
♦e are worth', j^presenting Western Bengal as I do, 1 regret most 
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Govern men t’s inactivity in this matter. The whole of the Burdwan 
Division has been devastated because the Government of the past starved 
the countryside of its water resources in the interest of navigation in 
the port of (Jalciitta and by the embankments of the Damodar. JSo 
reparation has been made to the division for these evils of the past, 
and now, when a popular (loverumeiit is in power, its Budgets year 
after year show no signs yet of thinking of grappling with the problem 
of c<)in})reiienHive plan for dealing with water resources of Western 
Bengal. 

All the proinisc* that we have of anything in the line is a contour 
survey of Northern Bengal. At this rale in the course of halt a 
century the Burdwan Division will have a chance of a look in. 1 
need lianlly say that we in Western Bengal are not pleased with tljis 
coiitiinied negh'ct of irrigation and sanilatioii in Western Bengal. A^'e 
cannot helj) feeling that when the juescnt (juvernnient can think ot 
doing any the least good, they always think in tenns of Eastern Bengal 
and Northern Bengal. Tliere was a scheme — the 1 1 ooghly- Howrah 
Flushing Sclieine — wdiich bore some hope of good. But it is now' 
rotting in Hie upper shelves of tlie Secretariat. Sir, T have been a 
firm supporter of the (i(^V(*rnment because J in common witti all people 
of any side of the countrs had great lio))es ot the present Ministrs. Let 
me hope that it may \et be given to me 1(» continue in tin* faith and 
in the hjyalty. I <lo feel, however, that the want of achievement by 
the Ministry, thidr utter failure to plan any impioveiuent of the rural 
population for all the.se years, their exclusive ])reoccupat ion witli 
Eastern and Nhirthern Bengal to the utter neglect ot Wt'stern Bengal, 
is putting a heavs .strain on the lo\alt\ ot tin- (jn\eniment *s su])])orters 
in Wesli'rti Bengal. 1 recpiest the (lovernment not to carry the strain 
any further. 

Mr. AMRITA LAL MANDAL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in this General 
Discussion of the Budget, 1 wamld not like to enter into the detailed 
ostimules pii'sented to this House }>\ the Hon’ble Finance Minister 
I desire only to emphasise at this stage certain points in the Budget 
for I feel (hat as a provincial account of finances, the Budget now 
before us for consideration does not give a full ])icture of I^eugal’s 
economic netals, and does not ]>rovide for them. It i.s incomplete in 
many details and unsatisfactory in many respects. What we get is 
only a rough sketch of the various items of t‘xi)enditure that the Gov- 
ernimmt have undertaken' or are going to undertake in the impending 
ywir and (d the various sources of revenue at their disposal. They do 
not int<*rest us m inueh as the a(‘eount of what the Government have 
donewor [iropose to do for the furtherance of the economic welfare of 
the musses should. I am sorry to observe that in this respect the 
people of Bengal should be very much divsappointed. In the Budget 
■we get no well-conceived programme of work for the amelioration of 
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the conditions of the people nor are we jriven any indications about 
any such programme to be taken in hand in future. What the Finance 
Minister has done is only a haphazard distribution of funds among a 
number of items. All)out the justification of many of the grants, there 
mav be reasonable doubts, and 1 am sure that tliere is even no seeming 
principle behind such allocation of public funds. 

In former Budgets presented to this House we had the pleasure of 
hearing at least tiie echo of a constructive programme, although in 
actual performance we have not got anythinir to W proud of ; but in 
the pres(*nt Budget we h(‘ar only a sad bewailing ovtu* a (hdicit Budget. 
Yes, the Finance Minister iius ha<l to present a deficit Budget and 1 
have every sympatliy with liini But what we must deprecate is the 
manner in wliich he has allocated the funds. A good few lakhs might 
easily be saved, if grants to certain institutions of little utility were 
withheld. Indeed. I slnmld say that while deserving institutions liave 
been deprived of assistance, funds have been pn»\ided for unnecessary 
ends in other directions For mv community whicdi I have the honour 
to rcjircsent no Niiitaldt' programme ot uplift luis Ikmmi ])luniied and 
no adc(iuale funds jirovided for tlie purpost* FiVen the n'curring grunt 
of Hs. o lakhs which was (h‘cidi*d upon last \eur has not been imdgeted 
for And for tiic Vi>wa\aia(i which <*njoy^ a worlilwidc recognition 
no furob have been jU’oNidcd, althoiiirh the (lovernincnl promised to do 
so. 1 need not multijily an\ more instances, foi I think tin* House 
will have MUMi* <tj»portuiiit le^ t(* exjuess strong dHapjiroval about many 
grant.s that lla^c bciui made in the Budget. 

Over and above, the Finance Minister has assured iis tliat he will 
be coming with proposals for taxation before tin* einl of the \car. One 
may a**k : AVIi\ ihoubl tin* people of Bengal be faxed^ N it for any 
devel«){nnental program me K it lor an\ woik oj s<m ial uj)lift that 
mu.st he (arned out even at the i of the people?" I along with many 
others 111 (liis lliuisi' sliould be in genuine doulits whether taxes imjiosed 
for covering the ileficit will be very much relished by the people of 
Bengal. Tlie\ have lieen little benefited by the iM'oriomie pidicy of 
tbe (iovernnieni and as such they must not be callcil uiwm to bear the 
burden ot unjustifiable taxation.

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I move that 
the business of the Asembly do stand adjourned to consider a definite 
matter of urgent public importance, namely, the action of the Gbvern- 
ment in issuing the order No. 1052 P., dated the 17th February, 1940, 
under clause (a) sub-rule (/) of rule 41 of the Defence of India Rul^^s, 
directing the Editor of the “Hindusthan Standard” that all editorial 
articles commonly known as leading articles intended for publication 
in the paper shall, before being published in the newspaper 
“Hindusthan Standard”, be submitted for scrutiny to the Special Press 
Adviser, Calcutta, for a period of three months from the date of service 
of the said order. . 

Sir, when this morning in the “Hindusthan Standard” I found this 
order printed on the front page, I was looking for some indication in 
that order itself as to the reasons which actuated the Governiuent of 
Bengal to take this most extraordinary step against one of the leading 
dailies of Calcutta. Sir, as a lawyer I have been accustomed to deal 
with and to come across executive orders which for the time being seek 
to curtail the liberty of individuals, but in almost all these cases a 
preamble is attached to that order for the pur])ose of indicating to the 
victim of that order what it was that actuated the powers that be to take 
such a drastic step against the person who has been singled out for 
executive favour of that particular kind. In the present case there is 
no indication whatsoever as to what was the reason why the Government 
of Bengal considered it necevS.>ary to take such an unprecedented step 
against the “Hindusthan Standard”. I find, Sir, on a reference to 
the Defence of India Rules under which this action is purported to have 
been taken, that in the preamble it has been set out “Whereas an 
emergency has arisen which renders it necessary to provide for special 
measures to ensure the public safety and interest and the defence of 
British India and for the trial of certain offences”. I thought that pro- 
bably the action of the “Hindusthan Standard” might come within the 
purview of this preamble and that this particular newspaper might have 
been guilty of some action or some publication — publication of some 
new^ or editorial which would bring it within the necessity of safe- 
guarding public safety and the interest of the defence of British India. 
And I also looked into the different items enumerated in section 2 of 
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the Ordinance No. 5 of 1939— and I found it stated— “Without pre- 
ju(ti^ to the generality of the powers conferred by sub-seflNion (/), the 
rulea may provide for, or may empower any authority to* make orders 
providing for, all or any of the following matters, namely, (i0 pre- 
venting the spreading without lawful authority or excuse of false 
reports or the prosecution of any purpose likely to cause disaffection or 
alarm, or to prejudice His Majesty’s relations with foreign powers, or 
to promote feelings of enmity and hatred between different classes of 
His Majesty’s subjects.’* 

Sir, I have been a fairly regular reader of the “Hindusthan 
Standifird’’ and I do not find within my recollection that there was any 
publication of any editorial in this paper which would bring it within 
the mischief of this clause o. which ahme could W cf)nsidered to lie at 
all relevant to this particular order which has been promulgated against 
them, because all other clauses relate practically to the i)rosecution of 
the war and contemplate measures which are necessary for the ]>urpo8e 
of ensuring the due and successful j)rosecution of the war. 

Now, Sir, I find that in this order, as I have said, there was no 
indication of the reasons which actuated the (iovernment to promul- 
gate the order and bring the “Hindusthan Standard” within the mischief 
of these rules. Sir, I was told immediately before this adjournment 
motion was taken up by you that there was some rei)ort going round 
in this Assembly that the “Hindusthan Standard” was guilty of having 
published some articles which might l>e considered to cause feelings of 
enmity and hatred between different classes of His Mujestv's subjects. 
I do not know what exactly is in the mind of the (fovernment and 1 do 
not know what attitude the Hon’ble the Home Minister will take up 
in this matter but in his reply 1 am expecting that he will vouchsafe 
to this Assembly some reasons fr)r taking this most extraordinary action 
against a leading daily of Cab utta. Hut if I am to take the rumour at 
its face value this action might probably have originated in an article 
which apjjeared in the “Hindusthan Standard” in criticisnj fjf some of 
the members of the (iovernment and in that connection making some 
observations with regard to the Moslem religion. Now, I find that on 
& subsequent day this particular newspaper came out with an editorial 
observation offering a complete apology for anything that might have 
appeared in that paper which might have hurt the feelings of our 
Moslem fellow-countrymen. Sir, I do not think that anything more 
could be expected of a responsible journal after what the editor bad 
done in this matter; if for any reason objection was taken to any articla 
which had found a place in the editorial columns of that newspaper it 
bad made ample amends which could be made by a honourable and 
responsible journalist. Seeing that his observations might be open 
to misconstruction, he came forward with an unqualified apology and 
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expressed regret particularly when his attention was drawn by some 
other journals of the city. Those observations were conceived in a 
generous spirit, were conceived in a spirit of recognition of the impro- 
priely of the step, if I may say so, that tliis newspaper had taken in 
j)iihlishiiig the article in question. (A voice: Can you read out this 
“ample apology”?) I am not here to read out that apology; let the 
Government come forward and .say that it did not consider that apology 
ample and suflicient. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 may say that no member will be allowed to 
interrupt a speaker on any side of the House. I hope memb^s will 
realise that if an> ({uestion is to be asked, if an\ ])oint is to be raised, 
it .should be raised after the .speaker has fini.shed in the proper 
parliamentary way. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U* ft the apologists of (iovernmeut 
would like to .sup])ort the acti(»n of Government fui the ground that the 
apology Avas not considered sufliciimt, then I think they stand self- 
comlemned. If the case for Government is that this apology was not 
suflicient or ample, and that the action taken h_\ them justifie.s the 
outrageous step of asking the edil(»r of this pai»er to submit all its 
editorials tor a jieriod of three immths to the sciuliny of the Special 
Press Adviser, then I think, there cannot be a worse (-(indemnation of 
their action. J do not think that it can lie contended for one moment 
that a jourmd against which only one singb* instance of an\ thing which 
might be characteri.seil as a lajcse for (he time being has been lirought 
forward should b(‘ subjecte<l to this extreme jienalty of subjecting all 
its editorials to th(‘ .scrutiiiA of the Special Ibess Adviser for a period 
of three months. I do not think that the jnesent tiovernment in their 
desire to ride rough-shod over the liberties of the ^leople in every direc- 
tion has gone .so tar as in the present instance. Ma> I ask for a 
moment if then* was not ample provision in the oi'dinary law of the 
land to puisue ihis eiring journalist it erring he was in a court of law? 
May I ask Govtumment to c(mside*r whether if his action was unju.sti- 
fiuble he could not be proceeiied against in a criminal court under 
section lodA ot the Indian Penal (’ode, for fomenting cla^s hatred, for 
casting aspersions against a religion? There are other relevant .section.^ 
also in the Penal (ode under which action i*ould W taken. And if 
after subjecting this article to judicial 'scrutiny it was found that it 
transgressed the limits of huv then every right-mindeul man would have 
stood by the (ioA'ernment in their attempt to punish him in the usual 
course of law. Put tiiat xvas not done by (iovernmeut. Take again 
for instance section !19A and the following sections of the Crimmal 
Procedure (.’ode — ihovse seetion.s which in spite of popular opposition 
were embodied in the ('riminal Procedure Code. They have invested 
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the p^overnment with the ri^ht ta impose junialties tijum a journal wliich 
according? to them has published matters which would promote or were 
intended to promote feelin^rs of enmit> or hatred bet\\een the diftWent 
classes of His Majesty s subjects, ruder those .sections (lovernment 
could have inflicted the i)enalty by way oi imposing a securit\ upon 
the journal and could have forfeited that securitx if an apiirojiriate 
occasion arose, but that would have ^nven lh<‘ victim of sindi an order 
the ri^^ht to apply to the Hipfli (\)urt and to obtain a decision .siMting 
aside the order of (ioveniment it it was found not in consonance with 
the re<|uirenients of the law .

rule issued in tlie ,>eur ISld liy Lord Hastin^?s — a sort of an ordinance 
proiiMiljrnted in those days just to muzzle the rising'- press of the time. 
The rule says that the proof-sheets of all newspapers includinjr supple- 
ments and all extra publications must be previously sent to the Chief 
Secretary for rexision. Sir, let me point out to the House, ajjd I am 
sure that it is known at -least to some members in this House, that 
since 1818 — to be more accurate since 1828, till to-day this rule has 
been applied oiily once and that in the year 1828. This rule was not 
used even in the tumultuous time of the Sppo\ Mutiny. There w^as no 
siinifar ordinanoe in Great Britain or in India during the last war. 
No such rule was promulgated or used during those days of the w'ar 
when the “Emden” w'as carrying on havoc in the Bay of Bengal, and 
when guns were boom^g near the coasts of India. But what Mo we

times be disobeyed and historx has shown that there is nothiutr wronir 
about it. 

Now, Sir, may 1 ask whal was the occasion to take actmn under 
tlie Defence of India Rules in Ilen^ral v Whaf Imppeiied really in 
Bengal.-' Far far away troni the booming oi guns in Bengal, there 
are no frontier tribes to fight against, no Fakir of Ipi to deal with. 
In the North-West Frontier Province where there are frontier irihen 
and where there is the Fakir of Ipi no such measure has been found 
necessary. But why in Bengal y And then what has the “Hindusthaii 
Standard ’ done to deserve tlii.s severe punishment from (JovernmentP 
Has the “Ilindusthan Standard" written anything to incite the peojde 
of this province to violence y If it has done so, the arm of law— the 
ordinary law of the land — is long enough ami strong enough to catch 
and punish the erring editor. Why then they take shelter under the 
extraordinary lawless law called the Defence (d‘ India Rules y That 
is the question. 

I>et me, Sir, tell the House one thing through >f»u. The 
Hiudusthan Standard ha*' written no editorial tliis morning and has 
left tlie editorial space Idank. This Idank editorial sjiai’c sjieakH 
volumes. This blank editorial of the “Hindnsthari Standard" is a 
warning to the people who ought to know belter. If the fiov'ernment 
want to muzzle the pres.s, it the Cioverninent w’unt to muzzle 
the people, if the (iovernmeni want to stifle genuine ])ublic 
opinion which demands free expression in the country 
Government must repent one day and that day is not very 
distant. T am sure that no one in this Hou.se will \w able to point out 
one single sentence in any editorial written in the '‘Ilindusthan 
Standard’’ which can be interpreted as incitement to violence. That 
is the main point. Unless people talk of violence, unless people incite 
others to violence, what is the necessity or justification for using an 
ordinance — an ordinance not apj)roved by this Legislature, an ordinance 
not promulgated by the Provincial Government, an ordinance that 
comes from the Central Government. I say there is no justification 
for taking^ction under this ordinance. I submit, Sir, that the Bengal 
Oovemme*ht have done an act of grave injustice to the nationalist press 
of India — an injustice for which Government will havlR to repent — a 
grievous wrrong which must be righted immediately in the best interest 
of the coimtrv 
21 
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With these words, Sir, I once again accord my whole-hearted 
gupport to the motioft^of adjournment moved by^our Deputy Leader, 
Mr. Santosh Kumar Basu. 

Mr. SYEO BADRUDDOdA. Sir, it is unfortunate that I should be 
called upon to deliver my maiden speech in the heat and turmoil of a 
political discussion. Nevertheless, I feel that I have got to join issue 
with certain remarks and observations made by members of the Oppo- 
sition in connection with an article against which the Oovernment of 
Bengal has taken action. 

The “Hindusthan Standard” and for the matter of that, an> other 
journal in the province or in the world is quite at lil>erty to criticise 
any policy or measure of the Government, but in the name of the liberty 
of the press, in the name of freedom of the press, in the name of free- 
dom of thought, in the name of nationalism, and in the name of all those 
high-sounding words which have l)een quoted wholesale from the texts 
of Europe and America, this journal should not la* allowed to cast 
serious reflections not merely upon a system of Government in the most 
outrageous and provoking manner, but to create class hatred, thus com- 
plicating the whole situation, poisoning the springs of life, vitiating 
and corrupting the whole atmosphere and postponing (he day of our 
salvation. 

Sir, in all the various spee<*hes that 1 have delivered from time 
to time during the last 20 years, T have always ])lea(led for better 
understanding aii<l dee|)er reconciliation between commuinties and 
communities. I have tried to pave the way for that inter-communal 
harmony and ])eace which is the cry in this much distracted agitated 
land of ours. But when we find that forces are arrayed, and ranged, 
for condemning and denouncing the Government for the just action 
they liave taken not to stifle freedom of the press, but to discourage 
the mischievous and nefarious activities of a dirty journal, w’e cannot 
but strongly approve of their action. 

Muslims might tcderate, any Gc^vernment might tolerate other 
things, but nut this encroachment upon the cultural traditions, the 
sacred and inviolable rights of the community. Sir, the hectoring, 
arrogant, insolent attitude us reflected in the writings and editorials 
of this paper has been responsible for class hatred and bitterness between 
the various communities, of Bengal. Any civilised Government which 
will have the courage to stop all these nefarious articles will have the 
encouragemeipi;t, support and sympathy of every right-thinking and 
sensible citiieu. We have condemned Hitler and Mussoloni. There 
is nothing to choose to-day between Hitler’s Nasism and Russian 
Communism. In the name of Communism, in the name of socialism, 
in the nan^e of Naiism, half a dosen tyrants are still non trying to 
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dMainate the whole world. The Congress which hns proved despite its 
professions of sympathy and good-will, more heciofing, more arrogant, 
mote insolent so far as the otlier nationalists are concerned. 

Mr. SARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Is that in orders 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am sorry. Mr. Badilrutidoju, you are 
of the limits of this adjournment motion. 


Mr. SYED BADDRUDDOJA: Sir, these articles create disaffection 
not only apainst this (jovernmeni estahlishe<l liy law and order, but go 
still further. At a time wlien the British (Jovernment is in a state of 
war with the be]]i^>'ereiit nation.s of.Kuro|)e, articles like tliis encoura#?« 
the dete.stable features of commur^^i which every sensible and riffht- 
thinkin^r man should condemn and reprobate. We can tolerate any 
fair critici.sm of tiovernniental measures, but we cannot t<derate or 
eucourajfe in any wa.\ this reckless and wanton encroaidiment upon 
our relip’ious ri^»‘lits and tradition.-^ which wounds our feeliuffs and 
does terrible violeme to our sentiments. 

Sir, we have not encroached upon others’ relijfious rights. This 
Government have never l>een responsiliile for curtailing the religious 
liberties ot the Hindus of Bengal, yet this journal goes to the length 
of saying, nay, attacking the Ifon’ble Mr. Kazlul Hmi who has been 
responsible for protecting the rights and lilierties of the various com- 
munities in Bengal and providing a<lef|iiate facilities and opportunities 
for their self-expression and giving them a chance to contrihule to the 
political and .social evolution of the common motherland. But while 
discussing, while criticising, while comlemning the present Govern- 
ment, the journal has abs(dutel> no husiness to go out of its way to cast 
reflection upon our religious traditions, to take lilx'rties with Allah 
and Gabriel, 

Sir, in the name of civilisation and culture, in the name of truth, 
in the name of all that is .suhliine and grand in human life, in the name 
of nationalism, in the name of humanity itself, much worse tyranny 
18 being perpetrated than even by the Nazis, Hitler has at any rate 
the logical consistency of being honest in his naked brutality; but we 
find that in the name of nationalism • 

Mr. M..SHAMtUOOIN AHMED: Sir, is this in order? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. Mr. Bnddniddoja, you mu«t confine 
youMielf to the 8 ubject*matter of the adjournment motion. 
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Mr. SYED BADDRUDDOJA: Sir, I feel that I had been slightly 
irrelevant to the point. (Laughter from Opposition Benches.) But 
it is no uw‘ laughing, it is no use interrupting. My friends on the other 
side belong to a school of thought that has even sought to deprive other 
eoniinunities and nationalities in India of their legitimate rights and 
liberties. They have gone to the length of imposing at the point of 
the bayonet their political theories and ideals upon the Muslims. Sir, 
I .was just referring to the fact simply to illustrate the point that this 
is not the first journal of its kind, this is not the first article of its kind, 
this is not the first utterance of its kind, this is not the first effusion 
of its kind, that is responsible for this class hatred. Any civilised 
Government will have the sympathy of all right-thinking men to dis- 
courage, and to check the vagaries of this journal, so that peace and 
tranquillity might i)revail in this land, so that Muslims and Hindus 
and all classes and communities who are dreaming of a better Bengal, 
a happier Bengal, a prosperous Bengal, can achieve the consummation 
of the ideal, can achieve that cherished goal of peace and harmony. 
Therefore, in the interests of peace and harmony, in the interests of 
peaceful working of this Government, in the interests of law^ and order 
in the interests of rights and liberties of all communities, we have got 
to oppose the adjournment motion that has ]>een moved this evening. 


Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: Mr Speaker, Sir, when we 
were discussing the resolution on war a few months ago we had occasion 
to refer to the passing of the Defenc-e of India Act and the possible 
operation of the rules framed thereunder in a manner prejudicial to 
the interests of the public at large. Sir. we thought that when that 
resolution was passed we \\ould have some direct proof of the anxiety 
of the llon’bb* Ministers and their su]>]>orters to helj) in the prosecution 
of the war on behalf of Bengal or of India. We thought that if the 
ITon’ble the (^liief Minister by reason of his age would he debarred from 
diiwtly ])arti('ipating, at any rate it was (juite possible that the Hon'ble 
the Home Minister would lead a national army of Bengal in defence of 
freedom and progress! But. Sir (inierruptiou by the Hon’ble Mr. H. 
S. Suhraw'ardy). The Hon’ble the Finance Minister interrupted me. 
1 left him out of account because I know, Sir, that in times of war it 
will be difficult to take the Hon’ble the Finance Minister into anybody’s 
lumfidence, because people know he is rather irresponsible for keeping 
State secrets. But, Sir, ‘ihat is neither* here nor there. 

We find, Sir, that during the last three months the Defence of 
India Act and the Rules framed thereunder have been deliberately 
applied by the present Government for curtailing the liberty of persons 
and the freedom of the press. Sir, I make myself bold to make the 
statement and if the Hon’ble the Home Minister desires to controvert 
it, I would ask him to set up an independent commission of enquiry to 
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find out as to the real motives which lay behind the passing of orders 
undfer the Defence of India Act and the Rules framed thereunder. 

Sir, why were these rules passed, why this Act was at all jmssed 
by the Central Legislature P The object was that in view of a state 
of emergency certain special powers had to be given to the Ccuitral 
Government and the Frovimial (Jovernnient, but it was made cleat 
that all those special provisions would be applied not for the purpose 
of suppressing in an arbitrary manner any legitimate expression ^of 
opinion or activity but only in respect of matters relating to war, to 
the maintenance of public peace and trampiillity aftei ting the jirostHm- 
tion of such war. But what do wc findP We find that repeated opjayr- 
tunities have been taken by tlie present Ministry to apply the provisions 
of the 13efence of India Rules to matters which could have nu connec*- 
tion whatsoever with the pros(‘cuti()n of war. 1 sliall not refei- here to 
the action taken hy (lovernment against individual pcM'sons, hecause 
that does not fall within the pur\iew of the pr<*st‘n( adjournment 
motion, hut I ^hall say that certain newspapers have lu'en deliberately 
selected hy the (joverninent . whose policy had not Ix'en favouralde to 
the policy adopt(*d hy the ])re.sent Ministry, and then* has heeii an 
organised attempt to suppress the legitimate expressitm of public 
opinion. (Mr. Tooksii Ciiandhv (h’rr\: Shame, shame.) Whether 
such a newspaper belonged to an organisation which was against the 
policy of the (i()V(‘rnm(*nt and whi<'h might or might not have been 
owned by a ilimlu, tlie order was applied. Whether the mutter relaU*d 
to (luestions like the reading of Hindu boys and girls in maktubs — a 
matter which could possibly have nothing to do with the war, an order 
was passed on tlie “Ananda Bazar Ratrika” w^arning that newspaper 
from publishing information regarding such matter and demanding 
as to from whom such information hud been obtained. I ask, Sir, 

Mft SPEAKER: Dr. M(M)kerj(*e, I am sorry to interrupt you, but 
that is not the subject-matter of the present adjournment motion. 

Or. 8YAMAPRA8AD M00KER4EE; Sir, the “Ilindusthan 
Standard” and the “Ananda Bazar Patrika” are under the same 
management; I hope, Sir, that yon will permit me to raiw* the general 
question in an indirect manner. After all, Sir, what is the charge 
that has been made by the Government against the “Hindusthan 
Standard”? We do not know that. It is %ot an isolated attack on 
the “Hindusthan Standard”; it is merely an example. I say that the 
policy of Government has been to carry on a campaign of repression 
against newspapers whom it does not like. 

Thi Hon’llia Kliwnja 8lf NAZIMUODIN. On a point of order, 
Sir. Are you pi;epared tp accept that? 
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Mr. 8PCAKER: No. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MbOKERilEE: Sir, J am putting it in* 
directly. I am not going into details, but I am just pointing out that 
the Defence o;P India Rules have been misapplied deliberately, and the 
*‘Hindusthan Standard’^ is merely an instance. There have been cases 
of other newspapers which have been made to suffer like this. (The 
Hon’ble Khwaja Sir Nazimoddin : Name them.) I can mention the 
^‘Ararita Bazar Patrika”, “Jugantar”, ‘‘Matribhumi”. Do you want 
any more!^ But not the “Star of India” or the “Azad”, (laughter from 
the (\)rigresK Benches) which have carried on a systematic policy of 
attacks on Hindus. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I am afraid. Dr. Mookerjee, you cannot mention 
other papers. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: The HonMde the Home 
Minister asked me for some information and so 1 have supplied him 
with Ihe information. 

Mr. SPEAKER: You are both at fault ! (Diugliter.) 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: 1 just want to say how this 
policy of misa])plieation of the Defence of India Rules has been carried 
on. In one ca.se I issued a statement along with Mr. B. C. Phatterji 
with regard to certain repressions on the Hindus in some parts ol 
the i>n)vince. That statement ap|HUired in the juess under my 
signature, and 1 take, Sir, the fullest responsibility for every single 
statement made therein. If there is a single statement made therein 
for which Government thinks that 1 have violated the provisions of 
the law' I ask the Government to proceed against me in the proper 
manlier, but what did the Ministry do? The Mini.stry called upon a 
particular newsjiaper which published comments on that statement and 
warned it against future repetition of such jniblication. I ask when 
the Ministry violated the same procedure, when the llon'ble Mr. Fazlul 
Huq’s statement ap|>eared in the columns of ‘‘The Statesman” from 
day to day, where w'ere the Defence of India Rules? Why were they 
not applied for publishii\g news similar t-o what was published in the 
Indian-ow'iied papers. (Tries of “Hear, hear” from Opposition 
Benches.) 

With regard to this particular article, I would appeal to the House 
— let us consider this matter dispassionately. I would certainly say 
that none of us, whether we are Hindus or Muslima or Christians, 
should say anything or do anything which might wound the religious 
feelings of any community. (A member : Thank ydu.) If yott tbank 
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jm sincerely tlien I wish you jrod*^peed *{laujrhter) but you do not 
thank me sincerely. That is my attitude with re^fard to the jjeneral 
question. If any particular newspaper haa published any article which 
unintentionally has wounded tlie feelinjrs of a jmrticulur community, 
what does that newspa])er do?' The newspaper publishes an npolojfy. 
May I cite, Sir, a parallel case? What did not Hon’ble Mr. Failul 
Huq do at Jubbulpore? What sort of speech did he deliverP Will 
you scrutinise that statement and try to satisfy yourself whether it 
comes within the purview of the Defeiu^e of India Rules? Was not that 
spread of class hatred? Rut what did he do? He handsomely 
apolofrised to the public of Reugal. Will the Government of Benj;?al 
now proceed to take steps against the Hoirble Mr. Faslul Huq under 
the Defence of India Rules or the Indian Penal Code? No, because 
he has apoloj^ised and you accept his apolop‘\ ! Rut what do we find 
with regard to the “Hindusthan Standard”? Supposinj^ that an article 
has been written wliicli has wounded the reli^nou.s feelin^rs of a com- 
munity and an apoloj^y is published in the same papiT, will you ticcepi 
the apolo^^y? (Vrtainly not, because it is the “Hindusthan Standard”, 
and ;sou would like to have an opportunit\ of crushiiifr that newspaper! 
What is the order that you puss? Will the House refer to rule 41? 
Rule 41 says: “If, in the opinion of the Provincial Government, it 
is necessary or ex])edient for the enforcement of these rules, the Pro- 
vincial Government may, by order addressed to a printer, publisher, 
or editor, or to pi inters, juiblishers and editors j^mnerally, — require 
that all matter, or any matter relatin^r to a |>articular subject or class 
of subjects, shall, before bein^'' published in any document or class of 
documents, be submitted for scrutiny to an authority sjiecified in the 
order”. 

Now, Sir, 1 find that it is under rule 41 (/) that the order has been 
passed by the Government of Ren^ral. Wliat is tlie order? It is 
that all editorial articles are to be placed liefore the Specdal Press 
Adviser for scrutiny under this rule. I ask, Sir, is it covered by the 
rule itself? It says, ‘'any matter relafiiijr to a particular subject 
or class of subjects”. The Government of India was not troublinjf 
itself about the internal worries and difficulties of the Ministry of 
Bengal. The Government of India was thinking about matters relat- 
ing to war and the prosecution of war. The Government of India says 
in these rules that this order must apply to a certain edass of matters 
only which are mentioned in these rules. Blit where do you get this 
power to jjass a general order that no editorial article will be published 
in the “Hindusthan Standard” without the approval of the Press 
Officer? (Cries of “Shame, shame” from the Opposition RencJjes.) 
I ask, Sir, whether this does not show the w/il/i of 

the Government of Bengal. I say this deRberately. We want to 
be led to a court of law. If you are anxious to go to a court of law 
you persuade the* Hon'ble Mr. Failul Huq to take the matter to a 
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court of law to prosecute 4he editor of the “Hindustan Standard’’. 
(Dr. Naliniksha Sanyal: They dare not!) I say this deliberately 
that we have to proceed with matters like this with a little caution. 
1 would appeal — if that appeal is worth anything — to the Hon’ble 
Mr. Fazlul Huq who is calling a Round Table Conference day after 
to-morrow. (Ajt Opposition Member; Bogus conference!) What 
will the conference do, if this is the attitude shown by the Ministry 
over which the llon’ble Mr. Fazlul Huq presides? I would like to 
know from the Hon’ble the Chief Minister — is he -really anxious that 
there should be a proi)er atmosjdiere in the province leading to an 
amicable Hettleinent between the two great communities? If that is 
HO, let him proceed with justice and with fairness, and let him show 
that the atmosphere whi(;h he wants to see created in Bengal is such 
that the people of the provincve will have immediate confidence in him 
and in his Government. If we find that his words say something and 
his deeds show something else, then what answer will Bengal give? 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: He is a hypocrite 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order Dr. Sanyal, will \ou withdraw that 
expression “hy])ocrite” ? 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, 1 have not used any expres- 
sion. 

Mr. SPEAKER: T disti nctly heard you to have etiid “he is a 
hypocrite”. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: I maintain, Sir, 1 have not used 
the word “hypocrite”. If, however, you want me to withdraw that 
word 1 am quite ready to do so. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not want to put into your mouth any word 
if you have not used it. But I am quite sure that when Dr. Mookerjee 
was saying “Whut answHT will Bengal give” you interrupted him 
from your side of the House and I distinctly heard you say “he is a 
hypocrite”. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA ^NYAL: I have not given it as my opinion. 
I only said so in reply to what Bengal will say. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Did you say anything else beyond saying he is a 
hypb('rite? 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Yes, Sir, I am quite prepai«d to 
withdraw what I said.

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERdEE: Sir, this interrujition has 
taken place in spite of your ])reviou8 ruling that there sliould be no 
interruptions, when a member is speaking. 

I would just <on('lu<le with an expression of opinion that the 
(jovernment should realise that there is a strong public feeling 
among all sections of tlie community with regard to the ajiplii’ut ion of 
the Defence of India Buies by the present (lovernment, and 1 would 
ask the (loverument t(> take suitable action to allay such feeling. It 
is no use riding rough shod over public opinion. You (an TIo tw) in thia 
House, because you happen to have a majority here, but if once the 
public of Bengal feel that there can be no justice fn>m the present 
Ministry then action may be taken on lines which will not be to the 
best interests of the (Tovemment or of the province as a whole. I 
would, therefore, appeal to the Government to rise equal to the occaaion 
if really we are going to have a favourable atmosphere created for thia 
province, and to make a declaration that all cases of orders passed 
under the Defence of India* Rules would •be considered by a small 
independent committee. Let the committee of three sit and go through 
all these cases and satisfy the public of Bengal that no order has been 
passed for reasons which cannot be upheld in the public eye. 


Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDiQI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
Dr. NALINAKSHA 9ANYAL: Apologist! 
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Mr* SPEAK fin: Dr. Stnyal, this interruption of yours is in the 
nature of obstructing the proceedings of the House. The next time I 
find that you are obstructing in this way, it shall be my painful duty 
to take recourse to the power which I have got to prevent such obstruc- 
tion.

Honourable memWrs opposite 
come here and tell us that the Defence of the Healin Act should not 
have been used. Sir, in peaceful times when there was no war friends 
of gentlemen opposite u.sed tlie powers under the innocent-looking 
section, w’hich they and we all know too well, section 144, in Ilombay 
where the (joverninent did not ask any editor to send his articles for 
H( rutiny, but simjily stopped 14 newspapers be«*ause they had criticised 
tiieir prohibition policy. Now', wdth that example before us 1 cannot 
understand how gentlemen opposite dart* ctune out and ask this (Jovern- 
nient to do this and not to do that and tlemantl that a committee be 
appointed to see whether action shtmld be taken or action should not 
be taken against editors who violate all (‘iinnons of decent journalism, 
editors who know so little of our religion, wdio know so little of our 
sentiments and feelings. I declare, Sir, w'ith all the sense of responsi- 
bility that I possess that if action had not been taken tln‘re were 
Mu.ssalmans inside and outside this House w'ho would Imve done 
something worse. I warn gentlemen opposite that they may play with 
tlie (lovernment. th(*y may play with politi<s, but they .shall not play 
with my Allah, with my Proj)het, with the angel Gabriel; in i»ne word 
with my religion. AVe ery halt there. Sir, challenges have been 
thrown down an<l we have be(*n threatened W'lth dire conse(|uences. I 
a('cept as many challenges as they will throw. WV shall tolerate any 
amount of humbug from them but when religion is ridiculed and 
attacked, when Allali is plaved with and when Mr. Fazlul Hmj is 
supposed to be receiving iruhi, messages from tin* Almighty — wahi 
stopped so far as we are conc«‘rned with the last of the Prophets- 
when any fierson wliether he be a Hindu or a Mussalman plays with 
us in this manner, if the Government fails to take action, it will be 
our duty to stand nj> and defend our faith. We must then take ae.tion. 
You cannot imagine, Sir, how hapjn' I was yesterday, when I found 
that the honourable and leafned Lead4*r ot the Opposition had per- 
formed his duty for the last time as a Leader of the Opposition. His 
spee(‘h on the budget pleUvsed me because there was constructive criti- 
cism of the financial statement in it. I felt hopeful that opposition for 
the sake of opposition, as heretofore, had come to an end, that pefhaps 
the world had changed and that perhaps we were going to have Wtter 
And more peaceful days in this Assembly. But this motion of adjourn- 
ment vn a subject which snakes one’s blood boil should make him and 
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his colleagues Kang down their heads in shame. They take shelter, 
as T have said, behind legal quibbles, whether action should have been 
taken under the Defence of the Realm Act or under section 153 of the 
Indian Penal Code and so on but they seem to be afraid of telling the 
world the cause of action. That does not show a mentality for the 
re-establishment of friendship or brotherhood. We are ready and we 
have been ready for years past for friendship. But, as I have already 
said, there must be a limit to our vilification. Let them realise that if 
you play with our Allah and His Prophet we .shall begin to play with 
you. There will then be no limit to whicli things will go. If you are 
prepared for that, we are prepared to give you battle and start a civil 
war if you so desire. For God’s sake, I appeal to Allah and I do not 
appeal to any worldly Government

When the honourable mover of the adjourn- 
ment motion was speaking I began to wonder whether the motion for 
adjournment was intended to be a big stunt, a piece of wonderful 
advertisement for the newspaper under question for which, evidently 
after last year’s experience with the “Amiita Bazar Patrika”, our 
critics opposite have all too suddenly developed deep love and affection. 
(A voK’K : It does not require subsidy.) Subsidy or no subsidy, if 
any journal in India or even outside goes to the length to which this 
paper has gone we shall not tolerate it. It has been said that as an 
apology has been submitted everything sho\ild be forgotten and for- 
given.

Mf. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: I plead guilty to the serisbs 
charge. I hope I shall be forgiven. I appeal to the Mussalmans 
sitting opposite, through you, Sir, to remember that they can play with 
politics as they like but when they also begin to play with Allah, with 
Muhamuiad-ibn-Ahdullali, and Oabriel-r/Zr/iAM-Atf/am (may the i)eace of 
Allah be on him) I warn them that they shall not be allowed to face 
any Muslim audience or any Muslim j)eople. They stood up all right 
in Buj)port of this motion. Let us hope that they will one day have the 
courage to stand up before Allah whom the “Ilindusthan Standard ' 
has Iradm^ed and has tried to bring into disgrace and Gabriel of whom 
I imagine they are us proud as I am, whom tlie writer has turned into 
a source of mahatmaic inspiration.

Moreover I would have been prepared to 
allow you 5 minutes but there are two speakers from the Treasury 
Bench — the Chief Minister and probalily the llcmie Minister; so 
sufficient time must be left for them. 

Mr. 8YED NAU8HER ALI: 1 tan assure you that I will not 
take more than f) minutes.

Mr. SYED NAUSHER ALI. Sir, it has been stated that thia 
order has been passed o?i uccoinit of an article that wounded the- 
religious feelings (»f the Mussulmans and consecjuenlly the Defence of 
India Kules have been applied in the ease of this paper. 

Apart fiom the question whether the Defence of India Rules are 
applicable under these cireujnstanees or not, I should like just to say 
a woird or two with regard to the reflections made on the Mussalraau 
members on this side of tlie H<»UHe. Whatever opinion the Muslim 
Ministry of Bengal or certain zealous supporters of theirs may hold 
about us, we feed that we are Muslims, we really l>elieve in Islam and 
we are trying our best to .serve Islam, to serve the best interests of the 
Muslims of Bengal and of India and to spread the real spirit of Islam 
throughout the country. Sir, as a Muslim I say and I declare that 
it is a sin to wound the religious feelings oP anybody, be he a Hindu, 
a Muslim, a Christian or anybody professing any faith whatsoever. 
And it is to be deeply regretted trtiat the '‘Hindusthan Standard"" 
published an editorial which wounded the feelings of the Muijims. 
I myself happed to read the editorial and it struck me at once that 
tke language of that editorial was objectionable. But the paper 
Jipologised and the Muslims of Bengal and of India, I think, arr 
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g^nfroufi enough to accept that apology (cries of *^Hear/' ''hear’* 

* from the Opposition Benches.) Apart from tl^ question of apology, 
the Muslim Ministry of Beligal could have very easily taken action 
under section 153A of the Indian Penal Code ; but they did not do eo. 
And, as far as I know, similar offending articles with regard to the 
religious sentiments of others in this country have appeared in other 
papers and no action whatsoever has been taken (cries of “Shame”, 
“shame” from Opposition Benches). Sir, I say and declare the 
strongest term possible that the “Hindusthan Standard” did^wroii^ 
in publishing that editorial. But as true Mu^ims (knowing that to 
err is human and that paper apologised) we on this side of the House 
cannot afford to be so un-Ishimic as to punish a paper that has already 
apologised (cries of “Hear”, “hear” from the Congress Benches)/ 
And I think no Muslim true to their religion, true to their God, true 
to their Prophet, true to the real Islamic spirit, would support this 
vindictive action of the Ministry — of the Muslim Ministry. I know 
there have been publications in the press in support of the Ministry 
which have wounded the feelings of many, not only the 
religious feidings of other committfH's, hut of the 
Muslim community as well. There have been acts done by the 
present Ministry, by their Muslim supporters in this very House, which 
are absolutely un-Islamic, which are revolting to the religious senti- 
ment of every Muslim anywhere in the world and the Ministry have 
t4iken no actions 

(Ki're the member having reached tln‘ time-limit reH\imed his seat.) 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Sir, when earlier this evening 
we were discussing the question of the admissibility of this^motion, 

I observed that one of the grounds on which we put forward this 
motion was that the action of the Government was a flagrant abuse 
of the provisions of the Defence of India Rules. My honourable and 
learned friend. Dr. Syamaprasad Mookherjee, has drawn the attention 
of the House to some of the provisions of the Defence of India Act 
and the Rules made thereunder. But may I draw the attentipn of 
the House in the lirst place to the preamble of the Act? It was an 
Act to provide for special measures to ensure the public safety and 
interest, and the preamble says — “whereas an emergency has arisen 
which renders it necessary to provide for special measures to ensure 
the public safety and interest”. The jpreamhle mentions, as is the 
fact, that these are specigl measures, and the occasion for introducing 
these special measures has also been mentioned, viz., that an emer- 
gency has arisen. And what is the emergency? The emergency is 
the ^war in Europe. Therefore taking the preamble with the Act, 
one cannot have any doubt that this Act and the rules made there- 
under were intended to apply to a very different class of oases. These 
apeoial measures have not yet repealed the general law of the land. 
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If you felt that an article or articles was or were calculated to foMnt 
the (Spirit of hatred an^ enmity among il^ffereitt communities of India, 
well, there is the general law to deal with the offender. 

The second ground on which I say that the action of Gtivernmenl 
is ^ abuse of the provisions of the rule is this: I refer to rule 41, 
sub-rule (i), clause (a), which is quoted in the ordtT itself. That 
rule makes it absolutely clear — clear beyond a shadow of d<»ubt — that 
Ae Provincial (ioverumeut can do is to require that “all matter” 
— which obviously means the whole paper — can be suspended, and it 
proceeds further and says — “any matter relating to a particudar 
subject”. Surely the honourable and learned Home Minister will 
^^ot (xmtend — once upon a time he was a lawyer and I believe he still 
Is — that he can bring himself within this provision ”any matter 
relating to a particular subject”. I could have underst<K>d an <»rder 
of this nature, namely, “we ptx)hihit in your paper any discussion on 
any religious matter or anything which will throw any disiTedit on 
any particular religion”. 

Then, Sir, the rule proceeds further and adds — “or class of 
subjects”. The Home Minister, I venture to submit, cannot bring 
himself under the Act <ir tlie Pules because the order whiidi lias been 
passed is that “all editorial articles c<iuimonly known as leading 
articles” intended toi publication shall he submitted for scrutiny. 
Theretore, Sir, on these t\\<i grounds, — considering first the general 
8(dienie ot the Act, the general piirpi»s(‘ oi the Act. the situation whi<4i 
it is intended t<t nie(*t, and secondly, •‘onsidering the provisions in the 
rules, — on iMitli these grollnd^. I wouhl suhinit to the House without 
any fear of contiadiction that this order on the ” Himlnsthaii 
Staudai-!1“ is a Hagranl ahiuse id the pioxisions ot the Defence of India 
Act and the rules made thereunder. But, Sir, that order opens up 
really a wider question. My honourable friend .Mr. Siddiiji started 
by making the complaint that Mi. Santosh Hasu had not read out 
in this House the offending ariii le. J wish he had pauseil for One 
moment to coiisidei whether having made that complaint it was his 
own duty to read out that leading article. Whv does he tight shy of 
that leading article*' I agree tliat any pel son who had a commiuid 
of the English language would ri<»t have written in that strain. But 
are we in the political arena— and I ask Mr. Siddicji in particular- 
familiar or unfamiliar with the expression “(lod’s chosen men” P 
Are we familiar or unfamiliar' in the |K»litical arena with the expres- 
sion “(ireat God”? What has been done by the editor? I .would 
certainly confess that I would not have done so and Mr. Siddiqi, I am 
sure, woulcl not have done it. In the place of the word “God” be 
has substituted “Allah”. I know iu matters religious we are 
sensitive — both Hindus and Mussalmans are sensitive, and therefore 
utmost care should be taken in compo.sing a leading article. But the 
22 ' 
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whatever it was, has been' aU)ned for by the apology wbicb 
my honourable and learned friend Mr. Nausbjr Ali referred to. , The 
apology was in these ternifi : “We are sorry that our article of the 
7th February last should have given tlie ‘Azad’ an occasion for a 
controversy. We have already explained that it wa.s far from our 
intention to .show disre.spect to any faith and our contemporary itself 
has in effect admitted it. If, Iniwever, there were any expressions in 
the arti(!le which have given offence to our Muslim brethren-, we 
sincerely regret it. We need hardly assure them that ‘Allah* stands 
for Godhead.” 

Mr. Speaker, my “Srikrishna” or my “Ma Kali” mav or may not 
be “Allah” tx) my honourable friend Mr. Sid<U(;i. But as a Hindu — 
I may add a.s a pious Hindu — I am not aslcinifeil to confess thar his 
“Allah” is my “Sri Krishna”; bis “Allah” is my “Ma Kali”. It is 
in that spirit that we must approach each othei’s religion, and if the 
“Hindiisthan Standard’s” editor has oflendc l in ai yway, he has 
atoiHMl for it by expressing sincere regret to the Muslim public and 
the Mu.slim readers of the newspaper 

Then Mr. Siddiiji says in (lelmfe of tec (ioveniment action that 
only the editor has been punished, liie edit' r. Mr Siddiiii ought to 
have remembered, has not htum piu’da'd Ihe ('dit<u' (ould have been 
punished for his offence if he had been brought up before a r-ouri of 
law. The person or jiersons ])uinsbed art* the ]>roj)i ietors of the 
newspaper and the readers of that newsjiaper. T ask Mr. Siddiqi to 
advise the (ioveniment to take ^teps against the editor if he thinks 
that the editor has transgressed the law and I will pause for a reply 
when the Home Minister gets up to reply <m ludialf of (Toverument. 

Sir, the order which has been served on the “Hindiisthan 
Siaiulard” is really reminiseent of the rough and ready days in which 
Warren Hastings lived and worked. That Imperial Tyrant conjured 
up “State nece.ssiiy” for the {)ur}>ose of depriving the press of its 
legitimate rights ami to .stifle ]»uh'lic opinion. Warren Hastings on 
the il4th November. 178(1 — 1 am giving this instance because during 
the discussi<m on the admissihi!il\ ot the motion tlie Home Minister 
said tliat he had gone against only one jmper — Warren Hastings did 
go against one pajier; hut unfortunately for him the editor and the 
proprietor of that paper wen* Knglishinen. From Fort William on the 
I7th November, 1780, he issiietl a public notice in these terms: 
“ruhlic notice is herelVA' given that a weekly newspaper called the 
‘Bengal (dazette or the Calcutta (leneral Advertiser’ printed by 
J. A. Hicky has lately been found to contain several improper 
paragraphs tending to villify private characters and to disturb the 
]^ace of the land. It is no longer permitted to be circulated through 
the channel of the General Post Office.” But of course his successor 
— not his immediate success<ir it is true — Lord Hastings went a step 
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further and promulgated certaiu rules whicdj were somewhat on the 
Hues of the rules which have now been framed hy the (-entrar 
Legislature. But Lord Hastings came No grief. He re^ilised that he 
had done a wrong and therefore he eneouraged l]»e succe'eding editor 
of the paper against whom he had pro(‘eedeil l<» shirt a propagamla for 
the removal of those press laws He him.sclf advised it. Tlie name 
of the editor was Dr. James Hrvre. Sir, those were days when 
Englishmen in India were true to their tijnliti<ms ; tho.se were days 
W'hen they did not lea\e tlie traditions hehiml, did mit drop them in 
the Suez Lanai heforo pnx'eeding to India. 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERilEE: V<m do not kuou what they 
will (!(' to-da\ . 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Then, Sir, when those press 
rules were pnonulgated hv the then Lhiet Secretary one Mr. John 
Adams, tlicN not taken Ivinj.* down h\ the pnhlic ot Bengal. 

Persons who objected to those rules are honoured names in history, — 
Chamlru Kumar Tugoie, Dwaraka Nath Tagore, ILiju Bam Midian 
Roy, lhasaniia Kumar Tagore, Hem (’hundra (Hiosh and others. They 
petiliomnl the Supieme Court for the abrogation of those rules. But, 
Sir, the da\.s of jiet itioniug an* gone. The days of enforcement of 
public <ipiiii<)ii and the ua>s and means of smdi enfon’ement have come. 
And it oin appeal t<» the (ioveniment of the day goes in vain— 1 slate 
to this House, it our appeal to tlie (lovernmenl goes in vain we shall 
not only raise a storm of protest in this city and province hut s/ieaking 
a.s the Leader ot the Ojiposithm f shall (‘onsider it my duly to render 
the proceedings of this ihuisc impossilde until the iolion taken hy 
(joveriimeiit is uithdr.iuu. 1 s.iv s(t. .Sji. in ail se? i<»usucss, not in 
a spirit ot threat, mo in a spint ot < hJilen/ic hut in order to show 
the volume and int(‘nsif\ oi puhin. teeling in respect of this matter 
and I take responsibility for the aclmn of every single ineiiiber of 
the ( ^|)po^It ion v\ho will hillow me in that couise. (Cries ol “ll(*ar'\ 
“heai tiom thf Oppositmii Bonebes.) 

Sir, I have only almut six minutes more Imt I think I should give 
the House an instance ol what was done during the Sepriy Mutiny. 
Surely that was a much more serious affair than the present war in 
Euivipe so far as India was (oncerned. What did an Englishman, 
who it I mistake not was the father of that great law’yer and congress- 
man F-ardley Norton, dor" 1* believe my friends on the 'left, the 
European members will remember that Eardley Norton was a 
Congressman up to the last day of his life. John Bruce Norton, the 
father of "Eardley Norton, in his InKik “Rebellion in India" ^hich 
was written shortly after the Sepi>\ Mutiny said, “even in France the 
press has its three warnings. In Austria despotism is not so de8fK)tic 
as it is in India. Our gag is a garotte." 
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I ank the Ilon’hle the Home Mioiflter, was any warning addressed 
* to this editor for having used the name of the “Great Allah” so inany 
times in that arti(de of the Tih of February \ ask, was he given a 
warning either verbally or in writing? 1 ask, was his attention drawn 
to tile offending article — I mean, ofi'ending according to Gk)vernmentP 
As John Bruce Norton says, “even in France the press has its three 
warnings”. But in this Case as far as I am aware no warning was 
given. The warning wa.s the order of the 17th of 'February which 
w'as served on the 21st. Was any prior warning given? I pause for 
a reply. No w'arning was given in respect iif the arti(fie of the 7th 
February and yet this order was passed. The order was passed on the 
the 17th but it was served on the 21st after the editor had made an 
apology in the columns of bis paper. Surely any (Tovernment in its 
senses would have considered ten times before issuing an order of this 
nature. 

Now, Sir, there are oue or two other matters with which I wnmld 
like to deal. 1 would like on this occasion to read the words of John 
Bruce Norton on that occasion. He said, “[..et tliem depend ujKm it 
that this attack upon the press is in realit\ intended to xTeen tlie 
cowardice and inca[>acil\ 

Mr. SPEAKER : I am sorry, Mr. Bose, umr time is np, 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: As m> lime is up, may I just 
conclude with this <d»,servat ion that if the Ministers thus persevere 
in misadvising and misleading the (iovernor 1 will not say, Sir, that 
the Governor is iietrayed h(‘canse tliat is his own concern, hut I shall 
pronounce tliat this province is nmlone? 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, 1 am extremely 
thanktiti to my triend Mr, Sun tosh Kumar Basu for having tabled 
thi.s motion of udjournmeiil , liecuiise it gives me an opportunity of 
explaining to this House and to the members who have been so long 
supporting this ( io\ci iimeiit tlo' reason'* which have induced (iovetn- 
meiit to pass this order. I will not waste the time of the House ]>y 
using the language of conxeutiou hut 1 will place certain fact.s — cold 
facts in cold print which, 1 Impe. will carry conviction to every fair- 
uiiiuied person that a crisis had been reaclied in which there was no 
alternative for the Government hut to pass this order. I will show% 
Sir, that the particular ^article which 'appeared in the issue of the 
“Hindusthaii Standard” under the heading “From type to type” was 
not a solitary instance of its kind. This paper has been guilty of 
frequent attacks on Mosiem relighm or .\llah and His Prophet in its 
editorial articles and it has been supporting rommuniam not merely 
by its remarks but even by quoting articles from continental papers 
discrediting the motives of Great Britain in the present war. Sir, I 
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will read extracts from only three articles since the Ordinance and 
the Rules have been promultrated. The firat article appeared in its 
issue of December 8, with reference to what is known as the 

Deliverance Day I will read only a few sentences. This is what 
the paper writes: “On the 22ud day of December <»f the year of the 
Christian Lord, Hldf), the Mussalmans all over India will rise from bed 
and ^rreet the sun with the ins|>irin«r mesHaire that thev have earned 
their deliverance. One ha.s heard of the Day of Judjrment and the 
faithful on this eartli and in the ^^rave are anxiously waitinjr f<»r that 
Da\ . It is a flippant atta(k on tin* Muslim creed ulH)ut tl»e Duv of 
Judjrment. 

Then, Sir, it p'oes on to sa\ — 1 ask the memhers <d this House to 
listen to me here Mr. .Mcdi.iinmad Ali dinnah has faileil, Allah 
has succeeded. In Ilis inHnite wistlom and out of flie ahundance of 
His iKuinleous nature Allah has ordained that Mr. Tom instead of 
Mr. Raja^^>palachariar, Mr. Dick instead of Mr. Kher and Mr. Harry 
instead of Pandit (roviml Ilallav I’ant should take (diar^e of Mr. »Iinnah 
and the s(jul ot I slain that In* alone roprosfiils and retJrnlate and 
control the destiny <d“ seventN-five millions of faithful Mussalmans 
and Mr. Jinnali’s co-reli^’'ionists.’' 

Then comes another passatre : “Mr. Jinnah has piven a practical 
demonstration <d that unnsual event or process hv healititr his own 
past and proud lecnrds. Iii'^feail of kneeling'* down before the ^^reut 
Allah and seekiii'r lit^’'ht fi’om (laliriel he has n(o\ chosen to kneel down 
before (he Governors’ British advisers and seek deliverance at their 
hands. (('ries ot “Shame, shame”.) 

Mft 8ARAT CHANDRA B08E: Is it an attack on Allah or on 
Mr. Jinnah 

Th6 Hon’blf Mf« A* K* FAZLUL HUQs I am puttin^r before the 
House the Muslim point of \iew, and I am sorry if my non-Muslim 
frieudh on the other side do not realise the importance of the matter 
from tlie Muslim point of view. 

Now, Sir. in an article dated December 11?, under the lieadin^^ 
“Metiiod in Madness” this paper sa>s: “When (he (’on^^resH calls 
upon tile British (jovernnicnf t(j declare (heir war and pniee ainiH in 
relation to India, Mr. Jinnah apfH'ars in the nde of a llaji and .solemnly 
tells the world that Allah has ordained that tile British should not lisl«*n 
to the (smjrress demand and instead ^^o on profectinp- the Mus.salmans, 
their culture, their tradition and their reli^fion wdth all their do^r-like 
tenancity.’^ 

Then comes again the arti< le dated February 7, under the heading 
‘From type to type from which I wish to read only a few extracts. 

It says: SometJiing mu^t have happened to bring about this dramatic 
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in the Bengal Premier’s mental and political outlook. Mr. 
Fazlul Huq who confesses to fits of political disorderline.ss as being 
the re.sult of bis emotional temperament seems to be returning to his 
senses.” Then it goes on: ‘‘Is it still sanctified by the great Allah 
and 1»1cs.s«m1 by His Oabricl? Does it yet serve as the scriptural text 
for the Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazlul Huq and the ‘faithful’ who have 
chosen to rally under his holy banner!^” 

Then, Sir, comes the passage 1o wliich I wish to draw the pointed 
attention of the members of the House: “Mr. Fazlul Hiui and those 
wdiorn he has had in view undei the triple command of the all-wise 
Allah, the gracious gods and goddesses and the mystic Mahatma 
wjnstituting as they do the Holy Trinity of the modern man.” 

Now, Sir, 1 ask my friend Mr. Nau^her Aii and all Muslims whom 
he represents if they can concei\e of a trinity composed of Allah and 
gods and goddesses and Mahatma (landlii? (Cries of “Shame, 
shame” ) . 

Mr. ABDUL WAHAB KHAN: Tao Maulana give a fatwa. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Then. Sir. there are 

certain extracts about open incitennmt to (’omiiiunism. 

1 uill read one or two extracts more. Another aitid»e — another 
leading article, under the date ‘3rd December, contains the following: 
“With Russia fighting on its side and (bdinitel\ jiledged to the over- 
thixiw <d th(‘ Helsinki ( iovernment it is expected that things will 
settle down in a short time and that the ncnv (iovernment w'ill 
establish not only its ih ftu'to .'but its r/e yarc authority — a fact which 
proves that there has been internal contiict on an ide<»logical ifiane 
betw'een the ilittment parties. Russia s ad\an( e is no aggression but 
a friendly aid to the foices of the socialist revidution.” Sir, 1 could 
multiply instances like this. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: What i'' wrong with this 
article)^ 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mav I remind tlie House that when the Leader 
of the Dpjxisition was speaking he was pot interrupted for one single 
aecond. and 1 cannot allow an> interrnjition at this stage when the 
Hon’ble the Fhief Ministei is developing his arguments. I wdll 
certainly allow Mr. Bose to put in his question after his .speech is 
ovei.<^

Th« Hon’ble Maharaja SRISCHANDRA NANDY, of Coasimbazar: 

1 may remind my honourable friend that the question of the construc- 
tion of the railway was considered or rather recommended by the old 
Government once in 1914 and again in 1920, hut this was turned down 
by the Government (»f India on the ground of tlie unremunerative 
character of the scheme. 


Dr« NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Will the ITon’hle Minister be 
pleased to state if he is aware that the Lower Kumar Scheme which 
was inaugurated about L‘j years hack has been a complete failure in 
spite of large sums of money being spent on the same? 


The Hon’ble Mtharaja SRISCHANDRA NANDY, of Coseimbazar: 

T have already intimated that it has not been a success to the extent to 
which it was expected. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: What was the amoun^t of money 
spent so far? 

Tho Hon’blt Maharaja SRISCHANDRA NANDY, of CoatMtear:

GENERAL DISCUSSION OF THE BUDGET. 

Mr. M. SHAMSUDDIN AHMAD: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I am ^Iml 
that the Hon’ble the Finame Minister has refernui to the prevalence 
ot war conditions in Furope. We d(» not know, Sir, what the possible 
effects ot this war will bt^ — whether they will be to the detriment or 
to the welfare ot the future of India. But the fact remains that we 
are hoping: tor lietter times and better days. Sir, sc) far as this Budget 
is concerned our friend the Finance Minister has said that we have j(ot 
temporary benefits out of the etl'ects of this war. Sir, I will not trouble 
the House by mentioniufr the different items included in the statement 
that has been put before us by the Hon’ble Finance Minister. Sir, 
I am j?lad that you yourself put forward some remarks so far as the 
administration of the present Mini.stry is conc4:*rned. In every depart- 
ment the very same thiiijr is happening to-day. What is hapi>eninir 
to you in your department, the very same tbin^ is happeninj^ in other 
departments also. 

Sir, I have before me one bi^- book which is nicely printed and 
possibly • a larjrc amount of money has been spent by Government on 
this book which ^oes by the name of “Two Years of Provincial Autonomy 
In Bengal.” It will be "found in this book that the programme on 
behalf of the Ministry has been published and I will, for the edification 
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of the House, read out the items that have been placed before the 
country by the Ministry, and let us analyse how far the Ministry* has 
been able to implement the programme set forth therein. 

Sir, we all know that when this programme was enunciated, we 
all bad a hand in it. We re^illy hoped to build up a happier Bengal, 
a newer Bengal, a fresher Bengal in place of a Bengal which is, as the 
ilon’ble Finance Minister has mentioned in his Budget speech, cdm- 
posed of ill-clad, ill-fed and half-<‘lad people. We hoped that by 
implementing the programme set before the country, these people would 
have better days. 

Let me cite the items contained in the programme. 

The first item of the programme is in connection with the Permanent 
Settlement. The second item is the amendment of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act. The third is the amendment of the Public Demands Recovery 
Act. The fourth is to devise wa>s and means of freeing the cultivators 
from the crushing biirdem of indebtedness. The fifth is the amendment 
of the Co-operative Societies Act so as to make it really conducive to 
the economic advancement of the people. The sixth is the immediate 
introduction of free and com]mlsorv ])rimar\ education without taxation 
of the poor who are unable to beai the burden. The seventh is the 
reduction in the cost of administration. The eighth is to control the 
price of jute through {a) limitation ot ))roduction, {h) marketing 
boards, and (r) other suitable measures. The ninth is the resu.scitution 
of dea<l and dying rivers and khtls througli local manual labour. The 
tenth is to undertake me^isures ot public liealth and rural sanitation. 
The eleventli is the repeal of tobacco tax and taxes on the iUM‘es8ities 
of life. The twelfth is the repeal of repressive laws and release of 
political ])risoners and detenus, consistent with public safety. The 
thirteenth is to devise ways and means for solving the unemployment 
problem. The fourteenth is the amendment of the C^ilcutta University 
Act and the establishment of a Board of Secondary PIducation in Bengal. 
The fifteenth is the amendment of the Calcutta Municipal Act. 

Now, Sir, let us consider the dift'erent items. So far as the cost 
of administration is concerned, it this Ministry had any brains, if 
they had any ideology, if they had any intention and real desire to 
benefit the people of this prtn'ince, the first thing they slmuld have 
done w’ould have been to reduce the cost t»f administration. Every- 
where it is done. The Finance Minister has produced here a deficit 
Budget. The llon'ble F'iaance Minister’s position is that of a man 
preparing a. Budget of Rs. 200 who has got only Rs, 40 with him. 
Why not curtail your own expenditure? If you really want to re- 
construct Bengal, you must first plan for such reconstruction and 
ecouomie development and place the same before the country. The 
country will not then lag behind to give the Ministry the warmest 
support for expenditure to carr\' out the plan. Instead of that, you 
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xoftm About the country and foment all sorts of communal troubles by 
putting forward all sorts of communal ideas and slogans, such as, '^Islam 
is in danger” an<l so on. That will not carry you through. Unfor- 
tunately many such things were said yesterday. One of our frienda 
who does not belong to Bengal, who belongs to a reim>te corner of India, 
always comes to remind us who are on this side of this House that 
Islam is in danger, as if the monopoly of Islam is in the pocket of some* 
gentleman either of this province (u* of that province. AVe belong to 
Bengal and we claim to know Bengal better than anyone hailing from 
other provinces. You may go to Sind and advise your Alla Bux 
Ministry to do anything, but we do noi want the recurrence of Sukkur 
tragedy here 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y ou ar<‘ to address the ('hair, 

Mr« M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Sir, through you I am addressing 
the House. 

Sir, I may at the outset draw the attention not only of the Hon'ble' 
Mr. Suhrawardy, the present Finance Minister and who is also iii 
charge of two other jmrtfolios, but also of the other Ministers. I am 
very sorry, the Hon’ble Chief Minister is not here as he is the man 
who lias really to carry the burden of responsibility for carrying on 
the administration and all blame that will attach to the (lovernmeni 
will Ih* primarily his. Therefore, Sir, I would have been very glad 
if lie had been here. We all know' that he promised many things. 
He promised not only dal hhat to the poor peasants of the province, 

but he promised them primary i*ducation which falls within his own 

portfolio. It is often said by the other side that tliis side of the* 

^ House offer you obstruitiori and eritici.se the action of the Ministry 

in .season and out of sea.son. I will say wuth all humility that if they 
bring forward proposals for ameliorating the condition of the inasw^ft 
— measures which will really be conducive to the interests of the masses 
— believe me, we will not put any obstruction in their way. But what 
do we find!" They have not even to-day any planned constructive 
scheme or any planned economy. 

My friend, the Ilon’able Finance Minister, was in charge of Rural 
Reconstruction also. But I doubt very much if my friend knows how 
ddimi gatch grows or whether planks are made from dhan gatrh. I do 
not know whether he knows aH these things.^ (The Hon Tile Mr. H. S. 
Stthkaw'ardy : Do you know how this is done!") Yes, I know quite 
well. 

Sir, we are waiting to hear from the Hon'ble Finance Ministcy hia 
words of wisdom when he will sum up the debate and reply to the 
▼arious speeches. Sir, I am really speaking in all seriousness. The

and we also know that if this Ministry were really serious, they could 
do a lot for improving the condition of the masses. In the beginning 
they started well and probably, at that time, they wanted to catch the 
imagination of the people. Therefore, they began quite all right. 
But possibly not knowing what shape things will take hereafter or 
what turn events will take in future, all sorts of things are now being 
put in in the administration. I can assure the Ministry that if they 
take up planned schemes for the real benefit of the masses, certainly 
tliis side ol the House will not put any obstruction in their way. 
The Ministry will jierhaps j)ut forward the plea that they have advanced 
Muslim education and Muslim culture and all sorts of things. But 
when the atdual details are j)laced before us we find that no real 
benefit to the Muslims has been done. So far as the interests of the 
masses are concerned, the question of Muslims or Hindus does not 
arise. I may take for example the question of primary education. 
If the Ministry had taken upon themselves the introduction of free 
compulsory primary education, taxation proj)osals might have been all 
right. But I do not understand why they should rush the legislation 
through and not take upon them.selves the consequence if they knew 
that they could not carry the scheme through. Although the Act was 
])assed about 8 or 9 years back, even fo-day the primary education 
scheme is a deu<l letter. Now the proposals are made and pos.sibly 
before the next elections are held they will say that it took five years 
for them to think in their sileiu'e. 

Nowadays the Home Minister is obsessed with the bogey of com- 
munism. Everywhere he sees red. Externmeut orders are being 
issu(‘d and possibly day after to-morrow externment orders will l>e 
issued by him on some persons who stand for the interests of the masses 
4ind stand in their way. % 

Sir, apart from the fact that this is a deficit Budget, a few grants 
bere and there, a few grants for a madrasah, a few grants for a school, 
another grant to another institution, these do not redound to the credit 
^ot the adiuinivStration, and they will not benefit the people at large. 
If you really mean any benefit to the |)eople, take some constructive 
sidieme, whether in ^the shape of rural reconstruction or resuscitation 
of the dead and dying rivers which is Maharaja Sahib's portfolio, or 
in the shape of industrial .scheme. What has been done so far as the 
industries are concerned,^ Sir, I am not criticising the Ministry for 
the sake of criticism. I am simply asking the Ministrj' in all humility 
as to what they have done for the masses. 

We find that the Budget which has been produced before us has 
been presented in the old bureaucratic way. When I was in the old 
^Council I had some experience in which these things used to be done, 
;and the same style is being followed even now. In countries whether 
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in liussia or in Germany, Totalitarian States or Dictatorial Govem- 
mants, you will find that Governments put forward schemes and ask 
the Legislature to support the schemes. If the liCgislature refuses to 
support those schemes^ then the question arises as to what the Govern- 
ment. should do. The situation here in this province was very favour- 
able to this Ministry. Really. Sir, this Ministry could have done 
great things. My friend Mr. Suhrawardy in the lust portion of his 
Budget speech says that, so tar as the heneficent activities are con- 
cerned, so far as rural reconstruction siheme is concerned “to all those 
who know and deplore tlie conditions in which tlic ill-educated, ill- 
housed, ill-fed and mulariu-stric’ken sons of Bengal live this year’s 
Budget must be as great a disappoint rnenl as it is to in(‘ personally.” 
This sounds quit(‘ all riirht. But what has been done to improve the 
condition of agriculture.^

Mr. M. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: One minute more, Sir. 

I will onl\ -ay. Sir, that tlie Budget that has been produced before 
us, the statement that has been read before us, is really very disappoint- 
ing and hcreattcr we do i»ot know what other things the Ministry will 
produce before us. Let us hope that under Iiappier conditions, under 
conditions whicli will conn* hereafter, we will Im* able to creafi* a new, 
a happier and a better Bengal 


Mr. R. M. SASSOON: Mr, Speaker, Sir, in supporting the Fiimrna* 
Minister on his com])rclu*nsivc but modest survey of the financial 
sliucture of thi.s fuovincc, I must congiaiulate him on the versatilitA 
he has shown ever since he has been a Minister. He bus held more port- 
folios than any of his c(»lleagues and to step so suddenly into the realm 
of finance was an unenviable task, made all the more difficult, aei he 
succeeded a })rc(lc( e-sor whose rcjMitation in that subject was accepted 
by most of us here. At the outset I propose to make it clear that I 
do not view the future with as much gloom as Mr. Suhrawardy. On 
the contrary. I would draw the attention of this House to the first few 
lines of the same published rejMui of the ‘Central Board of Directors 
of the Resenc Bank quoted by him in his speech. They said, “On 
the whole the economic outlook at the end of appeared to be 

brighter than at any time during the past ten years.” In my J^umble 
opinion I see every reason for a continuance of that improvement 
because the fundamental position of Indian Industry to-day remains 
extremely satisfactory more especially as it is in a position to derive 
25 
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a maximuiri advaiiiaj^e of war rouditions. The war has led to a large 
demand foi- a nuinher of Tndia’n primary produrts, and it has resulted 
in a greafly enhanced price for these products. 

Turninjir to the Ihidpet, tlie fi^-iires put hefore us show an expected 
deficit on the working for 1040-41 of 57 lakhs on Revenue as agairiit 
a revised estimate of 14 lakhs deficit for 10*>0-40. As regards this 
deficit, we would urge (joverninent to use their utmost endeavours in 
the c(dler*tion <d' thidr dues so that at h'ust the Revenm* Budget »)f 
1930-40 will l>e made to halance. Since the new constitution the Pro- 
vincial (loveniiuejit has conducterl its own hanking operations and the 
introduction of tlie Debt Deposit Se<‘tion in which these are showr» 
has not unnaturally been a source* of sonu* puz/dcinent on oceasionn to 
inemlM’rs of the Mouse There now apiwHirs to })e a danger that the 
operations of (fovernment on that side of the .ucounls ma\ ])rove to 
have repercussions on the ordinars Uev(‘nm* and K\i>enditiin‘ Budget 
with which we are all familiar 'Phis arises beeausc liic Debt Deposit 
i>[»eralions atVect our wa>s and means position In tiiis connection, 
under the Insidinu of lioans and Advances b\ the ( iovcrTimeTjt , we notice 
that loans have <*oniinuall\ incieased in the In-.t two vears, and wbib* 
Government exp(‘ct to recover a j)ortion of these loiOis this vem. w'e 
would emphasise that the deph‘tion of the financial r(*S()urc(‘s of ihc 
province are mainly due to these loans and not to tin* losses incurred 
in Revenue. Kxumination of the figures show that last \ear theri* 
was a R('V(‘nm‘ s\irpIuH of one thousaml rupet's and the \ear before one 
crore sevent(‘t‘n lakhs. Therefore, since the new ( 'onstitut icm there has 
been no deficit (ui Revc'iiue Account We consider in conseijucuce that 
the money retiuired should he more correct 1\ obtained b\ pi*ovincial 
borrowing and not by recourse to taxation. 

In tile Budg«*t speech a year ago a pioviiieial loan of ru])ees nm* 
(‘rort* was foreshadowred as a provision against this verv dangerous 
depletion of balances and we notice that some time before the outbreak 
of hostilities it was decided not tt» resort to this loan. We wondt*r if 
the Finance Ministci has since had cause to regret tlie decision 
Although the figures show that there is an aiipreciable decline in 
receipts from jute, we consider i( is largely as a result of tlie ditbcult 
shipping {losition. Large stocks lying at the godow’ns of mills await- 
ing shipuumt will bear this out. AVitb an improvement in shi])ping 
faoilities during the current year, it i.s not im])ossible that the ultimate 
figures may show a considerable improvement. 

We notii'c that provision has been made for an increase in the 
number of Dtdd (’oneiliation Boards as also for rewards to selected 
mem^rs in recognition of their services. We should like to draw 
Government’s attention to the fact that while we have always considered 
that the establishment of these Boards was a very good scheme as was 
originally intended, opinion has it that they have in some instances 
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been wrongly use<i. A^ a (•onf»«*(|U4‘n(a* tlu‘ reniiits of tluH ui 

ii6w beiag felt and credit for the agriculturist is slowly drying up. 

We are pleased that there is an iniproveiiient of 7 laklis under Lau 
Jlevenue proper. This is erH‘ ot the p?'o\inee‘s hi^^jiest siuj^le source 
of income and witli hi^dier prices for ui’ricultnral pnalucts, better eo 
lections are sure lo result. 'Phere is alwa\s « danger that th«*se e(»lle( 
tions may <.‘ome to he aftc(t(‘d b\ relaxation of the prot‘ednre of itui 
recovery and we trust that the Goveniment will mnintuin its elos 
watch on the situation. 

That the\ are not indiil'erent to the requirements of j»rimury an 
other phases ot ('dncation made clear by th(‘ lar^e iin iease in expeitdi 
ture under this head Kdmatioii in India otters a most strikin 
paradox. On the one liarnl we ha\e b\ fur the j^reater majorits o 
the population sunk dee]> in illiterac\. And, on llu* t)ther. we hav 
the eities and towns nvcrilowin^*' with irtadnates. te\^ ot whom can b 
employed. We tlieretore w«deonie the speeial jHovisions under tl» 
headin/jT ot Ajrri( ultnie and we fe(d tliat much (‘an b(‘ (hno' b\ the yonn; 
men of tin* cdncat(‘d middle-c(ass(‘s win* floek t(» (he hi;: eities in seare 
of employment Th(‘\ would be doiny a valiant service lo the jirovlne 
and to iliems(d V(‘s it (he\ would return to (heir villimes and help 1 
introduce hiL»‘lici standards ot edmation, ajj:ri(*ultni‘e and soeiol lit 
generally. This is now bein;; successfnll\ tri(‘d in Hyderabad and i 
has the (nil support ot llis Exalted Highness the Niyaiin. Th 
sueeess id' these yonny* men is a matter merely of persevereiice and sell 
denial, and it Nvoiild in a measure help to xdve Ifo* iineinployimm 
problem ot this jirovimc. 

VV^‘ arc ;.»^Iad to m»ticc (he pro^'Tcss that is hein^* made under th 
headiii^^ of ( 'o-operati\ c Credit and that there lias heioi an increase i] 
the appointnieiit ot auditors to this depai 1 mi'iit Wc hope that 
flepurute department lor auditin^r Co-opmati vc Smiclics and liUUi 
MortgaK^ Banks is being set uf> under tin* g^nidamc of tin* |{es(*rv 
Bank of India as was contemplated. 

It is perhajis as wfdl to lake this opporlunil\ to icmiml the lious 
that the long scssmn last vrai i ost the piovince o\ci 2 lakhs and w 
therefore welcome the nqiort nMamtIy issued by the Director of Publi 
Information whidi shows the ratio ot communal appointmeriia abou 
which nincli time in the fTons<‘ has been wtested and which represent 
a good proportion of tfie (pn^stioiis that ar% ask(*<| t>y member.s 

T am personally pleased to s«‘e that the Association for tlie Preven 
tion of Blindness continues to he recog'nised and that they are beinj 
given a further grant to increase the number of their travellyig difl 
pensaries. Much good work is l>eing done by this Association in th 
province, and I am aware that two of their dispen.saries alone hav 
treated nearly 80,000 case.s since they commenced work. 
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Finally, while we applaud the steps that have been taken for 
securing the growers of jute, an adequate price for their produce, •we 
must deplore any attempt to force prittes to uneconomic levels. It is 
unwise for Government to see only the cultivator’s point of view, and 
I would recommend to them the old saying — 

“When doing good do it little by little 

When you wish to do evil you do it all at once.” 

Therefore t(» allow the cultivator to get used to levels which are not 
justified by the laws of supply and d(;inand is to encourage him to live 
in a foors paradise, A little quiet calm deliberatifvn and forethought 
will sliow that there is both wisdoiu and strength in moderation. A 
thing may look specious in theory and yet be ruinous in practice. In 
addition, it is important that the cultivator whose meagre resources 
have for years been depleted should l>e encouraged in every way to put 
by as much as he can of his present earnings and thus strengthen his 
powers of future resistance. It is not enough merely to hope that he 
will not fritter his windfall away — he should W assisted in this 
important dire(;tion. It would be us well to remember that to ameliorate 
poverty tuay be necessary, but we know that just as essential are the 
maintemuH'e of sindi (pialities as individual ability to save, 

Maharajkumar UDAY CHAND MAHTAB; Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is 
always difficult to know as to what (‘onstructive sugg(‘stions may bt* 
given on an <»ccasion like this. Moreover, as tins is a deficit Budget 
for tljc secoi»d yt*ar in succession, one* is tcm]»ted to make scathing 
criticisms, hut 1 shall refrain from <loing so. 

It would 1 h‘ unsportsmanlike not to congratulate the Hon’ble the 
Finance Minister on this his first Budgtd for his very frank Budget 
statement. But probably due to the jiresent international situation it 
was not possible for Government to paint a rosier picture for the 
improvement of tin* <tiiidition — to <iuote the Hon’ble the Finance 
Minister’s own words — id' the ill-educated, ill-housed, ill-fed, malaria- 
stricken sons of Heiigal. 

As many speakers before me have spoken in detail on the exact 
amount of deficit, I shall nut go into details; but I am glad to find 
that the savings under General Administration were inniuly due to 
smaller expenditure on legistlative Ixidies and under Police and Adminis- 
tration of Justice. I would only like to make one observation while 
we are on the question of the effect of war on certain main 'sources of 
reven^ie in this iirovinee and that is, that in meeting some of the 
extraordinary charges, e.(;.. air raid prei'autions, special police, etc., 
the more important items of the Budget, namely, the sums allotted for 
the health, w^elfare and education of the rural area.s are not neglected. 
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Looking^ througrh the Irri^ration Budget, it is gratifying to note that 
amongst the various schemes mentione<l by the Hon’ble the Finance 
Ifinister in his statement there is a pwvision for the improvement ol 
the Aurora Khal in the Hooghly district which, I am sure, if taken up'^ 
will no doubt improve the general condition of the cultivators in a 
large tract. 

It would not be out of place to mention here alnuit the Eden (Wal 
Rates. The rate charged in the Eden ('anal Area umler the Irrigation 
Act is over Rs. d-8 an acre, whereas Rs. 241 per acre has been fixed 
for the Damodar (anal Area under the Development Act. 

Tlie Hon’Ma Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: il is compulsory. 

Maharajkumar UDAY CHANO MAHTAB: Considering the iiu~ 
perfect sup])ly of water in the Eden Canal tiie rate is too high and 
requires revision, (lovernment should tr> to anticipate public agita- 
tion in this < aHe so us not to allow a difficult situation to develop as it. 
happened in tlu* case ot the Damodar Canal Area, Practically all th(» 
districts of the Burdwan Division except Howrah suffer more or less 
from drought. The (listrict> which .sutfer the most and almost every 
second or third year are Bankurn and Birbhum. (lovernment liavc 
three irrigation jiroject^ under consideration for this urea, viz., the 
More Scheme for Birbhum, the Darakeswar Scheme for Bnnkura and 
the Hooglilv-llfjwnili Scheme tor the districts of Burdwan, Hooghly 
and Howrah, f regn‘t to fiml that !i(» provision has heeii made for 
any of these scliemes in the Budget. T hope that Government will 
soon come up for a '^uppleinentary demand for at least one of these 
schemes. 1'liey an* of vital iniporfama* to tlo* people of a large portion 
of West Bengal. 

Under Me<lical Expenses, I am gla<l to fiml that (iovernmeni pro- 
poses to make an annual grant of R.s. 10,000 to the Jabaclpur Tuber- 
culosis Hospital. This amount, ultbougli m»t adequate for the purpose 
of fighting this <lieade<l disease in this piovinee, is f»o doubt a great 
help to the As.so< iati«>n. and 1 would be glad it if would bi* f>o.Hsible 
for Governineiit when renewing thi-^ giant to p}i\ a little more to this 
Asaofdation which is doing excellent work in tliis provinec. 

On the whole, I must admit that the Hon ’hie the I'inam e Mini.ster 
in his Budget has provided *0 little more for nation-building purpoMes 
than was done last year, and this is no dould a move in the right diifH- 
tion. 

The only note of waniing I would like to give would In* with 
regard to the imposition of fresh taxation. 1 (juite agree wifii the 
Leader of the European Group when he says that when consitlering the 
Queetioii of iftjposiug fresh taxation Govemmeat should consider the 
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burden of taxes that are already levied on people livinji’ in Urban areas. 
H there is to l>e taxation, it should W done in such a way that it does 
not affect those who are already ^roaninp under its burden, and it 
should be done on a ^aduated scale. Any sort of responsible Govern- 
ment should think of fresh taxation only when they have found that 
even by the enforcement of tlie strictest economy in all administrative 
departmentn it is not possilde to balame the Budget, and 1 hope that 
the ITon’ble the Finance Minister will think of all the possible heada 
in the Biidf<et where economy can 1h* effected and aft(‘r tapping thoae 
heads, then and th«‘n only tliink of introducing any fresh taxation. 

Ih'fore I conclude, I woubl like te •^pcak about Hural (Vedit. By 
the es1ablishit»ent of 1)e!)1 Settlement Uoard.s and the prospect of the 
Money-lenders Bill soon becoming an Act, Bural Ciedit in th<‘ province 
has completely dried up, making it almost imt)ossible for the agri- 
culturists to carry on agricultural operations or to find money for 
urgent and unavoidable requirements. (Tovernment, 1 hope, will intro- 
duce some measure in order to provide short-term credit facilities to 
the agrieuliurists. Happiness and prosjuTitj of tlie pimple in the 
rural areas will depend much on tlie solution ot the credit prohleni. 

While aj)|)reciating what the llon’ble the Finance Minister ha« 
been able to do this year, 1 trust that he will be able in future to 
follow up the hopes expre.ssed by him in the eonehiding part of his 
Btidget statement. 

Mft NALIHI RANJAN BARKER! Sir, I ted considerahle hesiUi- 
tiou in ottering my eritieism ujarn the Budget as until lately 1 was the 
butt of all eritieisins and no1 a critic my>.elt. Bui lu a democratic 
and parliameiituiy (ioveinmeiit sueh ehaii^e from the criticised to the 
critic is nut unusual, bccuust* the (iovernment of to-day may be the 
(tpposition of to-morrow. But, Sir, knowing as I do the difficulties 
under whicli the present (loNeinmeiit work, >\hatever eritieism I may 
offer will not W offered in u light or captious mood. As a matter of 
faid, 1 know tlie emharrassmeiits, the limitation^ and handiea]>s as well 
Us the of the (iovernnumt. (fenerall\, the Finance Minister 

beeuiiies tJw5 target ot all attai’ks, but. Sir, I know trom experience what 
little influeni'e he can exerei.se in the formulation of the Budget. The 
scliemes have to be drawn up and the initiative taken by the depart- 
inenls eoneerned, so far as j^n> omission of good nation building scheme 
is eoneeniiMl, the Finance Minislor is not responsible. Then also about 
demands for grants and the programme for expenditure, .and what 
items should find u place in the Budget and what items should be 
omittdH, and what items will gel precedence — these are all settled by 
the Cabinet us a whole. And in those mutters the duty of the Finance 
Minister of the day is only to tender advice. In fhefw circumstnnoea 
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1 iittve ever>* sympathy with my erstwhile colleafni® in l-h^ Cabinet, 

present Finance Minister, and I also appreeiute that he had to 
race aj^ainst time and work under the shadow of a >rreat Itereavement 
for which lie has my sinc(‘re sympathy and condolence. 

Sir, the difticultie^ ot (ioverniuent . I have referred to l»eforo, 
are these. Fven. it (Tovernment as a whole ilecide to fiay a certain 
amount to a certain institutiun and even if this Bud^»'et demand has 
betm passed hy this House, tlie party in pouer can stop it uftt‘rward8. 
Sii, I shall jrive one instance. 'Fhe Leader ol the ttjiposition the other 
da\ retened to tin* oniissiini ot a ^rant to the institution Hiswnvaraii 
fioiii this year’s Hiid^'-ct. It was not only an omission Iroin thin 
year's Budget, hut the ^nant whicdi was voted last year hy this House 
had not >et Imhui paid tt> that institution, (he Kinanee Minister cannot 
do anything- there; it was withheld hy the Hon'hle Miniser in eliarjfe 
on a direction from the jiartv in power. Not only has the Hiswavarati 
iioi got it. Imt I have searched in vain for a grant to Sriniketan. that 
Kura) Reconstruction Centre, tor whose niainteiiunce even a geueroua 
foreig-ner pa\s ahoui Rs a y(*ar. Uecuuse 1 could include 

grants foi these world-tamed institutions as Finance Minister I had 
got oongratnlatioiis not oiilx troin people outside Bengal hut even from 
fieojilc (»mside India, still tlo* money was not paid. 

I now <'oine to the Biidg-et statement rd (In* lloiiMih* the Finunee 
M mister. 

Sir. ihe Hon’hle .Minister in his speech has sought to estuhlii^h 
ceitain propositions which. I am afiaid, arc based on soim* confusion of 
thought. Aii\ stejis that iua\ la* decided upon in the ahseiice ot clear 
thinking arc likely to mislead and mis«arr\. Tlie Hon'hle Finance 
Mini'^ter .sa\s that at the time ot war we have at h*ast the semblance 
of jirosperity and that a slump alter the war is inevitahle. The 
Hon’hle Finance Minister intend.s to take advantage of this prosperity 
and place hetorc the House in the near tuturc fooposals tor new taxu- 
tion to build up a rcsei ve to lighten the severity of the slump h\ under- 
taking lurgt'-scalc srhemes of ri\il works, indgation and drainage. 

I am afraid that the torccasl about (he eouise ot ccondmic coiidi- 
ti»)ns particularly after tlie war which the Finance .Minister has V(»n- 
tured, and the financial jmliiy he has enunciated as ajipropriaie tf> 
these conditions are based upon an inadfiiuate appreciation of all 
relevant facts and also a .sad contusion of thought which should he 
exposed tn the full g-lare «tf open and intelligent critbuHin. ^ 

In the hr.st place, i.s there an\ inevitability of a .simp foflowing 
after the war!*' The experiences after the last Great War may la* drawn 
upoa in this 'connection : although they are not, for one signihctfit 
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reauon which 1 Bhall soon relate, quite comparable to conditions that 
we may expeci after the present war. the history of poat-war economic 
conditions shows that the period of war boom continued up to 1921 in 
full swing and a slight set baiik intervened after 1921, but that condi- 
tions revived again and prosperity continued till the cataclysm of 
1929. The experience of the last war does not therefore point to the 
inevitability of any serious slump immediately after the war. There 
is another significant reason why the slump, if it should at all follow 
after the war, may he even less severe than the slight set hack that was 
experienced about 2-d years after the last war. It is this. The pre- 
1914 economic world was based essentially on free trade principles, 
whil(‘ the post-war period, particularly since 1929, has been imbued 
with the spirit of e<*ononiic national ism. Tt is likely therefore that 
the turbulent waves of depression arising in ofie country may not 
strike with as much havoc now as tliey ilid after 191!) the shores of 
<*ther <*<)iinti‘ieK. hurther, we have also to rtinctuber that economic 
conditions which tend towards a boom under the stimulus given by 
war ^•onditions are being candully watched and controlled now so that 
the reaction after the war may als(» be e\])eet(‘d to b<- le.ss severe. 
Further, the ee.ssatioii ol hostilities ^^i]l also eoiueide with a period of 
reeonstrmdioii on a vast scale in almost (‘viTy country. This recon- 
striudion work will be unothiT jaUent factor in sustaining economic 
activities after the war. (\uisidcring all these facts, I am afraid I 
cannot f,liare the Finance Minister’s pessimisni of the inevitability of 
a .Hlnmp immediately after the war And even if a set back should 
follow, as it probably maN aftei a eatai lysm like the present war and 
some time after tin* cessation of hostilities, its intensity will in all 
probability not he very severe. And a Finame Minister should not 
he expected to take into account more than w hat is jirobable. An iindniy 
pesHimistic attitude, whiidi should not la* cnnfu.sed w'ith a rea.sonahly 
cautious upproai'h, ill-hefits his p<»sitiou. The alarm that hag ht*en 
raised and echoed in many otlicial quarters about the inevitability of 
H serious slump alter the war appears to W unfounded. (\)rapared to 
economic conditi(m> now. they are not likely to Ik* appreciably worse 
(»ff after the war, e in India ina\ even fare siimewhat better, as 
ray friend Mr. Sas.soon of the Kuropean (rroup has jmt it, if and when 
markets which are now closed to iis are reopened to admit our com- 
luodities. 

In the second place, to build up in times of prosperity a reserve, 
by impo.sition of taxes, against possible depression in the. uncertain 
future is a proposition unknown in the canons of taxation. The 
fion^We Minister has, in doing .so, propounded a new principle in 
public finance. The orthodox practice has been to resort to taxation 
for balancing the Budget. The recent tendency haa been to attach 
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ciunparatively less iuiportance to this kind of balancinfr in each indivi- 
da^.yeaTy and Budj^et deficits have been met by temporary loans on 
the expectation that prosperity in subsequent veal's would cover the 
deficit over a period. Never before has one heard of the necessity of 
proyiding in a Budget for the effects of a |>ossihIe slump, even if this 
has to be done by starving desirable and evssential expenditure and 
imposing fresh burdens on <*onnneree and industry which they <‘an 
probably ill-afford to , shoulder. If a Slump Fund on the lines of a 
Famine Fund is at all intended t() be created, it should lx‘ built up 
with funds, if any, that <‘an be spared after meeting all necessary 
expenditure. Further, there is probably also ht‘ necessity of creating 
sui'b a reserve. For it is wtdl known that a ]H*riod of depression is 
one of low interest rat(‘s. If tlie Government should be desirous of 
clucking its intensity or eonibating it by means of public works 
exjienditure, tlu* neeessarv funds cun Ih» raiw^l by a way of a loan. 
It is extremely difficult to find any rhyme or reas(»n in the Finance 
Minister’s proposal, ft has nothing to commend itself except its 
ruJVflty. But novfdty us such ,>bould not l>c <*on fused witlj either 
eoinmon-seiise or soiuid tinuTU'iul principle. Let us leave aside this 
(omprehensive and general e(msiderution <d subjeet, and confine 
ourselves to Bengal in particular. What is the position that we findP 
Take Income-tax. We are here lM)und to obtain an increase after the 
termination of the war. As dis( lo>cd in the Hailway Budgtd, Bengal 
would have got about Hs. oti lakhs more during the Budget year if 
the Niemeyer ()rder-in-(’(»uncil were in force. But apparently the 
Hoii’ble Finance Minister knew that the Nieme^er Order was going tf> 
be changed and so he did not take an enhanced income-tax leeeipi 
into aee,ount in his Budget. Under the onler that is (oming, Us. 4 
erores oO lakh" will he dediieied from the provincial share of the income- 
tax. After (he terminu(i<m of the w'ar, this amount will be* released 
to the pr()vin<es and Bengal's share will la* increased by Hs. 90 lakhs 
out of thivs. The position in regard to the Jute Export Duty is again 

liound to Ih‘ better than in the Budget. If (he llon’hle Minister 

looks to the. figures — f)ost-war figures after the Oreat War of 1104 — 
he will find that after the war, in the post-war period, the deman<l for 
jute increased to a considerable extent. One cannot help feeling there- 
fore that the Ilon’ble Finance Minister gives a false alarm when bo 
speaks about the inevitability of a slump after the war. And to base 
his case for new taxation on this alarmist view of the future is really 

to give the case away. The flon’lde Minister, I am afraid, raises 

yet another. alarm and this is alK)Ut the prospects of a deficit Budget 
with a deficit of K«. oT lakhs. This piisition I am certain will help 
kim in controlling his finances against the inroad or the pressu^ of 
kis party members, but this is economically not a sound proposition. 
A deficit may be useful inasmuch as it may be utilised as a check to 
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thf constant requests for doles and ^rrants from party members, but 
HO far as the real budgetary position is concerned a deficit like* this . 
« afinot serve to make it so very depressing. The opening balance looks 
somewhat slender because a large part of the reserves amounting to 
iiliout 1 crore during the last two years have been used as loans, to 
agi iculturists, but as soon as those loans are realised — I am sure they 
will be realist‘d very soon — the reserves would naturally be strengthen- 
•<m| to that extent. New taxation could therefore l)e hardly considered 
iic«*eHsarv to cover this ileficit and strengthen the reserves. So, undei 
any circuinstaiKics either on the ground (►!; deficit in the present Budget 
or his new theoi’v that he will provide for a reserve for a slump seaBon, 
hjs new taxation proposal is not at all justifiabh*. But b\ that I donM 
like to imj)ly that there is no necessity for fresh taxation. But what 
1 would deny is that th(*re is any necessity for imposing fresh taxes 
-either to jwovidc against what the Hon’ble Minister considers an 
inevitable slump” aft(*r the war or to cover any deficit in this Budget. 
1* refill taxation would be mit onl\ necessary but also .justified io finance 
iiew’ selieiiH's evolved tor the jinrp(»se of ina^-H amelioration. The 
Finance Minister should come forward with ]>rop(Kals lor fn*sh taxation 
only after he has been satisfied thai ile1ail(*d schemes and [irogramine 
f(U’ expenditure have been tormulaled and agr<*p(l upon and that the 
machinery for the execution of such scheme* or programme is also 
re.idy. To agree to taxation wilhout any prop«*r M-hc'ine tor w'hieh 
tht* funds .so raised will Ih* e\pend(*d. would, 1 am afraid, result in a 
serious wastage ot public money. It is a sad (ontession- and I do not 
intend to shirk m.\ own responsibilits in tin- mattc*r. tor as long as 1 
wa.s a member ot the (lovernment — that ninnes on many oc-casions liad 
to 1 m- spc*nt haphazardl\ without the «‘Xj)t*ndilur<‘ b(‘ing a ]iart of a 
settled plan, ('are was als(» seldom taken to analyse the effect of 
■expenditure, to uscertaiii whether a juirticular expenditure to lie 
iueurred was going uetually to serve a more* urgent pui pose than others. 
In the natioii'building de])artments it has usually been the practice 
to make grunts as dcde> or grants to jiartieiilar institutions, more often 
through the pressvire <d particular individuals and certainly not in 
juirsuanee ot any vvell-eoiiceived scheme of development. If, now, 
taxation is impo.sed without any ]»luu and without a machinery for 
the utilisation of the tunds, fht* proceeds of the taxe> will again have 
to be given as dole.s through pressure or otherwise. Before imposition 
of fresh levies detailed ^lear-('Ut seh(‘ihe.s are m‘e(*ssary. An idea is 
not a fieheiiie. It is not enough to have a eonseiousness of our short- 
oomingH in every walk of life. The idea must l>e given practical 
sliape. Ncduxly w’ould deny the stark reality of the extreme poverty 
of ftur mansc's, I'he nec'essity of ameliorating their ec*onomic aad 
Bocial conditions is a patent fact and universally re<‘ognised. But 
the crucial problem is: What are we going to do about it? What are 
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plans Are the plans practieahle? And assniniiijr they are, have 
we appropriate niaehinerv to execnto Hieni? Only when all these condi- 
tions hare been fulfilled, only tlien will the Government he justified in 
imposing fresh taxation to raise necessary funds. 

How very unneccssar\ and iniiocuou> it is to pit»vide for expendi- 
tures without an\ w ell-conccivcd plans is writ larp* over the whole 
Bud^fet. Honourable inenilHUs ha\e only to open pajres of the Red 
Ho(tk at random to bud that whenever lump jrrants have hee’n voted,

Look at pages 110, 120 and 
171 of the Red Book and you will find a large number of simple Jbui. 
esse ntial scihemes of expenditure for which money was sanctioned by 
this IJouse but could not be spent by Government. It is pertinent to 
ask how long a Finance Minister can go on indulging in the fu^tile 
pastime of providing for money on paper which his colleagues cannot 
spend. Speaking for myself, I was increasingly finding the circum* 
stances intolerable. 1 would, how^ever, wish the Hon’ble Mr. Suhra* 
wardy better luck. 

Fv( n in the ensuing year, although the Budget is a deficit one, 
I do not think the Finance Minister will claim that any well-conceived 
Hchcnu* for which all iiecehsary plans hud been worked out in every 
detail and were complete could not be taken into hand only on the 
ground of luck (d funds. 

Regarding fresh taxation, the Iloirhle Minister suggests taxes on 
entertainments, on consumption of electricity, etc. Schemes for new 
taxation yielding a revenue (d alK)ut 2o t(> dO lakhs was ready in the 
department Iwdore 1 left, and I think that during the next two sears 
at least it w'ould hardl> he iK)ssihle, even il verv vig<vn>us effoits are 
made, to draw' up and put in o|>eration amelionitive schemes n*(piiring 
recurring exi»tmditure of an amount larger than this.

The HOfi’Me Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: Sir, I do hope 
Mr. Sarker wdll s|)euk as hmg as he likes l>ecause it is a very iiiteresL 
ing speech. 

Mr. N ALIN I RANdAN SARKER: The honourable meinl)ers of the 
Opposition have eritieised the Government for not takiug \\\t big 
dcbemes of nation-building. The sentiments expressed by the Leader 
of the Oppijsition in his s|>ty*ch on th^^ Budget are also apposite. The 
Hon’ble the Finant'e Minister himself has expres.sed his disajKpointmeiit 
at not being able to do anything 4or the ill-fed, ill-housed and malaria- 
ridden people of the province. The problems to which both sides refer 
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RTi real, acute and stui)endou8, so stupendous, in fact, that whatever 
ona may say in speeches or write on paper one could never sufficiently 
express the magnitude of the problems or the diffi(*ulty of finding solu- 
tions for them. But judging from the manuer in which Indh sides 
tall^ about these problems, 1 am afraid 1 could not helj» finding that 
there was an air of unreality alxnit the whole discussion. The sjxHxdi 
my honourable friend Mr. Shnmsuddin Ahmed ha.s just delivered confirm- 
ed me in this belief. 1 myself hail at the beginning thought more or less 
on the same liiiewS, but before long the realities of the position, the limi- 
tations to our efforts and action began to dawn upon me. Neither the 
Hon’ble Minister nor the honourable memlx'rs of the Upixwition seem 
to be adequately conscious of the limitations impiised by the setting or 
fmmework in and through which all efforts for natioii-huilding ^ork 
must be made. Who is to make the efforts P No doubt, the |>arlicular 
set of jx'ople who at any time ma\ have lK*eu returmxl to this Is^gisla- 
ture acting through the party, group or grouj>s who may at the jKiiti- 
culur moment hold the majority in the Legislature. Their efforts and 
their acbieveiuents cannot but In* a reflection (vf their particular tiunjx^r, 
thejr outlook and their abilities. They cannot Is* cx|H'ctcd to contri- 
bute more than what the\ have in them. NobiHly has so i'ai ilcsi ribed 
a lloosevelt or a Mussolini among tli(*m. To exiwnt tliem, thendorc, 
to accomidish tasks whitli baffle even a H(s»sevelt or a Mussolini is to 
think and sjx^ak without a pnqH'i sense of realities. The criticisms of 
the honourable memlxM.s of the Opposition in this lonruH tion iipjwar ti> 
me, in particular, to he ironically meant. How can they exjHH't a 
particular Insly to execute big sc hemes when they see from year to ycai 
that even verv simple schemes cannot In' executed In that IwmIv P 

The ahilitN to undertake and excnuite big, comprcheiisi vi* si hemes 
calls not so much for money, but for etficienev much more than money. 
There must, in thc‘ first place, lx* a realisation of the problems which 
wc have to tackle. In the sec;ond place, .solution.s for these problems 
will have to lie evolved. And, la.stly, the .solutions must be given 
practical shajH?, appropriate and efficient machinery will have to lx> 
devised lor their exe<ulion, and necessary funds pruvideil for. To the 
extent to whi(;h these conditions will Ixs fulfilled, to that extent alone 
cun we exjHM i to obtain tangible and lieneficial results from the activi- 
ties of the (Government. 

Now, the mold question i.H*this: Can the results which Opposition 
numbers desire and the Finance Minister asjiirtw for be achieved \inder 
pievailing conditions? In the })revailing atmosphere where is tbc*re 
the incentive to acquire that efficiency, the incentive to devote one’s 
energies whole-heartedly to constnictive national work? Where leader- 
ship and applause are assured merely by making successful appeals to 
communal feelings and passions or upholding minimum efficiency as 
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the criterion or reiterating’ extremist slogans, the temptation to resojrt 
to these easier methods rather than the arduous and uncertain nie^od 
of recognition through constructive work is jTerhaps much over- 
[MDwering. In the circumstances, 1 do not think there is any other way 
oi)en to us than to put pressure uixm the Goveniment so that they ‘may 
impelled to hasten, even though slowly. I am not a jjessimist. far 
Jess a cynic, but my training and experience taught me always to call 
a spade a simde. T am how^ever not without hope that a l)etter tira^ 
may come and Isdter things and lodder ideals may ]iTevail. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Mr. S]}eaker. For the first 
time in tJie history of this House or |)erhai)H in the liistory of any house* 
of legislature people have witnessed sucli self-condemnation as we have 
heard to-day, from the hon’ble member for the Bengal National 
Chamber of Commerce. I admire the honourable member for the 
courage he has shown to u.s to-night. He has given us a list of items 
froni last year’s budget which he ''aid were not devoted to tlie objects 
for whicli they were pas'^ed. Sir, there is another siile to that picture. 
The oljstnict ionist |>olic> <d riie Finance Depintment and t he ohstnu’ti ve 
habits of the e\-Finaiice Minister an* re’-^poiisihle for it. (Laughter 
Iron) ('oaliti<in llenehes. » 'Phe hughear nt the part\ can perhaps, he 
f>ver)>lii>ed. 'Phe maiinei in which, .igain*'! all the terrible cornlitmus 
he has portrayed Wfore us, he stuc’k to oflice with liis teeth is indeed 
surprising. ITidei’ the terrible bugbear of tlie ( oalilioti Party 1 am 
surprised he did not resign earliei Po ( onii* torw’ard now and tf> 
(Titicise a thing which he himself had prepared is really most astouiuliug. 
The Hon’ble Finance Ministei is carrying some one else’s baby. Sii 
At the tag end oi the year, and nioie recently under’ a sad and 

d«»ep personal bereavement he took charge of the department. The 
repast liad already been cooked; all the items of the budget l^ad been 
prepared and it.s framework and structure put in position. The task of 
the Hou’ble the Finance Minister w^us merely to present it to the public 
gaxe. I am gbul honourable gentlemen opposite have now begun to 
realise that the cheers and applause they bestowed on the honounihle 
member for the Bengal National (’hamlrer were rather misplaced. 

Mr. Speaker. Fears of depression have been placed before us with 
all the dignity and authority of an economic professor. I join issue 
with the honourable member for the Bengal National Chamber even 
on that point. He lias very carefully and cdeverly failed to mention in 
the history of tlie depression after the last war that there was soi^e- 
thing like an income from reparations and there was tht* inflation in 
the currency that kept (he depression down till 1929. Tire crash came 
wlieu America demanded the inoTie\ which England could not pay 
bec4iU8e Germany could not meet her liabilities. A war always entails 
a period of depression. I agree with hhn in this much that we must 
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flrepare from now to fare the depression whenever it roines for I am con* 
•Tilfc^d that come it We must hejrin to place our house in order. 

Another theory which the honourable memln'r for the Beiifral 
National ('hainher enunciated before us. which ajfain astounded me, 
wa« that taxation should onl.\ be res(trted to when you want to balaiioe- 
a budf»‘et. His ounces of iiispiration are different from mine. If he- 
had read 0(»khale he would have found that a balanced hmljret is not 
necessarily tlie best hudf^vl I.oan^ can lu* floated and in fact must 
be floated for ju-oducti\o entot pi ises.

The ])arty never 
interfered in the inaiiner su^»'^ 4 ested t tii the eoniratw the Party jfuvp 
the Cabinet the fullest po.ssihle latitude to on and do their best for 
the ])rovince. We have h(*en waiting’’, at least I have been W'aitin^ 
these lonp three years for one step forward. In fact, m\ coinjdaint has 
l)een that the pace of pro^^ress is very slow. (Cries of “hear” “hear” 
from ( oalitioii Benches,/ I do not know what were the motive's that, 
induced the Finance Dc'partineiit to hold up plans and tKif to sanclioiv 
eX[>enditur(* on ^>-ranis made b\ the Houhe Was it to j^el a leading 
artiede in some A iij^lo-I ndian joiirna! sayinj^ what a j^^real fimincier the- 
department Inol and Imw wondeiliillx well he was keepinj^ the budget 
hulanceil y Cmirape ami imati'ination should have been shown from the 
first da\ the Ministrx took office To criticise a Budj^et of one’s own 
making does require a ;;oHnl rleal (d liardihood and a hir^e amount of 
auducit>. I expect the House h\ now has realized that tin* present 
Finance Aliiiister has nothinjf to do with this Bud^-et which like its 
predecessors, i.s a dr\ departmental Bud^ret 

1 shall not detain the House lon^, Sir. There are however a few 
ob.servation.s 1 wanted to plac^ I>efore the House. One point which I 
should like to urge upon the Hon’hle the tlnance Minister is that if 
money can be borrowed to fight a war of destnietion I do not sec what 
economic principle or any other priindple on earth cun stop u.*! from 
borrowing monc\ to fight a war of construction, a war against ignormice, 
pestilence and poverty? We are anxious to carry out our national 
programme. T^et us borrow even at a higher rate of interest and let us 
apend it in a mailer that^bring.s a return upon it. 
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Another point. Sir, to which I am anxious to draw the attention af 
the House to-day is to the question of Calcutta which seems to donHiliate^ 
Beiij^aL We seem to feel as if Calcutta is Bengal. There should be 
a sort of financial irrigation — if I may he allowed to use that tenn — a 
flow of (capital from urban centres to rural centres and vice verm. 
Honourable members will at oiiC/e realise that as all the money flows 
into Calcutta, the rate of interest here becomes lower and, Q<)rre8- 
pondingly, it rises higher in the districts, with the result that our 
country cousins cannot manage to borrow money at proj)er ,or even 
reasonable rales of interest, (^-operative Credit, Co-operative Bank- 
ing and similar other channels should be utilised for the flow of money 
from these urban centres to rural centreh. J tried to find, in the Finan- 
cial Statement souie scheme, some plan to encourage and stabilise 
industries, whether cottage or on a large scale. It was perha])s difficult 
for the Hoii’ble Minister to take charge of the Finance Department in 
December and to come forward wdtb it at breakneck si)eed with ])laiis 
and projects ot u far-reaching character. I liope the Hon’ble the 
Finance Minister will realise (hat we are waitiiiK. I shall look forward 
with very great interest to the proposals lie is likely to liring before 
us about the middle of the year. 

There is one point, Sir, on which, it (he Hon'hle the Finance Minister 
will throw some light, honourable members on this side of the Homse 
will be gratified. The ('ommis.sif)n on the Land Revenue System in 
Bengal has lieen working for some time now. 1 do not know when its 
report is likel> to come out. Rumours — if they are correct — tell us 
that the rejiort may W published any time in April or May. The imple- 
mentation of the report is a necessity of the utmost and highest 
importance. Is it to be understood from the Budget figures that what- 
ever the recommendations of this rommission be, they are not likely to 
be implemented during tlie course of the pre.sent financial year? It 
is a gigantic iiroblem, and I know. Sir, that it will mean almost a 
revolution in Bengal; but we are out, Sir, for (hat revolution. We 
are eommitte«l t<» un.seitle the Permanent Settlement, Sir. If the 
llon’ble the Finance Minister will kindly throw some light on this 
matter it will W very webanne to us. 


Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BISWASj Would you say a word about 
the implementation of the Jute (ommittee Report? 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am thinking of Madaripur. (Laughter.) 

Tlw Hon'bl. Mr. H. t. SUlfRAWARDY: We have implemented 
the Jute Committee Report. 
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Mr, ABDUR RAHMAN 8IODIQI: I hope, Sir, that the Hon’ble 

Finance Minister will continue to he in charpre of the Department 
Until the life of the present Assembly is over, and I hope that during 
the remaining span of its life he will bring to it his knowledge of the 
Conditions in Bengal based mi his experience as Commerce and Labour 
Minister and his assoi-iatimi with his other Cfdleagiies in the Cabinet. 
These must have tohl him that advatu'ement in one direction alone and 
none in the other nia\ not hring us the desired result. Advancement 
has to be all along the line. Schemes for draitiage, trainitig of rivers, 
excavation of tanks — tor M'hich we have alreailv passed an Aet — have 
not yet been put into o)»eration .\s regards watei-livaeinth. I have 
seen many ])h<»tographs ot garlanded otfiriuls. 1 hope these 
photographs will stop and something real and substantial 

w'ill be done C'rles ot “hear “hear”). Then, Sir. tjiere arc (jiies- 

tions of rural n'cmistniction, dams, erosions, re-attbrestation and so 
on. wlu(‘li it righih tackled, will be ol immeiiM* help to the agricultural 
cdas.s 4 *s on the one hand and will fill the coffers of the Lxcheijuer on the 
other. 

The Leadej ot the Kuropean (irouji has t(dd us that his party does 
not iigre*' with the p(di(’\ ol I tie (iovtonmenl in reganl to the restriction 
of 'liite cultivation l‘m the Muslim ( haniber oi (bmmeree whieh I 
have the privilege t«» repre^mit in tliis House, it is a mutter of pride and 
we are leiritiiuaiel \ lmmIiIumI at the tact that the Muslim Chamber took 
the lead and niduce<l tU* tioveinment to adopt the polic> of r(‘striction. 

I need not go into details at tliis stage as there will he other opportuni- 
ties to do so but I cannot helji remarking that \vc differ, fundamentally, 
from the viewpoint e\p?4‘'«**‘ed b\ tlie Kuropean (iroup. To m\ mind 
the restriction of julf* ciillivation is the oiiK remedy that Bengal can 
liav(* (At tliis sta^e llieie was sume interrupt ion fimn a member of 
the ( biposition. I Throu^'h \ou, Sji. I appeal to the honourable gentle- 
man on tlie other side that it he cunnot umler.slami what I am saying 
he had better read mv sta*ech when reported. What I was saying. Sir, 
was that it the (iovernnient of l^engal miii catch hold ot this grdden 
fibre, if they implement all the dreams and ideas that Indians have on 
this subject, wdiich are eeonomicull> and commen iall> souml tor the 
people of Bengal also, the Hoii’ble Minister will get all the money he 
wants. The economic salvation of liengal lies in the proper control of 
Jute from the field to land.s acrosH the seas. There is nothing to be 
afraid of. There is nothing io fear. The }J.#ri’ble the Finance Minister 
may even not W called upon to enter into an> long-tenn loans. If it 
comes to that, I shall welcome it. But, as I have said, jute and jute 
alone will give him all the mone> for all the schemes that all of us have 
tried to put l)efore the House. 

Sir, I shall not detain the Houtte any longer, but 1 cannot finish 
without one request, through you. Sir, to the honourable member for 
2f ' 
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the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce that if he must gi^e lu 
epeeches similar to the one to-day and lectures to us as he has done 
to-day, he will try and not tdl us tales out of the school — what happened 
inside the Cabinet or what happened outside the Cabinet and how the 
party behaved. It is not done. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Mr. Speaks, Sir, it is 
no mean fortune for this House that a rift in the “happy family” that 
has occurred has brought to light in this leap year, once in four years, 
facts which Bengal should have known earlier. Sir, Mr. Barker’s 
criticism of the Budget was listened to with rapt attention by all sides 
of the House. Mr. Barker has to l)e congratulated, at least once, for 
his speech on the Bengal Budget. He had l)een sptmsoring the Budget 
for the last three years but, never before did he sjwak with such 
candour. 

(At this stage there was much noise in the House.) 

Mr. AANTOSH KUMAiTbASU: On a ix>iut of order, Sir. Why 
is there so much disturbance in the House when the honounible member 
is speaking? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think that there is too much noise. Il slumld

A Cofttition Party rnambar: Some honourable members are bniving 
the ('ham her. 

Mf. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: They ought to know h(»w to leave 
the Chamber. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Mr. Barker’s four con- 
•ecutive speeches on the Budget have revealed to this House different 
aspects from which we have an oppi^rtunity of judging the budgetary 
schemes of the Bengiil Ministry. His criticisms were not, it seems, 
without their sting for the member of the Coalition Party who spoke 
just now. My honourable friend Mr. Alniur Buhman Biddiqi has with 
candour, though not without indignation, accepted the entire gist of 
the criticism of Mr. Barker, Only he haa opined that Mr. Barker should 
have resigned earlier from the Cabinet and left the company in ivhich 
he found bihiself out of tune. (The HonTde Mr. H. S. Suhh.\wardt: 
If that was so.) The Hon’ble the Finance Minister ralsee an “if”. 
It ist fortunately no hypothesis but all categorical for the time being 
and we now know what was happening and what was not happening 
in the affairs of the “happy family.” 
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» Sir, whatever may have happeue<l in the {mat, the H«>irUe the 
j^ance Minister has perforce been no less candiil in acknowledging 
that this is not only a deficit Budget in a second suctrssive year, hut 
also that he had no scheme to put forward. It is, Sir, already thi*ee 
years now and we are coming to the 8un-d<nvn ot life of the [uesent 
Ifinistry and of the present Assemhlv. In the first Budget s|)eech of 
the Finnance Minister we all rernember that we had l)een vouchsafed 
the jwoinise of a comprehensive scheme that was to Idess Bengal; we 
had the promise a comprehensive seheme whiih iii every ruial area 
would give medical ainenitie.s, eduiaitional facilities and all that one 
might desire. There wa> so niu<‘h promise, so much ho]H^ was aroused 
at the beginning of tin* term of this (tovernmenl. But to-day we find 
ill this Budget not only an ab.Neiue — a total absenci* — of any compre- 
hensive scheme or of any central jdan, but pndmhlv with the exit of 
Mr. Sarker from the Cabinet that promise*! (‘oinjuehensive sc heme also 
has found its exit — no im>re t<» return in the course of the next iwo 
years. Here, as Mr. Sarker has aptly fniinted out, large sums were 
sanet ioinal by tin* House' cm various nation-building works, but not 
sjw*nt. 

If they were to be actually s|)ent for the purjswoH for which they 
were intended, it would mean laborious w'ork, careful thinking and 
comprehensive planning for the Gc.vernment. But, Sir, for want of 
that care and ca|Kicity the entire money remains unspent. My hon'hlo 
friend, Mr. Alslur Hahinan Siddiep, waxed elcHpient over the necessity 
of floating jucKluctive loans for nation-huilding ]mr|>cwes, in his not 
too effective attempt to condone the crimes of the Cahinet which 
to-day it fell to Mr. Sarkc*! to bring to light Ix'foro this Hemse. 
Mr. Siddifji was advocating that in Wlter times the Bengal Ministry 
should have floated a huge loan, should have got more money for a 
grand scheme of national nMonstniction. But, Sir, may w<‘ not ask 
jiertinently, — was all that loan tc* be float(*d and was accunuilation (jf 
interest payment to Ik* counted on that bmn, so that the scheme might 
remain only a scheme and the money remain uns|K*nt in evidence of 
the utter incajuicity of the (fovernnient ? Karts now bring to our view, 
quite late in the day, the utter bankruptcy of thought on the part of 
the present Ministry. The Finance Minister has not only made valu- 
able confessions also of planJessness, bankruptcy of ideas and want of 
foresight in the Budget, he has done more. ^He has devised the tactics 
in presenting his Budget of raising fears and bogeys only to cloak the 
incapacity .and the planlessness of the present Cabinet. Ho said that 
it woqld be dangennis now to enlarge our com in it men ts on the basis 
of that proeperity which he sees with the Wginning of the wat and 
not to take precautions aghlnst the slump which all previous ex[)erience 
suggests must * inevitably follow. Here, Sir, it reminds one of the 
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story of a Hliinip that had been bitni^rht al>out by the frequenter of a 
publie Ixir. A nustonier picked up from the fl(Kyr a pie(‘e of jxij)er with 
a valuable .secret inforinatiod. Wai was coining and there was danger 
that a slump would set in. The man wa.s judicious and thoughtful — 
almost as thoughtful as the Rfurble Finance Minister proposes to be. 
lie immediately stopjMMl buying his glas« of l>eer at the bar. The bar- 
kee|)er of course suffered; the budbud suffered ton; the brewery closed 
down; the workers were thrown out of work; tlie liop.s in the field w’ent 
to rot; tlie tanner wjts ruined. An all-rourifj slum]) set in. It was 
then disc<)V(‘i’ed that the pi(‘c(* of paper rt‘sj>onsih!c for the jnmic and the 
resultant slump was an old sciap of paper of 20 yeais ago with legard 
to tlie cofiditi' cs which vvcic no moH' in e\i<1ence. Sir, 1 would ask 
the Hon l)lc Mr. Suhrawardy not to sto]) hu\ing his glas.s of ls*er and 
spread jMiiiic like the over-cautious customer of the public bar. I 
would ask him to go deojK*r than that, and tr\ to avert tin' lH»ginning 
of the slump. Here in Hiuigal we lind to-das an almost .(muring sptc- 
tacle, il it were not so seiious, jti this Ibidgct. Tlie b(»< 4 i*y of .1 slump 
has liecn raised b\ the IIonTdc lln' Finance Ministci ; no wimdei it the 
8lumi> s(ds in. Thme uas also the further confession that docrea.se in 
ilu' expciidi t u !'(* on civil woiks was due to tin' slow progress in e,\e(‘U- 
tion ol till' works; this natmally le<l to diniinntnui of work; that 
nnturall.N Itnl to the diminution (d income (d the working elasse.s, and 
that in its turn led to the diminution in tin' ineome of all sections of 
the ix'ople who iel> one way or the othei ii|M>n new (imstnntive jdans 
and works. Therefore. I do feel that behind all (In'si* the Ministry ha.s 
made its sain attempt (o <M>ser its bankin]>tc> ot idea.s. No wonder, 
the slump ma\ Im' hastened and exps'dited fm this sm-s reason. Jlut 
even while .sounding thi.s note of eaiition that w<' must not <'nlaige our 
comm I tnn'ii 1 s , All. Suhiawaidy lia.s not lacki'd in lioldness to tdease 
his impmialist masters. He has been very bold, indeed, almost dls- 
plaved a martial spirit, and these an* his words: “We must be leady 
and prepared U> take our due share in the burden <d' the war should 
events nnne neaiei home and invidve us more direetlv and closelv.” 
The Hon’hle Mr Suhrawardy who, out ot fear for a slump, is preeisely 
doing everything jx^ssible to hasten it bv lonti acting and narrowing 
down whate\er could he termed as nation-building cmnmitments, haw 
now dared to undertake commitments foi- the wai. Afav T ask out of 
what will the due share in the Imideri of war he Inirne and who is going 
to l)ear that due share in the burden of Ihe war? If the jTTovince is to 
l»e left with diminished nVoun'es, then, vSii, where is the money to bear 
this burden M the war to come from? It would be precisely out of 
further taxation. It would precisely he out of raising n fiftther loan 
from^the iraiwverished people of this province. We know, Sir what 
methods were used during the last war to eitnioF loans from the pe<^ 
of India. There have been notorious cases of extortion Imd coercion by 
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]aei\ like Michael O’Dw yor and other notorious names of iulministrutors 
of his tribe. Sir, we cannot l)\it l»e apprehensiv(* when we hear of this 
bold resolve with reg^ard to the shouldering of the burden of the war — 
a war over which we have no c ontrol — a war which is not of our making. 
Although it has heeu argued that exj)c*nditure on the war items will l)« 
recoverable from the Government of India, w'e on this side of the House 
most strongly condcmin such exiamditure. Thanks to the masterly 
analysis of the lx*adei of the* ()pj>osition cm erne cHcasion. we lone Indow 
us a clear picture of the natuie cd the war and the war aims of the 
British Government. We. Sii, on priiu-iple stand commit teal to do 
everything jx>ssihle to make it imiH>s.sil)le for thc‘ Hon* hie thc‘ ^'inance 
Minister and for this t'ahinct or for any other (’ahim*t to raise by 
further taxation or by o])pressi()n ot tb»‘ jH'ojdc* a single pie or a single 
si'ldiiu foi |H‘rjM*tuating tin* sla\er\ of Bengal. Therefore, Sii, I may 
say from this side of the House, I may giNc the Finance Minister this 
note* of warning, that the* Government ot Bcuigal may c'xtern jicMvple, 
may rc'stiain them troin their normal avcMalions, ma\ evmi extenn and 
restrain them fiom ( arrying on theii h‘gitiinale a< tivitic‘s, but, Sir, they 
cannot ged the willing (•(►-cvjK'ration ot the jH*opl<‘ of Bengal wlndber 
Hindus or Muslims, They cantud get the willing ccKoixMation, 1 say, 
even of the meinls'is of their own side, if a single spark is left in their 
conscience. The\ cannot induce an\ man in Bimgal to shoiildcM" aims 
in this })redat(!i\ war, a wai in which we ran discern nothing hut a 
roblHM’s hlood, lust for the icdixision of the woild. In this war wc* 
find (fri^at Britain, holding as she does more than cmc* million scjuaic* 
miles of land wliic h she had stolen fiom her rival powers, is eiirrying 
on her depredations in other |H'oples’ lands, hy thiowing lH>mhs in the 
Xorth-West Front lei Biovimc*, by devastating Arabia, Falestine, 
Egypt, China and la\ing waste every otiier jairl cd the world. To-day, 
Sir, we hear of the nim h vanntcsl talk of the British Government 
coming forward ns ehampion of democracy, as thc‘ guardians of Islam. 
Sir, who were the Imperialists that bomWd MtMca, wdio are those 
Imjierialists of Britain who on the pretext ot the murder of on© 
Mr. Stark have ravaged Fg>]»t, wli(» are those Imjierialists who are 
to-day decimating the lives of innocent men, women ami cdiildren on 
our North-West Frontier, inhabitcsl bv the* Muslims, our eountrvmon 
in any case?' And we are told yet that we must rise to defend this 
Government. Those days are, past. The other day cmc* nuimiw’r from 
the other side cf the House gave a threat Srid threw" cMit a challeng© 
that he was prepared for a civil war in Bengal. H India is to be ]>re- 
pared for a civil w"ar, it will lie precisedy to safeguard the rights and 
intereals of the jieople of Bengal and of the people of India and tc^iesist 
any proposal that the Hon’ble Minisler as the Helf-apjioint'*d agc»nt-in- 
chief of the Brilisk War Office may venture to bring forward at a later 
date, ^ May he t^e the warning? If will not he too much — it will be 
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no audacity on my part — if I aak him to approach his own constituonts 
to gro to the public and take a verdict on his proposals. Sir, it is itill 
fresh in our mind that the Palestine day was observed all over Calcutta 
to protest against the cruelty and barbarity to which the Palestine 
Arabs were being subjected under the iron heels of the British banditry. 
Thousands of Muslims took the lead to raise their voice of protest. 
Public memory may be short, but not so short as to forget the lessons 
that we have learnt at the cost of blood. May the Hon’ble Minister 
take heed and take note of the writings on the wall. Sir, here I would 
like to mention a few words about his treatment to labour. 

(At this stage the time-limit was reached and the member was 
allowed 2 minutes.) 

Sir, with regard to labour, I believe the Eon’ hie Finance Minister 
finds himself overwhelmed and overworked and therefore unable to 
mitigate the stress and strain on the life of our lalxmrers. Probably 
bis labour portfolio is already submerged, and here in bis Budget, 
police and such items take over almost (‘V(*rvtbing. Ibdiee alone would 
come to U) |i»er cent, of the total Budget estimates. All the nation- 
building items concerned would only amount to about 23 {x*r cent, of 
the Budget. 


Sir, by scanning the entire Budget I find that a figure for hospitals 
in Cinchona Plantation accounts for Rs. 18,000. Here is the report 
on the Cinchona Plantation where it is said that the balance of profit 
of these plantations is Us. 8,31,tM)0 and odd. What an enormous 
beneficence! Then there is the grant to the Lai>our Welfare tlrgani- 
aution of Ks. 20,000 and the cost of Imiuiry is Rs. 10,000. Here is, 
Sir, an a<lmi.ssi(>n as to how that money is s|H»nt. The Hon'ble Finance 
Minister unswering a question in the Upjier House said that he had 
gniiited an org^anisation called Bengal National 1/ahour Welfare Ijeague, 
which, he admits, is already defunct Rs. 2,500 in 1937-38 and 
Ha. 15,000 in 1938-39, and there is no account as to how money is s|>ent 
and how much is 8|)ent on each item. This House is askwl to vote 
moneys for such squander and shady transactions. Sir, this is a com- 
plete revelation of the Hon’ble Finance J^inister’s methods of disburse- 
ment «>f public funds. '

GENERAL DISCUSSION OF THE BUDGET. 

Mr, SPEAKER: What I ]»ropose to <lo is that I would allow one 
speaker from each block to sp<*ak, finish the wlode lot inid then come 
Iwu k a^^ain. 

Mr. ANUKUL CHANDRA DAS: Sir, yesterday tlie arran^^ement 
wjis made that the Imh’pendent (iroup will sprnik first, then the 
KiLro])oan.s and tlien ourselves. 

Mr. SPEAKER: A> iheie are so many sjieukers, I hope members 
would < ach finish their sjjcei lies in 10 minute.s, so that T may allow a 
larjre number of .speakers to speak. 

Khan Sahib Mauivi S. ABDUR RAUF: Sir, in rising to speak a 
fevi words on tin* Hud^'’et Kstimate of tlu* province of Henj^al for the 
\i\\T 1940-41 which is liefore Us and which has alreiwly been preparfMl 
and jiresented before us for a<('ej)tance and passinjr, I think in the firat 
pl.i(/* it is m,\ dut> to con^fratulate the Hon’lde th« Finance Minisk*r 
for hi^ candid admission in the conclusion of his Budjfct speech where 
he pays 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on a jioint of order. The 
Finance Mini.ster is not presenjl. 

Mr. SPEAKER: He should have been present. But 1 do not 
want to c^ate the precedent of the other House here. 

Khan Sahib Mauivi S.. ABDUR RAUF: Where he says, 
must expand and expand projfressively. There is such a crying need 
for an immediate expansion of our nation-building activities that to roy 
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colleag:u68, to the honourable members of this House, to all those in 
fact who know and deplore the conditions in which the ill-educated, 
ill-housed, ill-fed and malaria-stricken sons of Bengal live this year’s 
Budget must be as greet a disappointment as it is to me personalty/’ 
But I cannot congratulate the Hon’ble Finance Minister when he says 
that for the nation-building activities he will have to take recourse to 
new taxation which is very shocking to me. I know that Bengal is 
already over-burdened with taxation and they are groaning under it 
and to my mind the people of Bengal are already exhausted and they 
have got no capacity for paying any new tax. In this connection I 
may w'arn the Hon’ble the Financ^e Minister that there has been a great 
difficulty in Bombay and Madras for this sort of new taxation. New 
taxation will lose the popularity of the Government and there will be 
a great agitation against this Government which has become popular 

to the majority of i>eople of the province. Sir, three days have been 

allotted for the discussion of the Budget Estimates of the province of 

Bengal and for these last three years we are having discussion and 

criticism on the Budget of the i)rovinc<‘, hut to our utter^ 8uri)ri8e we 
are finding the sam<‘ thing rej>eated over utul over again in the same 
way since the establishment of the Britisli Empire in India. The 
Budget has l>een preHt*nte<l to us, wliether we have any discussion or 
criti<’ism on it or not we shall have to jiass the Budget in toto whether 
we have a mind for it or not. Sir, it is said that criticism, discussion 
and suggestions by the mcmWrs of the House are necessary to the future 
Budget of the j)rovince. Sir, we are having discussion, criticism and 
suggestions every year, but alas ! though we are crying hoarse we cannot 
change the mentality and system of the (lovernmcnt which is being 
carried on since the estahlishmeiit of the British Empire. We are told 
that it is a popular (iovernmeni — Government by the people and Gov- 
ernment for the people. The eonstitution has In^en changed in form 
and in name, hut in reality it is the same old Government. We Know 
that a Standing Finaiu'e Committee lias been formed, hut we do not 
know wliether tliat Commitfee has been at all (‘onsulttMl about the 
preparation of the Budget before it was presente<l to the Houae. In 
my opinion the Budget of the province should Ih' prepared in consulta- 
tion with the Standing Finance Committw*. If that is done, then the 
Budgi't could he made according to the real needs of the people. 

Sir, turning to the receipt side of the Budget 1 am really astonish- 
ed to find that a large suin^ of money has been surrendered for non- 
utilisation on those accounts for which it was set apart. I do not know 
what is the reason for it. It may he tlfat there is no scheme, for it or 
that there is no necessity for it or that programme could not be made 
for it.* Who is responsible for these? Is it the Minister concerned or 
the department concerned ? I know of a particular case regarding the 
construction of the civil court buildings at Howrah. Two lakhs of 
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inpees were set apart for the construction of the civil court building »t 
ijSUnrrali in this year’s Budget. The district of Howrah has been 
eepiuravted from Hooghly and it has been made a separate district. 
There is no record room and the present civil court building is quite 
insufficient for a separate distri(‘t. The buihling is urgently necessary 
and several representations have l>eeu made by the local bar as well as 
by the public for the extension of the civil court building. But to my 
utter surprise I find that in this year’s Budged the said sum of rui>ees 
two lakhs has been deducted by a sum of Rs. 1,99,000, kee]>ing a 
balance of Rs. 1,000 for the said building. I earnestly request the 
Hon’ble Finance Minister to set apart the said sum of Rs. 2.00,000 for 
the removal of tlie long-felt want of the people of Howrah. 

Sir, turning to the ex])enditure side of the Budget I greatly n^gret 
that a very nu^agre sum has Ixhui set a]>art for (he nation-building 
activities. The Hon’ble Finance Minister, popular as be is, ought to 
have kept a large sum of money for the nation-huilding activities, e.g.^ 
Agriculture, Irrigation, lndu^trv, et(‘., thereby i»e would have Wen 
able to remov<* the (iU(‘Nti«»n of unemplounent to some extent. Sir, as 
for Irrigation the Hon’ble Finance Minister has suggeste<l some new 
schemes in Nortli Bengal, Caletitta, Khulna, Hooghly and some other 
districts, but lie forgelN altogether to make any ]»rovisi(>n for the 
district of Howrali whi<*li is badly suffering for want of a pro])er canal 
through the Kaiulua field wlibli remains under water for a considera- 
ble part of the year, (‘airsing great damage to file crojw and liealtb of 
the Ics'ality inhabited by about two lakhs of peojile. For the last 
three yt‘ars 1 have lieeii r<‘queHting the (lovernment to remove this long- 
felt want h\ M‘tting apart Rs. l,r>0.()00 but to no ett’eet. I do not know 
when my jirayer will be fulfilb‘d. I have been given liojics many a 
time, but no provision has Is'en mu<le for this. I hope that something 
will Ih* dom‘ in this direction. 

As ri*gards the DejmHment of Education it is the admittetl policy 
of the Government that tree primary education should be given to the 
people of the province. It has been so said many a time by the Hon’ble 
the Chief Minister ami many of my 4’olleagues here. But to my utter 
surpri.st^ 1 find that tjiere is no proviHi<»ii anywhere whicli miglit iudicate 
that this jirohlem has Wen seriously taken up as 3 'et. There is a provi- 
sion of 5 lakhs of rupees for f»rimary edmaiioii in the e4‘«H-paying 
districts. But there is no provisiem in the Budget for those districts 
where District School Boards fiave been established but no cess Has yet 
been imposed. In the district of Howrah the School Board bus been 
established *but owing to the postponement of the education cess in that 
district the primary schools have Wcome unmanageable as the tethers 
of the primary schools are- not getting any fpunt from the District 
Seiiofd Board Fpnd in which there is at present only Rs. 47,000, This 
tod will be exhausted if the existing teachers are paid two quarters 
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gfant. Ther<» will l>e no mon^y left in the fund of the District School 
Board after the payment of two-quarters grant. The teachers will Have 
to starve and the existence of the primary schools will be blotted out 
from the distri<*t of Howrah if the (jovernmeiit does not come forward 
to help the District School Board of Howrah. Efjrmerly, when primary 
education was in the liands of the District Board the primary schools 
used to get grants throughout the year. If tlie education cess is again 
postponcHl this year and if the (Toverninent does not come with aji 
adequate grant to the District School Board. Howrah, then the cause 
of primary education will be greatly hampered. So I request the 
Government to introduce* the education cess at Howrah from this year 
at once, so that the primary schools may be kep* alive. The majority 
of the people of Howrah are quite agrci-able to pa> tlie education cess 
from this y<*iir, so that their childri'ii ma\ get free primary (‘duration 
from now. 

Sir, as regards adult education. ver\ small provision has In^en made. 
I rerpiest the Hrm ble tin* iMTuince Minl^ter to stn*trh Ids bel])ing hand 
towards this directirm of adult education of this province. 1 do not 
want to deal with tin* iiniiortnnee of adult edneation which is bnown to 
everybody.

Khan Sahib MUHAMMAD HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: Mr Speaker, 
:Sir, while takinj?^ fwirt in the (Jeneral Discushion of the BudK^t 1 do 
iiiot uitejid t-o ^o into details nor do I like to critirise the Bud}?et with 
ja sf)irit ot destruetive opposition, but 1 want t-o say a tew words by 
way of snp’lir^'Htion to the jKdiev behind it. 

Before enter^ji' into facts 4iud fip-nres of the Budjret, 1 would like 
to tell the ITon^de Minister that although this is the fourth Biidjret 
,of the fMipular (Government, we are surprised to find that there is no 
indication of an\ csnnpreheiisive scheme which is likelv to brin^r real 
.(M)mfort to the inasseH of Benj^al. After {*<irelvil scrutiny of the allot- 
ment tor the dejuirtments whiidi vi(all\ affei t the masses e\er\ one will 
.ajrree with me when I sa\ that the pixivisiou seems all ♦liroujjh 
miserably imnletpiate and in s<une (xises .simple an eve-wash. Xobodv 
.can iind there any definite pT'ojrramme or policy whudi is calculated to 
promote the best interests of the cinnnion pwjple. The Budget re)>eats 
the .same jailu \ ot nijrjrardly allotment tor the nation-biiildinjr dejwrt- 
ments and revwils the same tale ot talterinjr attitude on the j>art of 
'(Government with re.s|Hyt to them. 

To stairt with Education. There Ims been enouffh of di.scnssion and 
definite suggestions have been made during the last three years and all 
the members irrespective of their allegiance to the diffeient political 
parties had been unanimous in the demands for free and compulsory 
primary education thiougbont Bengal. I can retdise the vastness of 
the problem and the financial respon.sihility for any such scheme as 
\welil^ but at the .same time I would like to tell the Hon’ble the Educa* 
>tion Minist-er that m this direction (Government .should take o bold step 
erkhont any further delay. Any plea for shelving the problem will 
meet with di.sastrous oottaeqiiefwoes. 
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In the last Budjyet an additionnl provision of 5 lakhs was made for 
prux^ry education when there were only three cess-paying districts 
which took up the (roveriinient scheme in it'* entirety. But this year 
when 6 more districts have come forward ready, the lludget shows the 
same provision on this item. 

My district of M\meiisingli alone will reijuire an additional grant of 
4 lakhs at the minimum without which the District Sch<K)l Ihiard V'ill 
hiive to close down a iairl\ large numlier of scIhhiIs at once wliiiib will 
amount to denying a large section of the I'ess-paying people of their 
legitimate rights. On the other iiand, the provision for collegiati* 
education is disprojH)rtM>natel\ large with the result that we are (‘rent- 
ing a large number of disapjxiinted graduates at the exist of elementarv 
edmation ot the pe^iple for winch they hove been diiwtlv taxed. 

A'jriimlture is the jiressing nei*d of the province on which more than 
80 jier cent, of her jiopulation depends. With the rapid increase in 
population in thi> piovince the average aiea ot the cultivahle land is 
propoitionateiy falling lar short of thi» demand. This problem can only 
be Hohed h\ making the vast area of fallow hind (’ultivahh' and by 
incieU''ing the p^odnctl^lt> of the alri^adv cultivahle laud, It is 
gratifying to note that a pro\isioii of Us. ‘Jti.lHiO has been made for 
estaiilishing union Insird farms and union Iwiard dmnonstrat ion centres. 
The jKilicy of opening small farms in union IhuikI areas instead of 
establishing lug fainis m dintrict h(‘ad(|uai ters or snhdivjsjounl (lentres 
is welcome. 

The (juestion oi exjmnsliin of the co-operative movement and of rural 
credit is the most vexed (jU(*stion of the day. Rural credit, Sir, has 
totallv dried up and opening of a few land niortg^age hanks will not 
even loucli the fringe ot tin* jiroblem. The |MM>r agriculturists who are 
the vvoi'^1 suflereis do not and C4inn«»t act nail v derive any advantage out 
of these liaiiks. 

The suffering.-, <»i the agricnli uri'-ts have reached the climax and 
unless, the Dov eminent (Minn* t-o their rescue without any further loss 
of time, then it will lie too late for anylHidy ts» try to save them. 
Unless, therefore, a large number of agricultural hank*, for advancing 
short-term loans are est^ihlislied throughout the province forth wdth, the 
p<K)r agriculturists will turn into landlexs fieggars in no distant time. 

Now, Sir, I am really sorrv that tin* Musiijn Finance Minister in 
India had t^i begin with pn*^enting a deficit Budget. Bui I confess 
and I am .sure all will agree w^th nn* that tin* Muslim Finance Minister 
has not proved himself unworthy for the task. He has made the best 
usf of the resonices at his disfx^sal and has out the coat just according 
to ihe,clofh. It is (July when the pre.sent Budget was being prejmred 
that he took over charge of the department, and it is not hu/hanly 
possible for him to make any further improvement of the structure 
whose foundatkm wa.s laid before he came in.

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Sir, I cannot conceive of a better Budget with the fund and time 
at hi« disposal. It will not be out of place to remind the Hom’ble 
Finance Minister that meVe imposition of taxes and collection of 
revenues should not be deemed to be the only duty of the Government. 
If you are really anxious about doing anything for the ill-educated, 
ill-housed, and ill-fed and malaria-stricken sons of Bengal and if you 
are really serious about the industrialisation of the country and want 
to emancipate the poor cultivators from the grip of debt and disease, it 
is your duty to do so at once and lose no time. 


Mfi MONMOHAN DAS: Mr. Speaker, Sir, this is the fourth 
Budget of the present Ministry under provincuil autonomy. No change, 
nothing new and nothing progressive, we find in the Budget, It is a 
stereotyped Budget and the administration is being carried on, on the 
wune obi bureauciatic lines. Many of my friends have discussed the 
Budget elalM)rately and hist night the ex-Minister, Mr. N. K. Sarker, 
(Titicised the whole Budget. I don’t like t-o repeat the same. But I 
would only add that no pmgressive scheme has been included in the 
present Budget relating to Public Health, Medical Bural Reconstruc- 
tion, Irrigation and s<3 on and the money provided for these purpo.ses is 
not sufficient. 1 shou]<l like to my one thing, that in the Police Budget, 
Government have provided sufficient money. I don’t tiiink that the 
Intelligence Brunch Department is of sncii a necessity for the ])resent 
administration. -^It is a surprise to me, Sir, that the Hon’hle Fin.iiice 
Minister has not considered any comprehensive scheme or any construc- 
tive plan for the mass uplift towards the advancement of the country. 

In the previous years, the Budget was jUeseiited hv the c\-Minister 
Mr. N. R. Sarker who in spite of his having provided some pix)visions for 
the education of the Scheduled (jistes failed to evoke any congratulations 
from us. But what can the present Finance Minister who has not even 
provided anything in the Budget as an additional grant for the education 
of Schedule<l C/astes expect from us^ Are we to congratulate him or 
are we to denounce his action y I am constrained to .speak out my mind 
to-day. In the previous years under the regime of Mr. Sarker, it was 
the tall talk of the members of the (Vwlition Circle that the hesi interests 
of the Muslims and the Scheduled (Pastes had suflfered due to the 
machinations of Mr, Sarker. But may I invite the attention of my 
friends of the Coalition Party, tnay I also remind my honourable 
friends, the Scheduled (^ste members af the Coalition Group, of the 
provisions that were made in the previous years and what tliey have got 
to-4ay under this popular ministry? 

^r, it is significant to note that in the previous year, at the time of 
Mr. Sarker, in spite of the special grant of 5 lakhs for the education of 
Scheduled Castes more than Rs. 50,000 was provided fpr the Scheduled 
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Cftfites’ eduoaiioii. But this year that speck! grant is on the verge of 
extinction and yet no ottempt has been nuule whatsoever to provide any 
grant for the education of the Scheduled Castes. 

Let ine now turn to the budgetary provisions of the Education 
Department which have been made for the backward minorities includ- 
ing the Scheduled Castes and for the Muslim community. Sir, my 
friends of the House will find from the Budget Estinmtes (hat the 
Hon’hle Minister has not even touched the question of the educatiomilly- 
backward Scheduled ('antes, whereas he has provided lakhs of rupees for 
the education of Muslims and Muslim institutions as well. I under- 
stand that Rs. 50, (Hk) has been provided for grants to madrassahsi 
Rs. 1,50,000 for the additional Muslim Hall to the Dacm T^niversity, 
Rs. 07,500 for the college, Rs. I5,00(t for additional buildings to the 
madrtissah, Rs. 11,000 for the Faridpur Hirls’ Junior Madras.sah as 
(Xipital grant, Rs. ‘J1,000 for the extension of the Dining Hall attached 
to the Muslim Hall, Ikicca Intermediate ( 'ollege, and Rs. 15,000 for the 
construction of a hostel for Muslim stmlents al Firojpur. 1 undeif^and 
all tiuit. But I must say that (he Hon’hle Minister is absolutely partial 
to the in(en‘hts of his ((onmunit y and he is absolutely blind to the 
educational interests of other communities. Am I not proper in saying 
that injustice is being done in the name of justice^ It is most surprising 
to me what has made my Sclmluled (aste friends of the Coalition 
including the llon’ble Ministers belonging Oi the Scheduled (’astes so 
charmed as to tolenite all this glaring injustice dom* by the present 
Ministry. What is the charm!'' Is it nomination to locjil hrMlies? Is 
it ap|)ointment as members of various committees with the pi^ispect of 
drawing fat all<»wance^, or is it the charm rrt titles such as Rjii Siihihs 
and Rsii Bjiliadiirs ? May I ask them to remember for a nnunenl the 
effect of such a want of provision f<ir removing the dismal illiteracy of 
the community.^ Kdmation. 1 submit, is the 4»nly problem ujHm which 
the fate of the Scheduled (astes depends, halucaliou is the only thing 
which will enable (he fxrmmunily to safeguard its sncuil, religi^ms and 
political rights. I submit that the representatives of the Scheduled 
Cu-stes should be very cautious from now Irecause in days gone by the best 
interests of the Scheduled Castes suffered due to the highhandedness 
of (he so-calle<l (’aste Hindu brethren, and at the present time the 
Muslims are realising their best interests «t the cost of the Scheduled 
Castes. May I know what they have done since Rs. 5 lakhs was set 
apart from the year 1938 ^ I ask whether it is not a fact tlmt it is the 
independent Scheduled Caster Party which^cTeat4*d the atmosphere in 
the House for the Hon’hle Chief Minister to show his sympathy by 
• accepting my ctit motion. Should they not feel ashamed of making a 
false propaganda in their {smstituencies in the name of Rs. 5 lakhs? 
Is it not a fact that they are making a false propaganda againet the 
members of the independent Scheduled Caste Party? Should I he 
wrong in describing them that they are merely toys in the hands of 
Government? In this connection I should like to submit one thing. 
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It in by virtue of the terms of the Poona Pact, the Scheduled Castes 
have a separate entity in the ooiintry and you will find that clause 
9 of the I’aet runs as follows* — 

“In every province, of the educational jjrant an adequate sum shall 
be earmarked for providing ediK-ational facilities to the 
members of the depressed classes.’’ 

May I know what the Hon’ble Ministers of the Scheduled Castes who 
are sitting in the (Vibinet are doing and what is lh(‘ return for their fat 
salaries to their people!'' Are they sitting there only as ornamental 
memhers? Sir, lei me sound a note of warning that the charm of a 
seat in the (kibinet will not hist long and that a time will wime when 
the literate masses will be in a jHisition to lealise what a cheating the 
sejit in a Cabinet has been to the rommunity. My honouiable ^ friends 
will be facing the hard realitie.s then. T am sure that any false pro- 
paganda with the help of the “Pataka” will not last long. So far as 
my information goes, recently one of my friends Mr. Pulin Behory 
Mullick had been to Faridpur and tried to gain popularity by .saying 
that Hs. 2} lakhs would be jirovided in the pre.nent Budget at their 
instance. Where is that amount ? Is it not a false propaganda ^ The 
Scheduled (’aste communities are being cheated and are being deprived 
of their rights. My friends of the Muslim I'ommunity are turning a 
deaf ear to their crying needs. 

Sir, 1 had on many <»cc 4 isions ilisi ussed the educational needs of my 
communits and jMiinted out that in <»rder hi combat the <lismal illiteracy 
of tlie Scheduled Castes, an ailequate sum should be earmarked as a 
requiring grant But I regret to say I hat the majority ol the members 
of the Sciieduled (histe Kducation Committee including the Special 
(Blicer are playing into the hands of tiovernmeni who ought to have 
pusheil the (lovernment to .speml the capital grants in one year and 
make it recurring. 

(Here the member having reached the time-limit lesumed his seat.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: I want the advice of the Leader of the Coalition 
Party. I have got a list of almut 17 members from their .side. So 
either you should allow me to select the speakers by drawing a lottery 
or let the jmrty select the spe<ikers and give me a short list of them.

I am soriv to find that in-'icad (d the Dejiartnient (tf Bural 
Keeonslrm tom eo-ordinat ine tlo- mti\itirs (d all the other nation- 
tmiidinj.^^ dejiart ment s t<ovaids u well-planned improvement of tlo* rural 
areas, the Home, the Bublifjty, the (‘o-r)perative, the Imluslries and 
even the Bevenm* I)i‘partments have set up different schenu’s of rural 
uplitf in different directions. Tfii*rc is no co-orilmated, wadl-planned 
method in the work. 'I'lie trauiinp of some officers is (juite laudable, 
no doubt, ibit tliat is not snHicij'Ul. Alontr willi the seffinp’ Ufi of 
Palli Manual Samities, tlo* (fover/nuent should start short ermrsen of 
truinin^^ cla*'ses in every subdivision to train a miTnfM*r of enl fni.siastii* 
workers who have alreadv evimed keiui iifterest and who are ea^er f^i 
undertake the .same. I am sure the f^nion Boards will be williuj.'' <o 
send rejiyesentative workers from ladi union at thedr own cost for 
receiVinp* traininjr at the centre. The only thirifr needed is the (^arnest- 
ness of the (government which I um afraid is raovinj? at a snaiTs pace. 
In that sense jt he work of rural recon.st ruction is “silently” as 

we have been told. 
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Adult education is one of the main pillars of rural reconstruction. 
But 1 am disappointed to find that the Government hare provided only 
Ks. 9,000 in the next year’s bwdget as against Rs. 13,000 of the present 
year. The crying need of the hour is primary and adult education. 
Money must be found out for the same. After providing money for 
these primary needs, the Government will be well advised to provide 
grants to institutions of higher culture. Half a lakh of rupees has 
been found available for the Bratachari Society which is certainly a 
luxury as (oin pared with the needs for primary and adult education. 

1 do not understand how either the Hon’ble Ministers or ourselves will 
face the people who will pay («sh for their education, but at the same 
time will not get suthcient augmentation grants from the Government 
to make the scheme of the Free Primary Education Act workable. To 
my mind we cannot afford to open new grants to any institution other 
than medical in the metropolis or to any other institution of art, culture 
and HO forth, as long as we have not found out sufficient money to 
augment tbe Education cess. I'he friends opjiosite will be the loudest 
to pf^elaiin in the countryside and tel) tlie }>eople that they are paying 
Education cess Imt are not getting education free. We must take 
courage with iMdh hands and ta]) all soun es. About 13 lakhs of rupees 
of jute cess are being spent on the (’alentta Improvement Trust. It 
is the money of the jute-growers. This must jio to the Primary Educa- 
tion Eund. cost of administration must ))e reduced. Tlie stamp 

duty may lie levied on the valuation of suits iu the Original Side of 
the High Court. Terminal taxes may he introduced. Indirect taxa- 
tion witiiout hitting tin- agriculturists iua\ he resorted to iu the urgency 
of the circumstauces. In reply to my question in the Assembly the 
Hon hie Education Minister told us that a sclieine for stijyends to 
seiondarv seliools and madrasahs and another silnoue for grants to 
hostels will be introduced in the next year's Budget. But, alas, we 
find no money provided. Instejwl we find preferential treatment for 
Vitlyasagar llani Hhawan. The ad<litionul grants of stipends to 
colleges for Muslim students are extremely inadetpiate as compared with 
their needs. 'Mie Hon’ble Minister who deals with the students as if 
they are his own eiiildreii knows it very well how poor, promising 
students are eompetled to diseontinue their studies on account of 
poverty, how students who have no guardians and relations to live with 
badly need hostels attached to schoqls in runil areas. There is a keen 
desire in the rural areas for the ^Mlueation of girls. A number of girls’ 
ftchmils, middle English, and junior marfrasahs are rapidly tx)ming 
into existence* Needless to say that they are feeder , institutions to 
high scIkkiIs and colleges and as such self-help of the proluoters of 
these institutions must be encouraged by the Government in the shape 
of recurring and capital grants to these institutions. 

Next 1 would refer to minor irrigation problems of Eustem Bo&gol^ 
To take up my district, the district of Bakargonj, first. The Hoa’bk 
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Chief Minister who recently toured has talked heart to heart with 
the *cultiva tors, has personally seen the condition of the silted up 
ichats which used to serve three-fold purposes— (1) drainage, (2) com* 
niunication, (-1) soxirvas of water-supply — and has personally seen the 
deterioration ot vast fields of agriculture and the water-logged niiseraible 
condition ^of beel areas, and the accumulation of water-hyacinth and 
the scarcity of good drinking water. Tuhc-w’ells are not sucessful in 
most parts ot the di^triid and as su<‘h tlie prohlem of tiu* is very 
acute. I will quote an instance only to illustrate how the (iovernment 
are showing negligence in tins matter. In reply to my unstarred 
question JVo. dO in this session the Hon’ble Minister in charge of 
l*ublic Health was pleased to admit that the silting up of a certain 
khal named Thanda Hibi’s Khal in my distri<*t has affected the irriga- 
tion, sanitation, comnninicalion and water-supply of a vast area, as it 
was invest igtded and found l»y an officer of tlie Irrigation Department 
and the Assistant Directin' of Public Health and the only step taken 
by the Government, as we were tcdd, wa^ that it was proposed that the 
re-excavation of the kbal should be taken up as an anti-malarial project 
and the Distni t Hoard has Inni addressed to inelude this sehenie among 
the major schemes of the District Board. The department should have 
taken up the work and not leave it to the District Board. It is a fm’t 
that laktis nt rupees of the anti-mularia grunt have lapsed as iins|H»nt 
troni year to year as no attempts are made to materialise any scheme. 
1 would crave loi' a reasonahle n*ply on this point. This is a state of 
thing which w'e l annol but defdore. 

in the Department of Agriculture the (Iovernment liave been spend- 
ing money on the top-lit*4ivv administmtion. Instead of electrifying 
Manipur harm let us s|Hmd money on the drainage systmn and on other 
ways ami niean^ whii h will proilnee tangible results in the quantity 
an<i price of agricultural produce. But neither tlie research work nor 
the schools of agriculture C4mld give the poor agriculturistA immediate 
relief anil save them from the recurring losses they have to undergo 
in the mutter ot cultivation either as a profession or as a business. 
Bural credit must be revived. The f>oor agriculturists must find money 
at the time of their needs

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Mr« MIRZA ABDUL HAFIZ: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I heartily con- 
greitiilate honestly and 8ince|?ely the Hon’ble the Finance Minister, 
Mr. Ji. S. Suhrawardy, who prepared the Budf?et in the best way 
possible in a very short tinae of his office and with the very limited 
resource of materials at his disposal. So it is quite natural that there 
would be some defects. 

Sir, looking at the receipt side of the Budget it won’t be out of 
place if we see the income of Bombay generally e little more or less 
21) crores, that of Madras some 17 crores, while Bengal being the 
premier province in India, premier almost in every respect, has got 
only an amount of income of some 14 crores. It is quite useless to 
refer to the Budgets of England, I ranee, Japan or America which i> 
♦leyond our conception, of some thousands of crores, 

1 cite these only to show how poor we are and how poor is our 
country. 

Mow lei us see if in any way the income of the Bengal revenue can 
be increased. 

Sir, 1 think, by abolishing the system of Permanent Settlement 
that was referred to by Mr. A. H. Siddiqi, a handsome increment in 
the provincial revenue can be made as ihe landlords realise in the 
minimum some 17 to 18 <Tores ot rupees from the n/ii/ats and tenants 
while they pay to the Government treasury only -U crores. This is 
being done at the cost of the Government and of the poor raiyats. Let 
there be a stopimge of it for ever and it is liigh time for doing so. The 
net conse<)Uences of thns aliolition would be that the present provincial 
revenue may be double. 

Me\t, the Government revenue may be increased by adopting a new 
•course of adventure in the field of industry. AVith respect to industry 
there are two things: — 

(/) to encourage people to adopt the course of industry so that the 
comitry may flourish and the Government is doing that in 
various ways; 

{ii) Government may establish a permanent soun’e of income by 
starting some farms, mBls — totton or jute, etc. — gradually 
for the incremept of revenue.*' And by doing that, on the 
other hand, the unemployment problem W serious before tha 
cr»untry can be solved in a more effective way. 

Tl|ua by taking some adventurous steps in commerce, in agricultural 
farms, oa scientific lines at a larger scale, by giving an impetus in the 
line of mines irithin the province, by imposing taxes on amuiemmite 
«nd luxuries, airneultaml income over Rs. 5,000, by publishing Jimoki 
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at (iovernment cost for free primary schools or by ooutrolliug jute 
markets and introducinj? wnrehoutie system and so on, the Oovenunent 
revenue may be attempted to be increased. 

Now, Sir, eominji^ to the expendittire side we find that al)Out 54 
lakhs more have been estimated this year than that of the last year for 
nation-huiJding works. Out of this increases — for Civil Works 
lakhs, tor Irrigation alsmt fi lakhs — have been estimated. And some 
of the others are praiseworthy to note, namely, for Public Health 7 
lakhs, Medical over lakhs. Debt Conciliation lakhs, Education 
General about 2 lakhs, ( o-operative 1 lakh, and so on. 

Hut, Sir, for primary etiucotion only 5 lakhs and for adult i^duca- 
tion only Rs. 9, (MX) have been provided this year. I need not say 
anythinfr more than this, (liat Hs. lakhs have been uix<*ntly fait as 
necessaiy for the distri<‘t of Myniensinjfh only. E<lucution cws has been 
imposed there you know. Sir, and the cess is bein^ realised.

Babu KSHETRA NATH 8INGHA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I do not like 
to disciisfl alK)ut the Budget loo m\ieh, hut I am sorry for the position 
of the Finance Minister who lias been only newly enshrined in this 
portfolio. Sir, I am sorry that nohody during this discussion .has con- 
gratulated the ITon’hle the Finance Minister. But I, on behalf of the 
Scheduh'd (’ast(*s whose* voices are too faint te lx* heard h\ anybody in 
this province, 1 wdioleheurtedl\ congratulate the Finance Minister for 
his successful framing of th(* Budget — smeessful in this respect that 
much has he(‘n dom* for my community which has be(*n niggardly 
treated during Ihe last three years. J dn not like to discuss the 
general malt(‘rs too much as I have said. I shall only say my own 
saying and begin that ‘^aying by (juoting a famous coujilet trom a 
poem : — 

“Oh, tell me not in mournful numbers 

Life is but an empty dream 

Sir, this is our lifi*. The life of all of us is but a nmurnful dream. 
It has md seen the da\. now has it seen the li^ht. When a man’s life 
iM'conies dcspairi'il (d for the future*. \\ lien '^weetness of the tsirth is 
gone, m(‘n become destituti* of eveiy hope and then imm rely on the 
grace of tiod toi’ their ^al^ation.

Sir, this is what he said in 
aiiswiT to a (piestion of Mr. Miuimohan Das: “If I were to earmark 
Ks. o lakhs for the Seheduled rustes alone, I would have t<< set apCkrt 
for the Muslims — they are 30 times as big a eomnuinity — Ha. 1,50 
lakSa aimply for the cause of Muslim education and so on and so forth. 
It will arouse a fight among all the communities and the Ednoation

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^ Mr. AiDULLA-AL MANHOOD: Sir, I rise congr^inhU tke 
Hoi’ble Finance Minister on his presenting the new Budget after due 
caution. The attention and foresight that have been concentrated 
and applied to the present cataclysm which has overtaken the world 
are really very much praiseworthy. The Budget ought to l>e a 
balanced one and an imaginary Budget should not he prepared and 
presented, based on the artificial pros[>erity due to present war condi* 
tions. I congratulate him because he has been able to find at least some 
money for the nation-building departments, but thereby 1 do not mean 
to say that that is adei|uate. I admit that tlic amounts that have 
been provided are merely trifles and that these merely mean tinkering 
with the problems. But who is to blame f(U' thatJ^ Is (be Hon ble 
Finance Minister, who is Mibjeeted to severe criticism on the floor of 
this House, to blame for the work of each individual department, 
which has failed to present its claim in proper time to the Finance 
Department for scrutiny and Inclusion in the Budget}' Every dc[»art- 
inent has got its own reKjxinsibility. in the matter. Wc have heard 
the ex-Finance Minister say that the provisions which were made 
during the last three years have not been spent for the jmrposes for 
which they were sanctioned. But I ask w’hy, during liis time, be 
did not attempt to send a rtxiuisitioii to th(‘ departments eotu'emed to 
send iif their claims in due time to his department, so that Govern- 
ment might undertake those schemes. The ex-FinaruM* Minister haft 
also pointed out ihat provisions in the Budget for some of the nation- 
building departments should not he made unless and until then* is a 
comijrehensive scheme ready. But who is to blame What was he 
doing for the last three years' Why did he not call for the schemcft 
of water-supply!" W^here was he then? Now’ he comes and ftnys that 
Government have failed to sj>end the money for the |mr})Ofte for which 
it was sanctioned. W^* u<lmit, Sir. that the increased provisions under 
certain heads of expciulit\irc in the natiou-lmilding departjnents are 
not adequate, and we can also say that they amount to merely tinker- 
ing w’ith the vastness of the problem. By way of suggestion as it has 
Wn already suggested, I can speak to (he Hon’hle Minister for Educa- 
tion that the plea of want of funds is nothing. Money is ample. We 
are not prepared to take the warning from the Ji<*ader of the European 
Group, that the taxation should not be made in sm h a way as its 
burden might fall on the urban area? Money flows from the rural area 
to the urban area, and, therefore, money must he found out from 
urban area. *Some people die and .some stane, while others live in 
palatial houses.* The people of Bengal and the repreftentatives of the 
rural Btmgal here are not prejmred to «ee such conditions. So I draw 
the attention of the Hon ’ble Education Minister to the fact thi4 the 
jute cess which has been diverted to the Improvement Trust, should be 
earmarked for •the education of the rural people of Bengal which ia 
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their legitimate dues. Money will not be wanting. The note of 
ing of the European Group that urban areas should not be taxed is , 
wholly unjustified. The rich people have been sucking so long the 
life-blood of rural Bengal. The representatives of rural Bifogal here 
will not tolerate for a moment such a state of affairs and are not pre- 
pared to see the wretched condition of the j)eople of Bengal any longer 
to be ignored in such a way. Now, with regard to Agriculture, there 
is still much more to be done in that direction also. Agricultural 
Demonstration Farms should be established at least in every thana. 
Why Goveniiiient have not attempted even to provide grazing fields

Rujiees five lakhs that have been provided will hardly he sufficieni 
to .supplement the cess ineonie of a single distri»‘t, vi/... Myinensingh. 
Sir, we have w aited much in this resjicct ; we are not going to wail any 
more. We will deem it our sacred duty to resist the entire Kducati<»n 
Budget unless Government see they way t(» intnaluee free primary 
education at once throughout the province. 

Sir, a chorus of opposition has been raiseif at Uu* prospect of taxation 
in this' House. * Mostly these arc the clamours of persons who are Wst 
able to bear taxation. I welcome taxation provided it falls on those 
who are able to bear it and provided the proceeds are entirely sp«it in 
real nation-buildimK activities. There must not be any attempt only to 
confine it in brick and mortar and squander it away in salaries of high 
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officials. How can the nation as a whole prosper if there be no willing- 
ness to C/On tribute to a national coffer, I ask Government to take 
courage in both hands and to proceed at once to tap all possible sources 
of revenues, lls. 50,000 provided for small irrigation will prove a boon 
to the rural people. We wish more money will l)e forthcoming in 
future for this purpose. Govern mcnt have taken up the control of jute 
cultivation. It is a very well-known measure which has been acclaimed 
by the rural people us a whole. But this is one-sided control, and we 
think that this one-sided control over i)rodu(‘tion will not help in 
achieveing the desired result. Government must simultaneously wake 
up its mind to control jute industries so that there may not be in future 
any gentlemen’s agreement to victimise tlie cultivators of Bengal by 
keeping down the ])rices. Let the Government introduce at once the 
system of licence which will be issued to jute mills only when they fulfil 
the obligations of elaborate rules framed for the purpose. By such and 
other measures let Govtunment (‘ontrol fully the jute industries. 

Sir, I once more congratulate tin* Hon’ble Finance Minister for the 
able Budget that he has prodtu’ed and wi^li him whole-heartedly to 
continue in liis present ottice for the rest of our term in the T>egislature.

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU; Mr. Speaker, Sir. the Hon’lde 
Finance Minister has receive<l congratulations from man_\ (juarters in 
this House, hut I hoj>e he will not grudge if 1 withhold mine for there 
is not much in the Hmlget to congratulate him upon. 1 shall res<^rve 
tliem for th(‘ future when it will he possible for us to congratulate him 
wholeheartedly and not in an artificial manner. 

Before J proceed tc» di.scuss the actual Budget statement, I intend 
to speak a few words about the reply which came from Mr, Siddiqi, 
the liero of civil war, if I ma\ 1 h‘ iHUinitted to describe liim as such. 
Sir, we made to feel the vehemence of his rej)ly, hut we failed 

to find an> force in it inasmuch as there was no refutation of tho 
charges that were levelled against the Ministry by the ex-Finauce 
Minister. Ma> I point out to him that if there is any dtdect or blame 
in the Budget, the greatne.ss of the defect or the seriousness of the 
blame in tiu* Budg»*l would remain the same wluH'ver points it out — 
it matters not if it was pointed out by the ex-Finance Minister. The 
honourable Mr, Siddiiji (Cries (»f “Not Hon’ble Mr. Siddiqi.*’) was 
accusing Mr. Sarker that he was the <Teator of these defects in the 
Budget. But I vsee no rea.son w^hy there has not been any attempt 
made by the present Finance Minister ^to cure those defects before 
presenting' the Budget in tbis House. 

In criticiging the Budget 1 must admit that there are proposals for 
grants in the Budgtd wdiich, though inadequate in comparison to the 
magnitude of the needs, are no doubt laudable. They are proposals 
for an annual grant of Rs. 10,000 for the Jadavpur Tubercular Hospital, 
Rs. 20,000 and Rs. 2^1,000 respectively for the establishment of Union 
Buanl Farms and Demomst ration CeutrevS, for Land Mortgage Banks. 
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and^for prevention of blindness and so on. As 1 have meutionetl 
these, I must also mention that there are oinissiims in resf>eot of 
allotments that deserve our attention. Both the Oppt)sition Leader and 
the ex-Finance Minister Itave mentioned that fact, viz., the withdrawal 
of* the grant to A isvahharati. I hoiigh I do not very inurh romplain 
about the allotments here or the omission of allotments theix*. I am 
inclined to request the Hon Ide hiiiaiu'e Minist<*r to reconsider

Sir, that 
members from the Kuropean (Houp w he. have spoken on the Budget 
have sounded a note of warning. That warning lias evidently been 
addix*Hsed to tlucse members of the Coalition Group whose injportunitiea 
have often troubletl tlie Finance Department and the other departments, 
(Critw of “Guwtion I (|uestion!" from the ('oalition Benches) nnd 
have betut responsible for tiiose dole budgets which "have been the lot 
of this province to witness for the last three years. If this warning 
from the European Group succeeds in achieving ita 4>urpo8e can 
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even to some extent keep such impurtunities under control, it will not 
have jfone in vain. 

Sir, a notable contrilmtion to the debate huM eonie from n\y 
honourable friend. Mr Xalini llanjan Sarker. He has ^iven before 
fhis House a lon^- and si^jnitieant ( atalo^rne of (he defeets of this 
Budpret. He has als) })ointed out the failure t)f the Hoverniuent in 
iinplenienlin^ their ]tmnn>es as diselevrd 1)\ the Hudjjfets of the previous 
\enrs, and in that ua\, hu spisah lias thrown a inunarkalde sidelipht 
upon the working- of the Finance Department ami tin* other ilepartmonts :

honoinabb* tnend. Mr. Sidduji. has • ome forw.iid with his 
castijfation ot Mr, Sarker. He has, in his usual strain of vituperation 
and invective aimed at tiiose wh(» ^and up to oppose the jireweiit (lov- 
erninent, come down ujnm* the <levoted head of Mr. Sarker. His 
iritieiMin would have been more to the purjmse, would have be<‘n more 
helpful tu the* Hiuise, if he copld have }Hiirited out one Kinj^le iimtanee 
in which the obstriicdive altitude of the Finance Department waa 
responaible for the withbeddinj? of any fund« with rej^ard to any icbeme 
which had been fully developed and for W'hich the machinery waa wait- 
inf? to put itnnto execution. That would have Wn far more to the 
point. Inrectijres, I know, the apecial forte of Mr. Siddiqi; that in 
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hi$ special province. He is the Traducer-General of the Opposition of 
this House, but that does not carry him further. 

May I, Sir, now point out to this House one or two matters on 
which there is a strang-e and ominous silence in the present year’s 
Budf^et? Take the question of the salt industry of Bengal. It is well 
known that the Government of India decided several years ago to ear- 
mark and' allot to this province a substantial portion of the additional 
salt duty for the development of the salt industry in this province 
which has an extensive seaboard where it can very well thrive and 
plosper. But inifortunately, although two Special Officers were 
appointed for the purpose of surveying and investigating into the 
possibilities of the salt industry in this province, and although they 
have subinitt4‘d a ver\ favourable re])ort, in the pi^vsent Budget we 
witness a poor and miserable picture, inasmuch as no demand has lieen 
made in the Budged umler the head of Salt, and the House wdll lie 
deprived even of the opportunit\ of discussing the matter by way of 
cut motions. So, 1 submit. Sir, and I say this with a full conscious- 
nesH of my re,sponsibilit> — that it is criminal neglect on the part of 
Gov4*rnmenl to ignon* the possibilitie.s (d \]\v salt industry in Bengal 
which, if eiicouragisl and established, couhi have brought a new" era 
to this province, not onl> in the matter of ])reparation and consumption 
of indigenous salt but also in the matter of tackling the baffling 
problem of unemploymtuit . Salt industry ought to be a native, 
indigsuious, provincial industr\ tor this jinjvim'e, but this m*glect on 
the ])art of fiovernment to initiati* or formulate any [lolicy or principle 
either for the devi'lopment of private indust r\ or for its own deparl- 
inental endeavour, is resjionsible foi leturding an\ forward move in this 
direction. 

Dft NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: The responsibility is of the Muslim 
Chamber of (^unmerca* : 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: That is the position. Sir, with 
regard to the salt industry. Oiu’e again look at the way Government 
intend to tackle the juoidem of malaria. A mere dole of Ks, o lakhs 
for free distribution td’ quinine and Us. vU lakhs for anti-malarial 
achemes has been provided. Now along with that, one should have 
thought that the possibilities of deteioping the cinchona industry had 
bwn better attended to. We have got well-established factory for 
the preparation of cinchona. If development of that factory had been 
contemplated, if extension of the facilities for manufaefure .had been 
provideil for, we (Ould have tai'kled malaria in a far more cttnvincing 
mann^ than it is otherwise possible to dq. If w'e are not going to 
spend anything for the prevention of malariai except the paltry sum ol 
Ha. lakhs for anti-malarial schemes for the whole province of 
Bengal, we could at least have made some provisions fpr adoption of 
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curative methods by larfrer distribution of quinine and alao for tiie 
production and preparation of (heap quinine in our factory. Both 
ways, not only in the matter of prevention but also in the matter of 
cure, Government stands condeinneil, so far as the fipht ajrainst malaria 
ia concerned in this province. 


Then, Sir, there is one other matter to whit'h 1 siiould draw the 
attention of tiie House. The Hon ‘hie the Kinam e Minister has held 
out a sort of threat tlial this provimv niu\ have lo submit to fresh 
taxes, which, 1 exjiect, ma> he luMessurN for the ]>urpose of satisfying 
their desire to dole mil hi^^ suins of inone\ to their sup]»ort<‘rs on the 
Coalition hemhes. Tliose huuis of mone\ are dob'd out--"n(0 in tiie 
interest of the province as a whole, not in the interi'st (if any commu- 
nity as a whole, hut in iIk* interest of those particular memhers wdio 
are looking forward tti their election two \i‘ars hence and liave got to 
satisfy their local '.u]i))orters h\ means of those doles. Tliat i.s the 
idea which i.s running through this Budget. I suhinit, Sir, that instead 
of holding out threat^ of iiicH'asiiig the hurden of taxation in this 
province the\ could have concentrat(‘d their em*rgies in fighting ilu' 
threatened attack upon the Niemeyt'r Award. 1 siihniit, Sir, that if 
the Xieme\er Award is allowed to run its full i-ourse and allowi'd to 
attain its normal ih'velopmi'nt . llu' additional increuH(* in income-tax 
and the exces*, profits tax would have brought U)) the *,hare of Bengal 
from R.s. l.iklis to Jh) lakhs or (‘ven on»* crore in tlo* coming year 
By combining all these taxes which arc at present in force, numel> , 

the amusement tax, tlie betting tax. tlie cb'ctricils dut,\ and tlie n«‘w 

tax under the Fniaiici' Act, you < an gel at tlo' most half a crore of 

rupees. But the normal dev«‘lo]imenl and increa.se in the taxe.s allotted 

under tlie Neiim'ver Award wmild liave given \ou one full crore at a 
very mode.st computation. \\Ti> not concentrate \our em'rgies to 
combat tlu' proposal to modif\ the Neiiiie\cr Award h\ amending thi^ 
Order-in-(’ouncil in Ihirliamenf Tltere !•«, I understand, a special 
motion tabled h> Dr, San\al (Ui belialt of the (’ongress Party to fight 
this proposed amendment, (an we e.xpect (tovernmenl to join wdth us 
and voic^' the unanimous demand of thi.s province that the Nierneyer 
Aw'ord should not he touclo'd to tlu' detriment of this jirovince? 
Bengal has sufVen'd long enough owing to llu? iniquities of the Mcstoii 
Award. The Mmitagu-f’hemsford (•onstitution was almost reiiuced to 
a di‘ad letter, .so far as the iifitioii-huildiiig^departmeiif.s were concern- 
ed, hv the irijyuities of this monstrous Meston Award. At that time 
tho^ who. wanted to demolish that ('onstitution rejoiced in their heart 
of hearts ‘that the Meston Award liad done such j)Oor justice to this 
province. But things have* dianged now and the slate of affairs is 
different. We do not w'ant that the province should he starved, 
because we ha^e also to contribute our share in the mainUumnee of the 
aation-huildiug# departments run by the Government of Bengal. It 
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18 for that reoHoii that we ntand to-day to oppose this threatened 
violation of the Niemeyer Agreement which is sought to be made in 
tlie Rouws of Parliament in the coming weeks or months. Therefore,

These ar(‘. Sir, tin* gernual ohser\ations 1 had to address on this 
Budget. Ma.\ I, Sir, as a iepresentati\e of tlie city of Calcutta, offer 
oTK^ word of congratulation to the Hoir])le the Finance Minister for 
having made a provision in tin' Bud’get for the im])rovement of Tolly’s 
Nullah y I’hat wa> a crNlng n(*ed, and torlunatel> the ITon’hle the 
Financ(‘ Minister has found the ojiportunity for making a provision of 
Hs. 1}, laklis for that much-ne<*ded imj)rov<‘ment I can only ask him. 
Sir, to re(‘ 0 ]isidcr the position ot Government with regard to the Motor 
Vehicles Tax so far as the ( auporation of (\ilcut1a is concerned. Years 
ago the (lovtM'nimMit (le< i<led that the amount which was lK*ing derived 
hy the Corjioration from the license tax on motor vehi(des at that time, 
namel\, IG. 4.^. lakhs, should he cj\stallised and stamhird'iseil as the 
fiiial amount whi( h th<‘ Corporation could exjwct from the Motor 
Vi'hicles 'l'a.\. although the numlM*?’ ot motor ^ehicl(*s in the city is 
[foing up h) leaps and hminds, and although the cil\’s roads are 
progressiv(‘l\ suffeiing, and the burden cast up(»n tlie Oirporatioii to 
maintain tiie roads is growing heavier from >ear to year. I "would ask 
the Ilon’hle tlie Finance Minister to rei'oiisider the jiosition with regard 
to tlu' Corporation's shaie (*f the Motor Vehicles Tax and to increase 
it to a substantial extent.

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, the very eominendahle 
frankness and candour with which my friend the Ilon’ble the Financ'e 
Minister has pre.sented his Budget, eoneealiiig nothing and omitting 
iiotliing in the matter of defects and blemishes, have given opportuni- 
ties to iny friends opposite ,^0 level their ^^itieisms at this Budget from 
various points of view. I may tell the House that we, were prejxired 
for all these eritioisms. No Budget in this w’orld can be expected to 
l^e iMTfec’t and for something like a i^erfecd Budget one would haxe to 
go in*for an imaginary- and unreal rtojMa. But Budgets are after all 
human productions and cannot be ex^^ected to lie free from human 
defects and blemishes. We were also prepared not merely to listen

A'ow, Sir, some ot our Iriemls have rtusetl a note of warui«#| that 
there should not he aii\ turther taxation in I will presently 

point out to the House that not onl\ turther taxation of some kind 
necessary’ hut almost iiu'vitahh*, if we are to fulfil our i^hli^mtions to the 
lieople whose interests should alwa\s form our most sacred charge, i 
may {xiint out to the House certain t‘X[H‘uditure which must Ih.» enter- 
tained and for which money must he found and ii will he esident that 
all this money can never he found except h\ means of additional taxa- 
tion. Take the case of piimurv education. We aie all committed to 
have free and comjmlsoiy primary edmatioo tlinm^Hiout Ihui^-al. The 
question has already Ihumi discussed so often that the fa<‘ts relating to 
primary education are fairly well known.

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Mr. iPEAKER: Dr. Sanyal, will yon please stop interrupti&gf 1 
have repeatedly told you that this is not the occasion to inte^ect yoar 
remarks. If you go on interrupting like this I warn you that it will 
he my painful duty to ask you to leave the House. 

Th* Hon'M« Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, if the Census Eeport 
are correct then the number of villages may be taken at 90 thousand, and 
1 took this number roughly at 1 lakh, because there are certain villages 
which will require two schools, (hi that basis if we take Ks, 40 to be the 
monthly cost of maintenance of each school it works out to Rs. 480 a 
year, and for one lakh schools — leaving out of consideration the exact 
number of villages — the cost will come to 4 crores and 80 lakh|}. Then 
there is miscellaneous expenditure which would bring the total amount 
to 5 crores. 1 give up my |)oint to a certain extent in favour of Dr. 
Sanyal, and I am prepared to accept a lower figure, namely, 4 crores a 
year. But it cannot be anywhere less than that. The Education Cess 
according to the Primary Education ( ommittee would give ns 1 crore 
and 20 lakhs in theor>\ but in reality 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: May I have an opjiortunity of reply- 
ing if I am i)cr‘^)nully addn^ssed by the Ilon'lde ('hief Minister? (The 
Hon’ble Mr. II. S. Si iik.vwwrdy : But you are not being personally 
addressed liy tin* Child Minister.) There have lieen references to me 
[lersonally. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Sir, you have given your ruling, 
hut 1 would lertainly idijeet to Mr. Suhrawardy assuming the role of 
the Speaker. He must not bo jibbering all the time. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: The Leader of the Opposition 
must control his lieutenants. 

The Hon'ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Now, Sir, whether the figure 
is 3 crores or 4 crores or oven 5 crores, the E<lucation Cess will not give 
us the amount of money that will I.e nei'e.Nsury for our primary schools. 
At the jn*esent moment I have got in my Hand a memorandum drawn 
up by the members of the Mymensingh District School Board which 
shows that according to the calculati<?ns they have made the expenditure 
in that distriid alone will lie Rs. 27,87,928 per year and tlw* Education 
Cess is expected to give them only lis. 8,96,997, which means that 
Mymensingh will be in deficit to the eittent of about Rs. 18 lakhs. 
This is on^' about one district, and it will not be a surpri^ to the Honae 
to learn that even at the lowest computation we will be in a deficit q1 
at least 2J crores, if you take into account the necessity of the whole 
provitce. That is, Sir, as regards primary education only. Then thei^ 
is adult education and there is also the question of pgmvi]iciali9atiQ& of 
the Wakf Department on which many members of the Coalition Bwty 
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•nd nlhaj other members of this House are very kee«i. Then thero i» 
the question of village dispensarieR to the extent of one dispensary in 
each union. Then there is also the question of scholarshipa and 
stipends to poor students and then there is the seheme relating to Irri- 
gation throughout the province. 

Noa’, Sir, all thcvse sclienies would require inon^ money and so far 
as I am concemofl 1 feel that Bengal must have a few crores more to 
her present revenue in order to he able to vo\}e with the t'xpanding 
needs (d the admiiiistration. Sir. it has Umui suggested that we should 
try to some extent to retnuuh exjH*ndit\jre and find st)nie ;mmey in 
order to meet this iioreased expenditure. Sir, thost* who level these 
<riti(iKins at us forget that according llo* statute there are certain 
items of ex|)enditurc whith must he incurred and over which we have 
no control, lake (lie case ol the no’inlM'rs of the various liut>eriul Ser- 
vices. If yon alK)]ish certain jHists. it doe*, not mean that the proviuco 
is relii'ved of the expemhture to that (*xtent Memhers of the various 
Imj^erial Services are recruited not foi jKirticuhir |>osts hut lo fill up 
vacancic's m tin* cadn* o( a particular service. If you aholish the post 
of a (’ommissioner, for instance, the pmson who at that moment muv 
1 h* holding that jnist is not therehy dismissed He is onl\ relievecl from 
that |»ost, hut he will go on drawing his salary, ami if \ou ('iinnot find 
him any emplovment he will he drawing his salarv for doing nothing. 
Sir, the whole trouble aris(‘s in this wav. If you lo()k at the Civil Iasi 
you will find that jh(‘re are several item.s of cxpeiiditnic over which W(‘ 
have gi>j no ••ontiol. The onl\ thing'' >ou can do is to catch hold tin* 
Ministers. If \ou do not |m\ tliese oHic(‘.s von will theiehv .‘>ave onlv 
a few lakhs. The question is not of lakh.s hut of crores. (io disjws- 
sionately through (he (‘ivil List in one haml and the Budget in the 
other, and you will find no (‘scaj)e from the conclusion Ifiiit, if you havo 
to meet the ex])ari(liiig^ needs of a provirue like Bengal you will have to 
face additional taxation. There is no use shutting out (hat fact, it 
is no use saying that Bengal should not he overburdened with taxation. 
Unfortunately I have to admit, along with (he mc*ml)ers of the Oiqjosi- 
tion, in holding that Bengal should have .some more of the money 
which now' gc»cs to the Central Budget or the Central Excheipier, and 
relieve lo that extent the tax-jmyer in this province. But so long as 
no money is coming from outside, we have got to find the money our- 
selves. The advice is sometimes ^iven that we should cut our coat 
according to the cloth. Unfortunately the coat has got to l)e of certain 
dimensions and if is now* for <l« to find the gloth. You cannot gay that 
you do not want primary education Wause the Bengal Government 
cftnnot coBtnliut.e anything as- it has a deficit budget. Therefore, f 
auhmit that all these warnings that have been given to us, alibough 
extremely well meant, are gomewhat out cf date and soraewhak min* 
{daced, because we find Hiat in the near future we shall have to come 
to this Houfte for more money. I will only point out that the Hon^ble 
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the Finance Minister has not said that he is going to rush taxation Bills 
through this House without due consideration of oui needs and require- 
ments. I am only saying that if there are people who think that Bwi- 
gal can get on with her present resources witliout any further taxation, 
they are very sadly mistaken. So far Us 1 am concerned, I will press 
for further taxation, if for nothing else, at least for the purjwse of free 
and compulsory primary education in Bengal. We must have free and 
compulsory inimary tMlucaiion, and I have found in the course of 
my tours that even the iK>orest people have told me that they are willing 
to he taxed provided they get full benefit of that money in the shaj)e of 
free and compulsory primary education foi their children, ^(ow, Sir, 
J have heard it said hv no le.ss an aiithoritv than m\ friend the ex- 
Finance Minister that wo should not imjioso taxation in order to halauce 
our Budget (Mr. Nalini Banman' Saukkh : 1 never .said that.) or to 

cover any deficit in a slump |)i‘riod which may arise after the war. I 
don’t think that the present Finance Minister has said anything to 
give any one that idea. The lunv taxation is not necessary to cover 
deficits in the slump jieriod hut, as 1 liave iiointiMl out, in order to meet 
tho exixinding iommIs of our administration, in order to nuH*t the reiiuire- 
ments of the natioii-huihling dej)artments. From that |X)int of view I 
suhmit that tlu‘ apprehension that mone> laisej In taxation might not 
he profitahls spent, is ahsolulelx groundless Then, Sir. I find that 
tliere ha\e been cnlicisnisas i(‘gards some items m tlx* Budget and m\ 
friend the ex-Fiiiaiice Minister has nderred to V'issahharati and others. 
A hint 1ms been throun out that the Coalition Party leave obstructed 
Government and ha^e been instrumental ior non-payment of this sum 
to Visvuhharati or for the noii-apixmrance of this sum in the Budget. 
The Coalition Part\ no doubt were rather unwilling to sanction this 
aimnint Ikh-uiusc in tlieir opinion a province which could not meet the 
needs of the administration could not afford to sanction a grant of 
Us. ()(){) imrtiiailarly to u rich institution. That was the opinion held 
h^ some. But after all, we have decided to gi\e something like that 
money, and I am glad to tell the House that long liefore the Budget 
was presented and critiiu’sms levelled, we had decided to give that 
institution Us. ‘AT), (MM) wliich has lH*on ]»romised. 

1 now come to the remarks tliat have Ikhui made by my friend 
Mr. Monmohnn Das regarding the Scheduled Castes. I am not going 
to touch on any other point hecau^se mv friend, the Finance Minister, 
will deal with these criticisms in greater detail, hut I cannot sit down 
without telling this House what we have been doing for the Scheduled 
Castes of Bengal. Sir, it will lie within the recollectiqr. of this Hou.se 
that when my friend Mr, Monmohan Das moved his resolution for the 
Budget allotment of a sum of Bs. 5 lakh.s, T at once agreed because I 
felt that some substantial step forward should be taken in order to give 
our Scheduled Cn.ste friends the fullest benefit %f modem education. In 
order to carry our ideas into effect T appointed a very highly qualified 
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Sctiiedulecl Caste officer as Spn^ial OtBcer t4> ha)k after the Kchednled 
Ch»t&4, He has lieeu working ceaselessly lUHler the direction of th® 
Dilator of Public Instruction, and I will reatl out to the Houtie the 
amount of money that we have lM*en able to spend for the pur{N>iie of 
S<thedule«l C'astes alone. I, el it U' reinetnlH‘r<Hl I hat as the Si^heduled 
Oftstes have no special instittiti<»ns ot their own such as st»nior madras* 
«ahs, junior inadrassah'^, niaktal)s. et(‘., they have got to take their 
instructions in the ordinary ed»icational .nstitutitms of the <‘Ountry. 
There are lu‘re and th«‘n‘ oio^ or two schools tnanaged by tlie Sidieduled 
Castes, and we have taken |wntieular care not merely to encourage them 
but also to extend their u>eiuliie.ss. Now, Sir, the total <»X|>enditure 
up*to date out of the o Isiklis of ru|>ees tor the Scheduled ('ustes — leav- 
ing out (»f acctoint what have done tor them and for their students 
wh<» have 1 mm*ii reading in ordinar\ MdnMds--eomes to Its. l,tSH,4lb. 
Stij>ends have l)een given to the extent of Hs. 1*0, (MM) in ItUiH-JiO ami of 
a like sum in IfKtO-IO. In l!Kt!M0 we have •.jHMit Hs. 7.‘J00 in the sluii»e 
of .st hohirships to SchiHiuled Caste studenls, and we have given siHH'ial 
grants to tlie e\t<‘nt oi Hs. dO.tHMt. We iiave given (hem at the rate 
(»f Rs. vOO as lumi> grant to each middle seluad and Hs. hlM) to tnn'h 
high scho<d. We ha\(^ giv4Ui overseas scholarships to the Sclieduled 
Caste students at the rate ot Hs. 1/JtMt a vear. We have s|M*ikl on the 
head<|uarters staff Hs. imdudiiig Hs. dSH as travtdling allowance. 

We have given a hostel grant to the extent of Hs. I, TOC We have also 
given the (^unilhi Hostel Hs. 1,150 in two years, and the stdoad 
fitipemls conH» to Hs. T2,IHM) and tliese Iiave Ikmmi plaeeii with the Divi- 
sional InsiKM'tors and the lns(^*( tresses hir disimrsement during the 
year Wginning from Ist .lanuary.

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Now, I submit that my friend Mr. Monmohan Das would be better 
advised t^) lor a ftew minutes to the Writers’ Buildings and to sit 
down with the Special Officer Mr. llaj Kumar Das to find out what 
actually we have done for tlie Scheduled Oastes of this province. I 
have said so often that I don’t think I need repeat it that for various 
reasons — not entirely p(ditical — tlial we are alwolutely of the opinion 
that utmost efforts should Ik* made to bring the Scheduled (!astes into 
line with the other advanc(*d comiminities in Bengal. Be it not 
thought tliat we an* only angling for tlo'ir votes, rnfortiinately, two- 
thirds of the Scheduled (’astes v<des are even now lost to us, but we 
do not look on that nor do we look on the one-Uiird of them who are 
voting with us. But even if the entire l>ody ol the Schediile<l ('a.stes 
nieinbers were to vote against ns, we will look to the interests and 
claims of the Sche<luled (Pistes ]H*ople and do for theui wdiat we have 
]>een doing for our own community, because we leel that they recpiire 
help and assistance and they have a h‘gitimate claim cm us w'hic'h we 
cannot afford to ignore. 

1 do not think, 1 should take up the time ol the House, but to 
everyone 1 would make an earnest ap|>eal, whetluT he is a member of 
the* (kialition Party, or a nu*ml>er of tlie Knro]H*an (iroiip or one of my 
friends in tlie OpiMcsition. As ! have said, (lie Bmlget can never be a 
jK'rfcK’t Budg(‘t and llH‘re are difficulties in the way of framing Budgets 
whi<di they alone know who ha\e to do the task. One thing for which 
W(' idiould strive' is (n comhim* and co-ordinate* the effeuts in orelef to 
ge*t the inone\v to enable Be*ngal to he a happy and j)ros|K*rnus land and 
to rtMich her gloriems destiny. 

Now, Sir, Ihuigal is a pro\inee* which has, with a |)opulation of over 
bd millions and an urea ed alH)ut SS.tMH) stpiare miles, to get on wdth 
an income ol Id erores (uily with ei'rtain items of her exjM*!!- 
diture over which, as I have saiel, we* have no control. Whereas, 
Madras with a jK»pulation of onls 4t> millions has got an 
inc'om© of lb ( rorc's of ru|)ees and Bom ha \ with halt the jiopulation of 
Bengal has got an ineome ot nearly 14 erores. It is time that we 
should j)nt our heniels together and ceM)perute and iind out ways and 
means to find money for working the nation-building de*[K»rtmtMits for 
])roviding jirimary eeiucation to the inasse's, for providing villages with 
disiiensaries and irrigation works, for exc avating rivers and canals and 
for doing all those things and welrks which will go to alleviate the 
sufferingH of humanity, liet us all w^^rk together and tr>' to make 
twc» blailes of grass grow’ w’here one grew Wfore, and, I am sure, we 
will thereby l»e rendering the greatest .service to bdmaiiity and for 
which we all can justly be proud. (I^oud applause.)

Sir, after tin* sp(*ccb ot tlu* llmrbb the Cliiel Minister on the main 
features of the Hud^'-et, very little really remains to be said by the 
Fniance Minister beosnise tin* Finance Mini.stei i.s ?(*s|>onsible not so 
much for the details ot the nnd^'’et of the \aiions departments m for 
the structure of the llud^^et itself. 1 am, Sir, ^oatified to find that 
many honourable members have tried to exonerate me from the resjKin- 
sibility of the Bud;fet, [uolxibly because of the fact that no more 
trenchant critii'ism fuiN been levelled against me (fian I made in my 
written speech. 1 have fkiinted out to the Ibm'.e that I am dissatisfied 
with the Budget because 1 am dissiitisfied with the state <»f the finance 
of Benj^-al But before 1 deal with this a little bit more fully, I w^ould 
like to diHfKiseof a (erUiiu jMilnt which has been niised b> Mr. Niharendu 
Dutta Mazumdar, Mr. Fratul (’handra (jaii^^uly and Mr. Bankiin 
Mukerjee on the (|uestioii of the war. Deliberately, I am sorry to say, 
my «pee<'h has been Tnis(jm)fe<l on the f>oint. I will refer to my speech 
once more. I will read out that |>ortion~"““We must bp ready a»ul 
prep*ired to take our due .share in the bunlen <d the war should events 
move nearer home and involve us hiore directly 4ind closely.” The 
proviso has been eliminatetl li.wthem. Now, Sir, Mr. Dutta Mazumdar 
made ii fiery speech. This is really tlie sjH»ech which he wanted to 
deliver on ^he War Hesolution and which he couhl rart deliver on tlwii 
occasion hfrause he did not get Hie 4ipportunity. But if there is one 
speech which justifies all the support that we can ^ive to the Bgtish 
Government during the war, it is that speech of Mr. Dutta Mazumdar. 
Had he been in Italy, he wouhl not have been allowed to enter the 
preeia^U of tbw As^rembly, Had he l>ee« in Russia, he would Uave 
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been court-Diartialled ttiul shot before dawn. Had he been in Germany, 
big home would havei'been violateil and he would have been heatd of 
no more. But in this House, he is allowed to make that speech and 
get away with it, and moves alxnit free and unscathed.

If I wanted someone to make a speech wliicli will excite the 
people and lead them to piiths of violence, if I wanted Homelnxly to make 
a speech to excite the worst juissions of a mob, 1 will (iiill upon Mr. Dutta 
Mazumdar to do so, but if I wantiMl somebody to make a siicrifice of 
one’s life, one’s liberty in a great caUM>, T would never call iijxin him 
to make that ssicrifice. It will not be for him 1ml il will be for brave 
men who are prejwred to make sacritiies lo help during the war. I 
feel that should unfortunately the war come nearer home and we are 
involved in the war closely, we will have no ;il(ernafi\e but to <‘all 
upon the brave people of the soil lo (ome oiil and m»t people like 
Mr. Dutta Mazumdar. 

Sir, may I now come lo the main subject-matter ot m\ speech? I 
am glad tluvt I have been 4ible to rouse this House and the members of 
this House from their somnolence so tar as the Imdgelarv (WKsition of 
Bengal is concerned. I did not paint a gbMuny picture. 1 only used 
the word “ghHuny” in the last paragraph ol my speech. But reading 
between the lines, there are man\ things uhich C4ni inspire us to hope 
provided we are r(Nidy lo imike .sicrifices. I leel, Sir, that oui hnaiices 
are in a muddle*. We luive had n very bad deal from the Go\ernin‘ent 
of India. We have bad a verv bad deal in the tinamial award and 
whatever an>oue ma,\ s;iy (bat we ba\e not taken up aii\ big scheme 
of construction, it must l»e remembered that the finance's ol our country 
elo not permit us to lake up any lug scheme unless the financ ial condiliem 
of the pHiviiice impH»ves. That is the j>oint that 1 waiitej] to bring 
home to the members ol this Ibrnse, and I elo hope iluB until that 
happens, we will not bear all these* ciilicMsms tliat we slumbl have taken 
lip big sc hemes in our efforts to reliabilitale the CHUiditiori of the pexiple 
of the soil. 

Sir, the diff’ereiiee between the bmlgetary iHisilion of ll)'t(i-37 ami 
the present jHisition is that nominally we find an increase, so far as the 
revenue i.s ccmcermxl, of Ks. 1 crore and lb lakhs, ^ow Sir, this does 
iK>t present (he full picture. There were certain debt charges which 
hail to l>e iniid by the previous Government and they were cancelled. 
These amount to Rs. dd lakhs which l^ing added to Rs. I crore 15 
bikhs, the total oomes to Rs. 1 crore and 48 lakhs. Now , Sir, out of 
this sum a very large |KHtion goevS to the expeuseg of the (kmgtitution, 
namely, of this House and the Legiskitive Council, which comes to 
Rg. lakhs, leaving Rs. 1 .JJd.tHbOOO. Then we have to deduct from 
that certain other expenditure which ean properly W debitable to 
revenue account, namely, the sum of expenditure which ii met f«m» 
the Bond Pfvelopmeut Acrmint, This is 34 lakhs in IW<MI efwwt 
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Bs. 18 lakhs tii 19*i0-37, i,e., an iiuri^ise of Bs. U> Likhs this year. 
Tljere is one other receipl of a similar iialure in 1940-41, imiiielyi the 
receipt of lis. 7 lakhs umler the heatl “Kxtiaonlimiry t har^res in India” 
for ’war charges. This receipt merely reimhurses the Piniviiunal (Gov- 
ernment for char^^es im urred in c-oniiecti<m with the war. Thus after 
deductinjip 1(> lakhs to he met from the HiwnI Development Aciount ami 
the receipt of Hs, 7 lakhs <m acconiit of war ( harjjres, we are left with 
a revenue of one ( roie ami ten lakhs. 

Now, Sir, to tliis you have to add roujrhly tlie annual pensionary 
charjres which are lakhs this \ear. This is an unavoalahle expemli- 
ture. and (he halo me at the djs|H)-al ot (iovcrnmenl, Uieretore, is only 
88 lakhs. N<iw out <d (his amount (d SS lakhs, lakhs have ^^one to 

the Education Depiirtment, i.e., nearl\ 4(( per cent. At the lime when 

we UK)k office, all the vaiious depaitments, particularly the nation- 
huildirifr departments, were starved to such an extent (hat it was 
ahsfdutely neiessarv, that il wi* wanted them to ^oow and e\|Kind we 
hml h> sfKMid tin* money at our disjNisal to put tltesi* departmentn in 
order before takin^^ up laiye scale schemes. As tor example, we realise 
that there is neccssit\ loi the ex{Kinsion of Debt Settlemetit Ihuirds. 

But wouhl \ou sii\ that heiore we take uji the exp4insion of Debt Settle- 

ment Hoards, (^’4i-o]»eixitive Societies^ Public, IhNilth, Medical and 
Agriculture w<* should devote our.schcs only to primar\ tMlucatiim)^ The 
time for primary education will come, but in the meantime these various 
Thpiwrtments have ;r<»t to be resuscitated ami we hav(* to spend money 
for that pui’iMJse. I am C4im(utrin)4: (lie fi«ui(*s of IJldfi-IT with our 
fijrures tor the present year. It sImiw^ that (here liave been increased 
provisions of Its. lakhs on Ihdit ( \mm iliat ion, IN. I'*! lakhs <m 

JrrijjTation, Ifs, 14 lakhs on Public IDxillh, IN. 7 lakhs on Ayrri<ultiire, 
Bs. 7 lakhs on M edi«‘4d and H^. a lakhs on Industries. Y<m cun miw' 
understaml where the money has j^one, and we have j:<it— you must 
admit — to mlvaiK'e all alon^*’ the line. V<m cannot slai\e Public' llwillh 
for the Hiike of Industries; you cannot sbirve Industries lor the sake of 
Debt (Conciliation, ami so on. Vou have <rof t<i raise the condition of 
the people in various ways and in all de|n»rtments. The time has now 
(X)mc to emlxirk on hijr^er .schemes, and I pro|)osf* with the help of this 
House to come up here from time t<i time in order that we iiiay t^ke up 
these hijfj^er schemes. 

It ha« l>een remarked that there 4ire iimny items whicdi have l>een 
eliminated from this Hud^ret. , It is true that they have been eliminated, 
l>eoause w’e have jfone loc k wmiewhiit on tfie policy wdiicdi has hitherto 
b^n wlopt^l/tiamply, providing moiie.\ whhdi ottnuot he spent later, 
ahd I want, Sir, that before we provide money the scheme should l>e 
properly framed and workeil out, .so that we can come before the 
House for a arrant in a clear-^ ut manner and .spend the money in a 
proper manner It is for this reason that they have l>e«n eliminaterl, 
•iid I baTO oot tbf slightest doubt that we may Imve to come up for a 
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HUpplenieiitciry f'-rani for inoiiy more schemes than have hitherto been 
usmil. 

Now, Sir, with <lne respecl may I refer to the criticisin of 
Mr. N. it. Siirkeri^ I ilo so with hesitation, because I have respect 
for him ami his ability ami lor the depth and width of his ideas and 
vision, but I must confess — altiuuij^h Mr. Sarker has disoovcred a 
certain amount of confusion of thought in my Budj^et statement — I Umi 
find c4)nfusion 4)f th4>u^'ht in his speech. 1 never for a moment stated 
that immediately alter the war there will be a slump. Everyone know's 
that the impetus that is ;»-iven by a war to preneral development 
continues lor some tiim* The word “immediately,” which Mr. Siirker 
used five times, has mnei been used by me in my speech. If I have 
used it, 1 must say that it was never in my contemplation that 
immediately alter the war is over, there will he a slump. But slump 
does follow' a war; and althou^di Mr. Sarker lias attempted to jjive 
reasms that there max not be a shmip alter this war because of pro- 
tection insteiwl <d frin^ trade, still I think that it will be an extremely 
short-si^''hted jsdicy foi anwme to take and (‘omlude that because there 
exists a ditfenmce, a slump will not follow the war. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: It h.i^ been * pi<o ided in this 
Buil^»'et. 

The Hon*ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: No, it is not provided 
in this Bud}.ret. 


Mrt NALINI RANJAN 8ARKER: You have provided lor a depres- 
vsion which comes after It) vears. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: No. ! ^ive not piovi<led 
lor a .slump in the Budjjret. In this >ear\ Bud^o*t 1 have only stated 
that a <lepressi<m d<»es i<dlow a war. Theie is no provision for a slump 
fn this yoar’.s Budfret tor the simple reasKUi that the war has not yet 
ended and we do imt know when the war is ^^oinj^ to end. 

One other ]>oinl has been mi.seil. Sir 

(At this sta>;:e Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal was almiit to make an 
interruption.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: How many warnitvjr.s do you retpnre, Dr. Sanyal? 
(Luujrhter. ) ^ 

Th« Hon’bto Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: As I ww Hiiyinp, Sir, 
pilot her point Ims been laised that taxation ou^ht not \o be niiaed for 
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the purpose of reserves. On the other liainl. Sir, I <io not know whether 
it js against fimiiuial policy or not. hut I do think at the same time 
that W'e ought not h) eniluirk on large scale measures without adeipiate 
reserves — whether toxatum should he levied hir the pur|>o.se i.s a 
different matter. There i.s of ^suirse no doubt tluit every Oovernment 
Ahould have a reserve fall hack u|>on in <*iises <d emergency. Hnt 
can you build up a reserve with a d(dicil lliidg(*l, and necessairy 
expenditure on nation-building depai I ments which (Uiiinot he met fixun 
the ordinary revenue income? But for this extra expemliliire we wouhl 
not have a deficit, and we need mU draw on 4iur opening Udances, It 
hiis been stated fixmi all sides of the lhms<> that the expemliture on these 
items is not enough. I would very mm h like U) ha\(‘ more. But as 
the honourahle memhers will see. the halame that we must kei‘p and 
the Iwilancp which we think will he left as the closin;;' Inilancc* is lar 
1<M> narrow for us to deplete oiir reserves still iurther. Ml. Sassoon 
has in a fairly w ell-iaxisoncd speech ciilicised the Budtret, Mini has 
urged arguments which 1 had nev(*r cxpei led him to advance, lie has 
stated that there is rm n\il <lcficit at all luH'au.se w<‘ j.^ave a loan of 
aUntt ] (Tore IT lakhs and it is on account of that loan that this 
deficit has occurred. Hut, Sir, tliat is not so, InM^iuse the hums that 
were given do not fiiul a place in the Budg(‘l. namels , on llu’ Heveime 
Receipt or the l{l‘venu(‘ Mxpemliture side*. The In.ins are dcMill with 
in the Debt and De^xisit Section ami (ill lakhs of Tnsisuiy Bills that we 
^•ill have to juiy will (sime out ot the Dehl ami Dcfxisit Section, for 
which re<iMui there is going to he a deficit of *<^*2 lakhs; the 57 lakhs 
delicll that w’e have on the Revenue Receipts and hApendit lire .side, are 
totally irrespective of the hums that have h(*eii advcinced. 

Sir, I c-ould continue lo talk in this manner and d(‘a! w ith (he various 
it (Tils of the Budget, hut I will not ilo so, because I think most of the 
criticisms levelled by the memhers on the otlnu- .side of the Rouse have 
been ill-informed and are l>eref( of any constructive ideas and it is not 
necessar\ for me lo meet tliem, hut I do not expe( t as a mailer of fact 
anything different, as I d(» not think that the Roii’lde e.x-Kimime 
Minister expected any different iKMtiiieiil fiom tliat side cd the Rouse 
when he w^as speaking from these herichi*s. Hut, Sir, there are certain 
specific matters wdiich have lieen referred to and I should like fo deal 
with tliem. lift us, Sir, first take the speech of the lamder of the 
Opjxisition. The liWuler of the ( »p|k»silioii tlesires tcj sing his own song, 
dream his own dream, lie in his oven bed, live in his own house and to 
breathe his owm air and s^i on, hut the Reader of the OpiKmilion 
hiiH a great flair for (luoting from foreign authors and iidopt*< their 
ideas. He had quoted from Michael ('idlins with reference lo freland 
dnd wants to apply the reimirk.s to India. We find in his (juotation 
from Michael CoUins almut Frekiiid ilnit under the British rul^ there 
has been a decrease in population hut that is liardly applicable lo India. 
Increase ia population in the fxmiitry may he construed as an idea of a 

certain degree of prosperity. The Tjeader of the Opposition has stated 

• ■ 
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that the cost of General Administmtion should be reduced. Now, Sir, 
if he takes the trotible and reads the Budjfet, which, I may point out*to 
the House, he has not done, nor has the ex-Finance Minister done so, 
nor have any of the 4dher inenihers who have spoken about the Viswa- 
hharati done so, lie will find that the incre«ise in the cost of General 
Administration is not due retiilly to an increase in the tost of the 
General Administration but by rmson of the fact that the d lakhs grant 
for Rural Reconstruction has been alhdted to that Budget. There are 
also mrious items of this nature uliich have lieen included in the 
General Administration which have rwilly mitliing to do with any 
increase in tlie Fstablishment. With regard to the Administration of 
Justice, there has similarly been no incre.i.se. If you hM>k at the 
figures you will find that there has been no increase in tlie cost — <it 
least nothing substantial; alth<mgh an increase would he justified 
because recruitment bi that de|wirimen| ceased for two years. But tlie 
real reason why it appears that there has been an increase is that the 
last two years we received certain sums ot money from the Assam 
Government on account of the price of land which we have j)urchased 
for the extension of the High (suirt; as there is no such item in this 
year’s Budget tliere is an a])parent increase in the cost while as a 
matter of fact there is none. 

rsuuing to the war expenditure, Sir, it has lu*en argue<l that this 
mones ought not to come out of the Budget of the Government 
Bengal. I mav explain, Sir, that it will not c-ome out of our Budget. 
Kvery single pie that we expend on war we will g-et out of the India 
Government. Tlie Go\c‘rnment of India has taken the responsibllitv 
of reimbursing the (bivernmenl sd' Bengal in this matter. Now if the 
same honouixihle gentleman and other gentlemen including the ex- 
Finauce Minister are g4»od enough to turn to |Kige of the Estimates 
they will find that aiwither sum ot Bs. ‘ih.lMMl has been allotted to 
Biswabhaniti, and I cainnot understand why there ha.s been so much 
critieinm, annopiuce and anger when the provision is there; whether 
that sum will be granted or not is another matter, but so far as the 
Budget is c‘oucerned the provision is there. It depends entirely on the 
will of the Hou.se, and 1 am not sure what the will of the Hou.se will be. 
We .shall of csmr.se l>ow to the will of the House whatever tlmt wdll 
imiy l>e with regard to that demand. Sir, I had much to say but as 
there is not much time I shall refef to the other matters ns rapidly as 
possible. Khan Siihib Hnmiduddin Ahmed and several other members 
have stated tlu\t there must l)e more money for primary education, 
pnrlicuhirly for those districts where primarx^ education has been intro- 
duced, Only h kkhs has been provided in the Budget Estimate this 
year nnd no bigger amount could be put in because at the present 
moment we are not able to estimate what are going to lie the require- 
ments of the various districts in this connection, hut if a proper scheme 
is forthcoming and if the money can be spent in this year I can assure 
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the honourable members that that money will be fouml even if it is not 
there in the Budfi^et now. 

Honourable members will have noticed one ffreat hiatus and that is 
that there is no oompreheiisive scheme for rural credit. I do feel that 
something will have to he done in that repfard. There are various 
aspects of the (|uestioii. Some members think that it is demoralising 
the oountryside hy priving cheiip and easy credit to the agriculturists 
while some others are of opinion that in special instances of great hard- 
ship this money should l>e piovided. This matter has been wmsidered 
and is being (y)nsiderc(l hy Government and I h(»pe that during the 
tenure of my office, T will have the privilege of placing lyefore the 
House a pioper sc'heme for rural credit before the year is out. 

As regards the education ot the Scheduled (’astes community the 
Hon’hlc the Gliicf Minister has explained what the actual |M)Hiti<>n is. 
We have <lone ouc thing for the Scheduled ('astes which is unpreredenltHl 
in the history of budgeting. For the e«lucation of the Scheduled 
(^iste.s a sum of Its. o lakhs was allotted, a great fKulion of this money 
luis not been spent. Where money is not spent the usual practice is 
that it lapses, but so far as the money set apart for the Sclieduled 
C'asles is roncerned we Imve funded it, ami the money is always avail- 
able; they nee(Miave no fear with regard t4) tliat, 1 am suiprised to 
heal Ml liirat Chandra Maiidal say that I do not like the Schedul<'d 
Caste**. Sir, I am extremely .sorry tluit he should have sjiid so, because 
^ ] think that I have a greuit many friends among the Scheduled Castes 
who know that whenever I think of m\ ow'ii community— liecause it is 
a depressed community 1 always think of the Scheduled (.’astes at the 
same time, and they are not distant from my mind. When we think 
of improving the oonditions of the ptsiple there is nothing in my mind, 
no si*heme In my mind, in which the Scheduled fkisles people are not 
as.so(*iated. I am mentioning this specifically because Mr. Birat 
Chamlra Mandul has specifically stated that T don’t like the S<'heduled 
Castes or .s<jmethiTig t^i that effect. 

As regards the criticism.s made about rural reoonst ruction, the 
Hon’hle Minister in charge of the depcirtrnenl will deal w'ith them; hut 
1 would like to say one word before T sit down U’cause in certain 
quarters a cry has been raise<l on behalf of a section of the province. 
I wish to refer to the speech of my esteemed friend Mr. Abul (jiiasein 
who spoke on behalf of West Bengal. He miid that there did not seem 
to be any indication that the Howrah-Hooghly Scheme would ever 
fructify. Of course it will, and the Ifon’hle Minister for Irrigation 
.assures me Ibat be will come up before this House soon for the fixation 
’ of rates so that be may take up the matter. T may inform the House 
that we do not look at any scheme from the point of view of any section 
of the province, from the point of view of Bast Bengal, West Bengal, 
North Bengal or South Bengal. That is never done. If, for example, 
we spend about R«. 4 crores on the Howrah-Hooghly Scheme in West 

30 . 
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Bengal, is it to be oontendecl that as this money has been spent in 
West Bengal, hereafter no more money should be spent there? We 
sbill be driven to this portion, if we have to divide the money spent 
by this Government over all these various parts of the province. Are 
we going to find out how much money is spent on education in West 
Bengal, in East Bengal, in North Bengal and in South Bengal? I 
think not, and I do hope that whatever scheme will be placed before 
this House, it will be viewed not from any sectional point of view, but 
from the point of view' of the province as a w'hole. 


Mr# MNT08H KUMAR BA8U: On a point of order, Sir. The 
Hon’ble Minisier after starving the province by his Budget is also 
starving its representatives by his speech. 


The Hon’ble Mr, H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Before I sit down, I 
would like to refer to the point raised by Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi 
about the liund R(* venue ('ommission. I have not the least doubt that 
this Ministry will deal w’itb the Report of the Taind Revenm* Comnussioii 
most adequately and as s<x)n as possible. Obviously no money can he 
provided in this Budget regarding it because we do not know what the 
final orders will be on the matter. But we hope, Sir, that it will be 
done, and it will result ip the condition of this province being much 
more prosperous than it is aow. 

Dr, NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: On Monday we are required to 
discuss the Jute lleguhition Bill. May I submit that in connection 
with the Jute Ordinance we have already tabled motions disapproving 
the Ordinance and that we should be given an opportunity of discussing 
them before the Jute Regulation Bill is taken up by this Hou.se? On 
the last occasion when a similar thing was proposerl, many members 
submitted that the Report of the Jute Enquiry Committee .should be 
in the hands of the members before w e are required to apply our minds 
on this Bill. May I again re(|uest in the same manner that the Report 
be made available before the Jute Bill is taken up? 

Mr, 8PEAKER: As a matter of fact, so far as this is concerned, 
1 have wTitten to the Home Department to allot a day for this. I have 
not yet hfoiNl from them. But the Ilon’ble Minister concerned is here 
and he can do the needful. 

TIm Hon’blt.Mr. TAMIXUDDIN KHAN: So far as the Report is 
concerned, I shall see to that, but as reganis the other question, that 
will come up in due course and it will be discussed then. 



Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: The House has the statutory right
